When one considere the antecedents of 
the great British Ra], It can easily be 
forgotten that their advent In India was 
solely for commercial purposes, with no 
thought of conquest. It still Intrigues 
historians how a trading company, facing 
the rivalry of Dutch, Portuguese and French 
Companies, the vagaries of native Indian 
rulers, and the changing policies of the 
capricious Company authorities In Britain, 
laid the foundations of a great empire. 

In these Annals, documents pertaining to 
the early eighteenth century have been 
chronologically arranged to form a con¬ 
nected narrative. The compiler, an 
erudite scholar, has after arduous rese¬ 
arch presented detailed and lucid intro¬ 
ductions. Extracts from the diaries of 
the Agents vividly portray the early 
attempts of the British Company to 
establish themselves in East India, which 
met with failure time and again. While 
Volume 1 deals with the period 1704-1710, 
Volume 2 (1711-1717) has two parts ; the 
first detailing the administration of 
Weltden, Russell and Hedges, while the 
second gives an elaborate account of the 
envoy sent to the Mughal emperor. 

Volume 3 covers the period 1718-1722. It 
becomes evident how the English traders 
bent only on conducting commerce under 
the protection of the Indian government 
gradually had to concede the need for 
fortified settlements. The early travails of 
the British coping with an alien land, an 
insalubrious climate, capricious and 
arbitrary changes of policy by the Court 
so many hundred miles away, and the 
, Intricacies of Oriental etiquette under the 
Mughal emperors, are evocatively des¬ 
cribed. 

Hlstorlans-students and scholars of 
medieval and modern Indian history will 
welcome this reprint of the early days of 
the British in East India. 
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CHAPTER II. 


T^EWOYAGB or THE 8HBRB0RHR. 


The chip ob which the deaaredited governor and his family intended 
to main their passage to England had brought ont to India a fas greater 
than Anthony We}tden. In January, 1712, few people in Calcutta 
paid much attention to William Hamilton, the runaway Sootch 
doctor Whom the ooonoil had recently appointed seoohd surgeon. Tet 
of all the Company’s servants at this time it is his name alone that is 
preserve*! in the history of British India as the great benefactor of 
the TfagliA in Bengal. Thus the narrative of the return of President 
Weltden and the homeward voyage of the Sherborne must be postponed 
in favour of the for more important story of the outward voyage of 
the Sherborne and early oareer of Dr. William Hamilton. 

William Hanulton was a oadet of the noble family of tha HamQtons 
of Dalsell, which traced its origin to Gavin, third son of JamearLord 
Hamilton in the fifteenth oentury. 1 Fifth in deeoent from him wu 
James Hamilton of Dalsell, who married Jean the daughter ofSir- 
John Hendereon of Fardell, by whom be had a large family. His large 
estates, secured to him in 1663 by a oharter under the seal of Oharlea H, 
were divided at his death in 1688, and the farm of Boggs, or Bopgs, in. 
the parish of Bothwell, Lanarkshire, fell to his third son, James.* 

Of this James, the first of the house of Boggs little is recorded, hut 
of his ouly son John we axe told that he was “ persecuted for his religious 
opinions” which were displeasing to the Episoopalian Government of 
the restored Stuarts* and was "broughtto mush trouble for refusing to 
take the test”* To John of Boggs were bom seven eons, of whom the 
second William was destined to-heoome famous in the annals of British

India and to “raise his name to the four quartan by oozing the King of 
Kings.” 1 Beyond his parentage we know nothing certain of William 
Hamilton’s early life. His boyhood was probably passed at Bothwell, 
then even more than now the garden of Scotland, a swelling stretoh of 
jpellow farmland, shaded by green, groves and orchards, doping from 
the upland braes to the murmuring Clyde. The son of a Covenant* 
ing and perseouted father he was no doubt early imbued with the 
politioal and religious tenets of the extreme Presbyterians, and must 
have often listened to the story of their sufferings, how they had 
fonght in vain against Monmouth and Olaverhouse at the narrow 
bridge of Bothwell and had fled to hide themselves in the dens 
and eaves of the earth. As a young man he may have entered the 
University of Glasgow, and perhaps it is his name whioh appears 
among the signatures to a protest, drawn up in 1696, denouncing 
conspiracies against the life of William III, and promising to avenge 
the King’s death should he die by violenoe. 1 With more likelihood

it may be oonjeotured that he became attached to his oooain Anna, 
the d&ughter of Robert Hamilton of Wishaw, 1 and, in the hope of 
speedily gaining enough to marry on bade good-bye to home and 
country and went “ to make the crown a pound ” in the distant east. 

At any rate the earliest mention of William Hamilton in the India 
Office reoSrds ocours under the date of the 12th November, 1709, 
when he signed a receipt for £ 7, being two months impress paid him 
in advanoe fojt his services as Surgeon of the frigate Sherborne .* 

For a young doctor thus to begin his professional career with a 
voyage to India was by no means uncommon; bnt the peculiar 
characters of William Hamilton and of his commander Henry Cornwall 
led in this instance to unexpected issues. If the few indications now 
left us are to be trusted William Hamilton was a man of great and 
unmistakable ability with an insight into character which gained 
him influence over his fellow men, but he was wanting in ambition 
hopefulness, and his strength of will varied. Between TTAmtltmi and 
Cornwall there was a most wonderful contrast of-character. While 
Hamilton had ability without self-assertion, Cornwall had self-assertion, 
without ability. A man of good family, with a disposition, honest, ener¬ 
getic, and persevering, lie had no taot, no self-control, no insight into 
character; always believing himself in the right he was generally in 
the wrong. About the year 1700, he had left the navy in which he had 
been employed for twelve years,® and entered the service of the East 
India Company, where through the influence of his great friends he 
had hoped for speedy promotion. In this hope he was disappointed.) 
For several years he was left unnoticed among the sea-faring m en at 
Madras, 4 the captain perhaps of some small local ship, and beoame 
involved with a oertain Elisabeth Browne, whom he in the end promised 
to marry expeoting through hereto get preferment in England.® Her 
recommendations, however, proved of little avail. Returning home 
in 1707, Oomfrall found great difficulty in getting any employment, 
married, ran into debt, and was at last glad to find himself in oemmand 
even of a small ship.®

THE aBMMBO-KB BUNS AGROUND. 


The Sherborne was a frigate of only 250 tons, oarrying twenty-two 
gnus. 1 In September, 1709, die had been taken up for. a pepper 
voyage* and was with suoh hesitation despatched to Benooolen. On the 
11th January, 1710, a muster was taken by Hr. Blakeley at Ports* 
month, and the ship’s Company returned as consisting of O^offloera and 
seamen and 19 soldiers.* Leaving England some time in February the 
Sherborne arrived at Benooolen after an uneventful voyage of soma 
tax months. On the 7th August she left bound for the east ooast of 
India. 4 The evil fate whioh pursued Captain Cornwall throughout 
his life now overtook him. As men then reckoned, the Sherborne was 
a small ship of little diefenoe, a heavy sailer and indifferently manned;* 
and her crew had been brought to the verge of mutiny by the harsh 
treatment they had received from their Captain who oaned or whipped 
them for the slightest faults.* On the 1st September, the ship was 
sailing along the shoaling ooast of Ceylon. The weather was fine and 
the lead was kept going, when at six o’clooV in the evening, the ship, 
with all sails standing, struok in nine fathoms of water upon a apt of 
sand at Mullaittivu to the north of Triuoomalee, eighty miles from 
Point Pedro. 7 Acoording to one aooount every effort was made to get 
the riiip off, but it seems dear that the men oared little what be* 
«mm of her. At midnight her captain left her to seek help from 
strangers. After twenty-three hours in an open boat Cornwall landed 
at Point Pedro, and made his way to Jaflnapatam.* Here he was kindly 
reoeived by the Dutch governor who sent him back with as many 
sloops as oould be spared.* Meanwhile the crew had deserted the 
ship.'

Meeting their oaptain as he was retu rnin g from Jafhupatam, the 
mutineers told him that he need trouble himself no more about the 
Sherborne; her decks had fallen and she was broken to pieoes. ; Note 
man would consent to return to his duty till he had receive! his 
discharge,' and it was only with the assistance of the Dutoh that, the 
ship was on the 8th September got olear of the sand, and brought to 
anchor off Point Pedro. She was found to hare sustained compare* 
tirely little damage, but it was agreed on all hands that the safest 
coarse now left was to sail straight for BengaL* On arriving in the 
Hngli at the beginning of October the crow would have again detested 
had not the Council at Fort William in reeponae to the urgept 
repres ent a tion s of the Oaptain sent strict orders to every officer and 
every man to obey bis commander and do bis duty. TJnderouoh compul¬ 
sion the ship was brought up the river to Calcutta by the 16th October. 
A protracted enquiry was held into the mutinous oonduot of the drew 
and many of the officers and men were examined. They refused to 
serve under Cornwall any longer, and the Council, knowing that it 
would be impossible to reman the ship, was afraid to prooeed to 
extremities. At length on the 26th October, having reoeived pro¬ 
mises of better treatment from Cornwall, they oonsented to go on board 
again, all except the eeoond mate John Cooke and he was ordered to 
be srot to England for punishment.* 

But this apparent settlement of the quarrel did not secure approval 
from the Court at home who sympathised with the men, nor did it 
meet with much enooeas in Calcutta. 9 In the end most of the men 
deserted, and when the Sherborne arrived at Madras in February, 1711, 
she had on hoard oat of her complement of. fifty only nineteen men 
end boys. Peremptory orders were given to make up the fall number, 
and on the 3rd March, the Sherborne was despatched with reinforcements 
to Ouddalore and Fort St. David where the English were engaged in 
hostilities with the Bajah of Jingi. 9 

What share had Hamilton taken, up to the present time, in dispute 
between Cornwall and the crew P It would he difficult for a man of his 
ability to tolerate the pig-headed Captain, but it was oertainly his 
interest to do so. Did he. then openly side with the men, or did he

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k«ep quiet f It would Mem that hitherto he had patiently endured. 
His name was not mentioned at the enquiry into the mutiny held in 
Calcutta He did not desert hie post with the faithless majority. He 
Went with his ship from Calcutta to Madras and from Madras to Cudda- 
lara. There for the first time, as far as we know, his patienoe gave way 
and bartried to leave the Sherborne. . 

It was suggested in March by the authorities at Fort St. David that 
the services of Dr. Hamilton were required ashore, but Cornwall 
protested so vigorously that the suggestion was dropped. 1 Farmer, the 
Deputy Governor of Fort St. David, forbade him to quit his post, 
but the third in the Council, Baker, was more favourably disposed. 
On the evening of the 3rd May, 1711, the Doctor informed Baker 
that the government had given him permission to go to Madras, 
and in confirmation produced a letter from his kinsman Captain 
Hamilton. On this Baker pot only gave him leave but furnished him 
with the to go. That night William Hamilton took his fate in 
his hands, deserted his duty, and made his eeoape to Madras in a country 
boat under a false pretence. Captain Cornwall reported the desertion 
to the OouDoil of Fort St. Gecsrge in a letter which bears evident 
trace of his violent temper. *' Last night my Snrgeon Alexander 
Hamilton,”—the captain was too angry to remember his dootor’p oorroot 
m w , “made his escape in a boat from Cuddaiore, producing a letter 
from Captain Hamilton to Mr. Baker, wherein was inserted ha had 
leave from the Governor of Fort St George to prooeed forthwith to 
AW plun, and that Governor Fraser and his Oounoil had written to 
Governor Farmer to that efteot, Mr. Baker having inclined to aot 
eosifuy to Governor Farmer’s order, gave him leave, and assisted him

In oonsequence of this .letter the Council of Fort St. Qeorge sent 
for Dr. William Hamilton on the 7th May and ordered him to prepare 
to go on bo;ird the Sherborne as soon as she returned to Madras. But 
there b no evidence that he ever obeyed this order. On the contrary 
he probably continued his flight from Madras to Calcutta. 

In the ledgor of the Sherborne the account of William Hamilton, 
“ Chyiurgion,” is closed with the scornful word "run, ’’ and bis life's 
reckoning might woll have dosed with the same shameful entry, were 
it net that the divine accountant is more long suffering than man. 
Hamilton lived to rue bitterly the false step he had taken, for in leav¬ 
ing his ship he left for ever home and oountry, father and kindred, and 
all that might have been, had he returned to marry his Anna and make 
his name as a great doctor in the land of his birth. Yet he liyed to wipe' 
out the memory of his false step by actions whioh brought lasting benefit 
to his nation, for from the hour of his leaving the Sherborne he belongs 
forever to British India. On the 27th December, 1721, William 
Hamilton was appointed second surgeon at Caloutta. 

Meanwhile Anthony Weltden was stowing goods on the Sherborne 
and making final preparations to leave Calcutta. The little ship oould~ 
hardly find room enough for her cargo. The Company’s goods, valued 
at £42,000 A, led some 650 or 660 bales; Weltden’s clothes, linen, and 
various stores for the voyage were stowed in the sail room in some 
forty chests of goods the guard room had to be enlarged horn the bulk 
heads of the Gunroora to- the after hatchway to take in what remained. 1 
Thus heavily laden IK* Sherborne began her last fatal voyage on 
the 7th January, 1712. 

She was ordeifad to sail in oampany with the St. Qeorge hut on 
Wednesday, the 18th February she was operated from her oonsart in

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a storm. She was then west ol Ceylon in the latitude of eight degrees 
south. Two months later 1 off the Gape of Good Hope she met three 
Frtnoh men of war fiom Toulon commanded by Monsieur Boquemador 
to whom she fell an easy prey and was oarried off to the Isle de 
Bourbon. One of the Frenoh ships, the Adelaide , had lost her main 
mast and it was thought best to send her book to Frauoe with the bulk 
of the captured goods and Governor Weltden, while the Sherborne , 
now styled the Charbon , with the other two ships returned to India. 

At the end of the year 1712, the Adelaide reached Port Louis in 
Franoe. On the 20th January, 1713, J the Sherborne was condemned as 
lawful prize by the Admiralty Court of Vannes, and her goods 
adjudicated to the Sieur de Crozat, by whom the three privateers had 
been fitted out. The English Company had made great efforts to 
redeem the goods, but, as what they had bought in India for some 
£42,000 was in Franoe estimated to worth at least £1,00,000, the 
negotiations fell through. 8 

Weltden, who remained for nearly three months at Port Louis 
trying to recover his effects, whion he valued at £15,000, arrived in 
Paris about the end of Maroh, 1713, 4 and thenoe returned to Eugland, 
where he demanded compensation of the Company. In Ootober, 1714, 
after considerable delay, his demands were submitted to arbitration, and 
on the 6th November he was awarded £1,200 in satisfaction of all 
claims. 8 On the 12th January, 1716, he wrote from Winchester 
Street to tell the secretary to the Company that he was in great pain 
from gout and could not come in person, as he had intended, to receive 
his money. 8 In Maroh, as we learn from the second codicil to his will, 
he was in great distress of mind owing to the misoonduot of hiB 
daughter Mary who had married a Mr Griffin, a man with another 
wife still living, as her father feared. 7 On the 13th March, Anthony 
Weltden died in London, and was buried at Well, in Lincolnshire, on 
the 24th. Here too his wife was buried in 1717,® and 4l *e property 
soon passed into other hands. 0

CHAPTER III.

( The Court of Directors had no knowledge of Weltden’s alleged 
mulpraotioea when they sent out the orders and instrnotions in oonse* 
q U ence of which John Russell became President and Governor of 
Fort William. The reasons whioh they assigned for the change were 
thjit they wished to give their servants all reasonable encouragement 
to the faithful, active and zealous, and that they thought Mr. Sheldon 
had not been so kindly dealt with.' “ The good acooiint we hare had 
of Mr. Sheldon’s general oharaeter,” they wrote, “ aud regard to his 
lo ng servioe in India has prevailed with us to make this alteration. 

hod this further view therein and in making Mr. Russell seoond, 
M> encourage all our servants to persevere in well doing with the 
hopes that if by their standing , and merit they rise to or bear the 
,top of our servioe and are deserving, they shall not have others 
placed over then.” 1 The instructions given to Wsltden were re¬ 
peated and partioularly recommended to his stuwessor, and it was 
J-aid down as a general role that the President was to take more than 
ordinary care that all the Company’s orders were observed and that 
all under him did their duty in their different stations. 1

Thus by the rule of seniority John Bussell became Qovt mor 0 f 
Fort William. Yet be was not without claims to a leading 
for bis family was ancient and honourable. 1 His grandfather, 
Sir Francis Hassell, third baronet, was the eldest son and heir of 
William Bussell of Chippenham, Cambridgeshire, created first 'baronet 
in 1629. His father was Sir John Bussell, fourth baronet, and his 
mother Franoes, the youngest aud favourite daughter of Oliver Oro mwe u. 
John the third and posthumous son was born in London on tl l6 4 th 
October 1670.’ On the 22nd November, 1693, he was elected a 
factor for the East India Company 9 and arrived in this capacity in 
Bengal, on the 3rd December 1694. On the 17th December, 4 1697, 
he married his first wife Bebeooa, the sister of Governor Elyre/ 
by whom he had one son and three daughters. On the 2nd 
.February, 1704, he was appointed fourth in the United Company's 
Council, 8 and on the 26th April, 1709, succeeded Sheldoii u 
fHnMirnan for the Old Company. 7 On the 20th July, 1710, fa 

conjunction with Abraham Adams, he made over to Weltden 8 the 
government which he now resumed with undivided authority after* an 
interval of seven and- a-half months. 

The war of the Spanish Succession had now entered upon its fi nal 
stage. October, 1710, had witnessed the fall of the Whigs, and by the 
end of the year, 1711, Marlborough was dismissed from the great ofifae 
of Captain General. The whole polioy of the new Tory Govemnumt 
was directed to speedy termination of hostilities. But the end was x 10 t 
as yet and the oonsequenoes of the struggle were still felt from time to 
tawiw fa Calcutta during the first two years of Bussell’s administration. 

The year 1711 opened with an alarm at Oaloutta that the Fren>oh 
wen in the Bay. At this time shipping,, with the exception of the 
William, was at the mouth of the river on the point of sailic g 
for England. On the night of the 3rd Deoember a letter came frofa 
Bolasor with the news that four Erenoh men-of-war were at anchor 
In the road and that three more ships supposed to be prises, had been 
seen in the offing. The Council and the Company’s captains ini 
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Calcutta were hastily summoned, and orders were sent off recalling alii 
the ships from Saugor up into the river and warning them to pnpfls 
lor a possible attack. 1 The Frenoh, however, did. not oare to tenet 
their shipe in so dangerous a river as the* Hngli, and they soon with* 
drew southward along the ooast. By the middle of January, the 
alarm they caused had died away. The smaller ships, the Bomerit 
and the Sherborne were sent to Madras, while the Stuanma and the 
King William were sent directly to England.* None of these shipe 
fell a prey to the Frenoh in this yen. In October the English had 
the good fortune to recapture one of the enemy's prises,* but in 
Deoumber, news came from Madras that on the other ride of India, the 
Dutehete had been taken. 4 The French, it was said, gave out that 
they intended to return to Pondicherry. When last seen, however, on 
the 20th Deoember, they were off Mangalore and appeared to be 
proceeding to Moaha.* 

The most disgraceful lorn of the year was the capture of the Jam, 
at Bio de Janeiro. This vessel, a small frigate of 180 tons, with 86 
men and 20 guns,* had sailed from England for Benooo}an in April, 
1711, 7 having on board Mr. John Collett, the Deputy Governor of that 
factory. She also oarried one of the earliest contributions made by 
the English to tho missionary cause in the east, 1,500 oopies of St. 
Matthew's Gospel in Portuguese, catechetical and practical books for the 
use of the missionaries at Tranquebar and the ohaplains at Madras^ 
Calcutta, and Bombay, a printing press, types, and paper, and a printer, 
Mr. Jonas Finch.* In-August, her Captain, John Austin, u on pretence 
of want of provision and to refresh her men,” but in reality for tb*/sake 
of his own private trade, put in at Bio de Janeiro * Here he Inhered 
about in spite of ample warnings till the 1st September, when Modpieur 
de Guay with fifteen sails of men-of-war frigates and two bomb Tnasnls 
entered the harbour. Hie 7,000 Portuguese who should have doftmded 
the place abondoned it straightway to the enemy. Of the newly 
arrived.Lisbon fleet three ships ware burnt, and the fourth ran ashstak 
In three days thd Frenoh were abaolute masters of the town, and had 
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fathered ft rioh harvest of plunder. Captain Austin, after refusing 
to lud the Company’s treasure and secure it in the country, 
•a he did hie own, though he lay so far up the river that the 
French never offered to attack him, sent off his mate in a boat and 
shamefully surrendered his ship without so muoh as a summons, and 
after taking hills upon England for his own money returned to Franoe 
with the Freneh squadron. Collett, after a fortnight of vain attempts 
to purchase another vessel, on whioh to oontinue his voyage, found that 
he oould redeem the Jane and her cargo for £3,500, which he was glad 
to do. In May, 1712, he reaohed Madras having touched at the Cape 
mi his way, and brought with him the news that there were hopes 
of peace. 

Formal negotiations had, in fact, been opened at Utrecht in 
January, 1712. On the 11th August, a cessation of arms was agreed 
upon, and might have been agreed upon earlier, had it not been for 
the absurd quarrel between footmen of Count Beohteren and of Mon¬ 
sieur Mesnsger, whioh held all the affairs of Europe in suspense 
and furnished numerous topics for M Coffee-house Debates.” 1 But the 
sen s a tion of urns, as we have seen, came too late to save the Sherborne , 
and later on in the year Monsieur Orosat’s privateers, appearing in the 
Bay of Bengal nearly suooeeded in capturing another of the Company’s 
ships. 

In September news was received in Calcutta that the three Frenoh 
ships were cruising off Point Palmiras, snd measures had to be devised 
to warn Madras and prevent the English merchantmen expected in the 
Bay from being surprised.* For this purpose the JRuteell galley, *'a 
good sailing vessel just in her ballast, .... with a good look out 
kept at the top-msat-head,” was sent out over the Braces and along the 
ooast, a voyage whioh at this season “ might be performed in twelve 
days.”* At one time the Caloutta government even contemplated 
fitting out a squadron, in conjunction with the Dntoh, “to clear these 
parts of the Frenehhut the Dutch refused to co-operate. 4 Neither waa 
the mission of the Russell galley successful, for she herself was speedily 
captured,* and in any ease her warnings would have oome too late. 

The galley had been sent off on the 5th September; on the 4th 
the French privateers had already fallen in with their prey. It was the

Wn flHiK build of the Sherborne, aided by a false show of English 
colours which nearly led to the capture of the Marlborough off the 
Black Pagoda. The story of the encounter is set down with foil; 
nautical detail in the ship’s log. At first Matthew Martin, the Captain 
of the Marlborough , though not trusting the false colours, allowed the 
Sherborne to come dose np to the leeward, and sent his yawl towards the 
Bclatant to discover what ship it was. As the boat put off, the Bclatant 
furled her sprit sail, wad showed her broadside with the lower tier of 
porta open. Martin, recalling the yawl, and outting away Some small 
boats, tacked and stood off. At half past one in the afternoon the 
Bclatant and the Sherborne hoisted Frenoh oolours and gave chase. The 
Marlborough was then within half gun-shot distanoe of-them, but her 
oaptain was determined to show a olean pair of heels. He ordered every 
thing that might encumber the working of the ship to be bore overboard, 
and himself set the example by sacrificing bis own goods to consider¬ 
able value. Tet the Sherborne kept abreast of the Marlborough, firing 
briskly into her, while the JSclatant, on her weather quarter, bore under 
her stern, and tried to rake her fore and aft. Martin, having oleared 
the decks, replied to the Sherborne with his broadside, and to the Bclatant 
with his stem chase. Whenever the breese sprang up it appeared that 
the Marlborough was a better sailer than any of the French ships, and 
she drew away out of gunshot. But when the wind dropped, the 
Frenchman, getting out bis bo4ts, managed to tow the Bclatant dose up 
to the English ship. This manoeuvre was twioe defeated. On the 
second occasion the Bclatant and the Marlborough were hotly engaged 
from 9 to 11 in the morning of Friday, the filh September. “ Then 
a small gale sprang up and towiog with our pinnaoe ahead we outsailed 
him." It began to look blaok and squally. “ The wind came to the 
Fast, East-North-East and round to the North-North-West with a 
great deal of rain. . . . . In the afternoon it blew pretty fresh.” 
So the Marlborough in the end shot clear of hfer pursuer, and, “ keeping 
the wind,” hauled in for the shore. 

On Saturday the 6th the chase was renewed. Martin lost some 
time in trying to find an entrance to the Gbilka lake whioh ha 
mistook for a bay. The French ships oame on, miking all the sad they 
could, hot the Marlborough standing dose into the shore kept well out 
at reach. That night Martin put a pole, vfith a candle and lantern 
at the end pi it, into a well-balasted half tub, and sent it astern'to 
amuse the Frpnoh. The next day a west wind serried them out to sea, 
and ell eight of enemy wee lost. The Court of Directors presented 
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the captain of the Marlborough with a medal, but they complained to 
Unwell about the low of the galley, for whieh they were unwilling 
to pay. 1 

The newi of the peace of TJtreeht, signed on the 11th April 1713 
(N. 8.), was sent to Bengal “by* Datoh conveyance ” in • letter dated 
the 24th April (0. 8.), and most have reached Calcutta in less than four 
months, for in August three French chips sailed np the HugU, and on 
the 27th their oommodore dined with the Governor and Council at 
Calcutta, “andreturned Thanks for the assistance of the English Pylots 
and the Sloops (that belonged to private people), who brought him np to 
Hogue* river.” 1 Henceforth for many years to come there was peace 
and amity between English and French, only disturbed occasionally by 
a quarrel about salutes 1 or an alarm of renewed hostilities. 1

Tus war until the French, limited as it was at this time in India 
to the sea, did not after all greatly oonoern the merahanta in Calcutta, 
who vere in fact far more jealous of their Dutch allies than of their 
French enemies. Much more keenly concerned were the English in 
Bengal at the quarrels and contests whioh took plsoe on land between 
the different Indian prinoea and raters. 

About the same time as Russell became President, the English resettled 
the factory at Cassimbasar, where the hdildings were fast falling into 
rain. 1 Robert Hedges the seoond in the Oonnoil mired in his new 
barge, about the middle of March, with Page, Stackhouse, and Ange, as 
his assistants.* The direction of the factory at Patna, a post of no 
small difficulty and danger, was undertaken by Pattle.* For his second 
ha was given Browne. Crisp and Pratt wan sent np with him to 
learn the country language and to qualify themselves for the Company! 
service.' In compliance with directions received from home the Council 
made an effort at retrenchment. They reduoed the pay of the river 
pilota and diamisaad a number of aoldiere and other subordinates.' 
Thoy anticipated peaoe, but, while they were thinking of it, the foroee 
of unrest in India were making ready for the battle. 
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On his return to Bengal at the rad of the year 1710, aa 
Treasurer and Deputy Governor, Murshid Quli, or, as history now begins 
to oall him, Ja'far Khan, found himself in point of fact the supreme 
authority in the Lower Prorinoee. The nominal governor was Prince 
’Aflmu-fih-BhRn, Bahadur ShBh’s second son; but he was away 
with his father at Lahor, his attention being wholly absorbed in the 
straggle with the rebellious Sikhs and in the advance of his own 
interests. For, though only the second son, yet as the favourite adviser 
and chief agent of the sovereign, as well as the ruler of the richest 
provinoe in the empire, he seemed at one time the most likely successor 
to the throne. His kindness of heart had secured him some devoted 
adherents. In Bengal he was represented by his son Prince Farrukh- 
slyar, a young man of twenty-eight, whom he disliked and distrusted, 
and by Kh&u JahBn Bahadur, ’Iszu-d-daulah, a disagreeable and 
oonoeited fellow upon whose forlorn oonditbn at Delhi ’Aslmu*sh-shftn 
had taken pity, and for whom he had with difficulty procured the offices 
of governor of Orissa and of deputy under Farrukhslyar. This Khan Jahfln 
Bihsdur arrived iu B&jmahal at the beginning of June,!?!!, 1 where he 
seems to have done his best to ingratiate himself with the English by* 
allowing their salt-petre boats to pass safely down the river and by 
granting them an order for free trade; 1 but his authority was of little 
aooount. fearer home the English had for the time a far more 
powerful Mend Zey&u-d-dln Khan, the imperial admiral and gov¬ 
ernor of Hugli, whom they constantly consulted in their diplomatic 
relations, and through whom they were negotiating for rescripts from 
the emperor and for letters patent from Prince ’Aflmu-sh-shOn.* But 
in September, 1711, in accordance with the representations of Ja’far 
Khan, who was jealous of an independent government in Bengal, 
ZeyBu-d-dln was deprived of his offices 1 and Wall Beg was plaoed in 
oharge of Hugli.* 

The English were thus left without any help face to face with their 
old enemy, the redoutable Ja’far KhBn. As soon as they hoard of 
his arrival at Murshidobid they wrote him a “complementing” letter 
telling him that Mr. Hedges, the Chief of the Cassimbazar faotory, 
would shortly wait upon him;* but he was not to he softened by 
polite attentions. Ho demanded large sums of money from the 
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English, and did his best to atop all their boats and business. 1 By the 
end of July, 1711, the Calcutta oounoil lost all patienoe. Thay 
ordered their representative at Cassimbazar to inform J&’far Eh&n that, 
since he would consent to no moderate terms, they would seize the Mdgul 
ships passing Fort William, would report him to the emperor, and would 
withdraw their factory from Cassimbazar. 1 These threats had the 
usual effect. Ja’far Khan became more conciliatory. In Ootober he 
proposed to grant a pass to the English for their trade in the Lolver 
Provinces and to procure imperial resoript and letters patent for the 
same on consideration of 30,000 rupees to be paid on reoeipt of his pass 
and 23,500 on receipt of the rescripts. With this offer the English 
thought it best to dose. 1 

At tho same time they had uot given up their purpose of applying 
directly to Delhi for tho confirmation and extension Of their com* 
mercial privileges. The present whioh Governor Pitt had originally 
got together to send to the Mogul had been transferred to Caloutta, 
and it was now proposed that a great embassy should go with it from 
Bengal to the imperial oourt, should represent the grievances of the 
English Company in the Bay and on the Coromandel and Malabar 
Coasts, and should secure imperial grants settling and Guaranteeing 
their position in every part of India. 4 At the beginning of Maroh, 
1712, 4 the present, which had been carefully revised, was lying packed 
iu boats, ready to go up the river, and the Council was considering 
whom to send with it as ambassadors, when tho news reaohed Caloutta 
that the emperor hod died at Lahor. 

The usual confusion followed Ja’far Kh&n formed a great armed 
camp for his defence, mounted all his guns, put his elephants and 
hone soldiers in readiness and kept his foot in strict discipline, while 
Eh&n Jahfin Bahfidur, Tzsu-d-daulah, fortified himself in Rajmahal 
as well as he could guarding all the neighbouring passes and inter¬ 
cepting all communications. Tho merchants followed suit. The Dutoh 
sent down everything of value, treasure women and ohildren, to 
Ohinsurah, whore a drip was kept at anchor to protect the factory. 6 
The English hired a number of “ good people” to take care of their 
three towns, ordered the garrison of Fort William to bo in readiness, 
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mounted mortars and great gone on the curtains and bastions, and 
laid lit provisions in case of a Beige. 1 

No ope certainly knew who would auooeed to the empire of India. 
Babidur Shah, the lost Mogul of any real ability, had left four aona 
to contend lor the throne, feeble oreaturer, mere puppets in the hands 
of others, the victims of foolishness and factiousness, and the sport of 
Fortune, who in the end rejected them all in favour of the still feebler 
grandson of the emperor, Farrukhsiyar.* Yet at first it seemed as if 
'Aflmu-sh-sh&n hal the best chance. Enriohed with the aconmulsted 
revenues of Bengal, and armed with the chief direction of the 
government, he had at his disposal all the resources of the ampin, 
while his elder brother Jah&ndfir had neither money nor men. 
His two younger brothers, JahSn Shih* and Rafl’u-sh-shSn, were 
not even spoken of as likely candidates for the throne. But even 
before his father’s death the prospects of ’Aflmu-ab.shan had 
changed for the worse. Though capable of acts of kindness, he 
more usually showed himself selfish and avaricious. His manner 
was oold and forbidding: his polioy dilatory and overcautious. 
Conspicuous amongst the nobles who had pressed forward to oiler 
their worship ta.tho rising son was Zfi-l*fiqir Khfin, the premier 
prince of the empire. ’AjImu-sh-shSn, filled with overweening 
pride had returned a curt and unceremonious answer to hie 
overtures, and the great noble with tears in his eyes had left the 
imperial guard room, and collecting hie troops had moved over to the 
eamp of the eldest son. A secret compact wee formed between the 
three princes opposed to ’Aflmu-sh-sb&n. 2<n-l>fiqftr KhSn swore that 
the spoils of the empire should be shared equally between them. So the 
two younger brothers made common cause with Jahlndir, and adven¬ 
turers and soldiers now began to flook to the standard of ono who had 
seoured the support of the greatest of the Mogul generals. Aooord- 
ing ly when Bahadur Shah passed away on the afternoon of the 17th. 
February, 1712, the tide of aucoess had turned, and bed begun to flew 
towards the elder brother. 

At night ’Aylmu-sh-ehln heard of hie fathers death. He died a 
few tears; hat there was no time left him for sorrow. The drama were 
in honour of his accession, and all those in attendance hast e ned 
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to eongrstnlate him. His friends urged him to seonro the person of 
Zd> 1 fiqtr KhAn ; but he objected. One of the noble?, disregarding the 
prinoe's wishes, dashed off with a strong form to seise the disafieoted 
general; bat he came too late. ]Za-l flqtr Khftn had left the imperial 
enclosure. Still ’Afimu-sh-shin was oonfident that all would he 
well, and took np his position on the Rivl, a few miles to the north¬ 
east of the Shftbfimtr garden, where, protected by the river in his rear 
and by entrenobments on the other three sides, he intended to wait in 
security till his enemies dispersed, gu-1 fiqir Khan, however, devoted 
the next three days to oementing the aUiaooe of the three prinoee, 
gathering troops, and bringing up artilleiy ont of the fort JahBndir 
Shih'a camp extended between the city and the ShftlOunftr garden; 
to his left waa Rafla-sh-ahfth’s army drawn np on the bulk of the 
Ravi: to his tight Jahftn Shah who oooupied a position near the tomb 
of Miyftn Mir. 

The three piinoea began to advance slowly towards 'AfJmu-sh-fhftn, 
who never left the shelter of his trenches. By the end of February 
they were olose np to him, but 'AjImu-Bh-sh&n refused to enter the 
field. His frigid pride ohilled the ardour of his followers. He 
disgusted the common soldiers by his parsimony and his generals by 
hia reiterated orders to “ wait a little longer.” On the 3rd Maroh 1 
desultory fighting began whioh lasted three days, each side attacking 
the other with cannon fire and sallies of horse without any decided 
result, though there oould be no doubt that the moral force was now 
on the side of Jahftndftr Shah. The troops of 'Aflmu-sh-shftn had 
lost all spirit, and when on the 6th March 1 ^u-l-fiq&r Khftn artfully 
removed the guards placed over the.ferries of the Rftvl, erowds of men 
made their escape by night from the trenohee. On the fith Maroh* a 
vigorous fight took plaoe, in whioh the army of ’Aflmu-sh-shftn waa 
decisively defeated, and driven from the field, and his oamp taken. 
Muhammad Karim, hia oldest son, fled across the river and hid in the 
house of a poor weaver leaving his father with some 10,000 men still 
“ waiting a little longer.” In the night even these scanty forces 
deserted. Only a few remained faithful to 'Aflmn-sh-shftn to the last; 
and they spent their time in watching and prayer, while the enemy's 
nfiHaj ItsAaii ud thundered through the darkness. 
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Ajk early dawn on the 7th 1 the drama beat to home. The prince's 
own war elephant refused to let him mount, so another was brought for 
him to ride. About a thousand men still followed him, but they oould 
see nothing owing to the douds of sand which rose from the hanks of 
tiie river. Suddenly some horsemen bore down upon them and let 
fly their arrows. A shot from a small field pieoe set fire to the onshions 
on the elephant of the prince, who threw them down, and called for 
men to charge Jahfindsr Shah. But they counselled immediate flight 
and began to make off. Then a ball from one of the great guns 
■track the dephant on its trank. Wild with fright, it turned, and 
rushed at full speed towards the Ravi. The driver fell; the 
attendant slipped off behind. The prince’s followers galloped in 
pnTsnit hoping to stop the wretohed animal; but before they oould 
come up, it suddenly disappeared over the high bank of the stream, 
and, when they reaohed the edge, and looked down, they oould 
aee and hear nothing but the heaving and the roaring of the quick 
•and whioh had swallowed up elephant and prince together. 

Prinoe Muhammad Karim did not long esoape destruction. A 
short time after the tragio disappearance of ’Aginm-sh-shan, a weaver 
presented himself in Labor with a rioh jewel whioh he offered to 
pawn. Its value ezoited suspicion; and on being questioned the poor 
ip*" was forced to confess that he had received it from the prince who 
waa hiding in his house. Muhammad Karim was forthwith seised 
and two days afterwards was executed in the house of Zo-1 flqSr 
Kh&n. 

Jahind&r Shah now threw off all pretence of friendship with his 
younger brothers. For several days did their agents wait upon Zn-1 
flqfir Khan, demanding a division of 'the booty and of the kingdom, 
awarding to the terms of the oompaot. But jZu-1 flq&r had forgotten all 
his oaths and all his promises. On various pretexts he put off the day 
of settlement, and soon made it clear that you oould no more have two 
kings in one kingdom than two swords in one scabbard. The younger 
brothers, therefore, enlisted fresh troops and admitted to their service 
numbers of those who had fled at the defeat of ’Aflmu-sh-ahan. . Jahtn 
8b ih determined to strike the first blow, and on the 15th March 1 
threw himself upon Jahfindir. The next day the fight was renewed 
with great foxy amidst blonds of dust. Neither army exactly knew 
the position of the other, and the battle resolved itself into a number 
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of separate skirmishes. In one quarter fiustam Dil KhBn fought his 
way to the elephant of JahSndftr Shah who with more disoretion than 
valour saved himself by hiding at the bottom of hie iron-plated seat. 
In another quarter some matohlockmen, who were hiding in a small 
village, being suddenly set upon by J&h&n Shah with his son and a 
party of horsemen, fought so desperately for their lives that in the 
end the horse were foroed to retire, leaving the two prinoes dead on 
the field. Thus just as Jaban Shah was about to drain the cap of 
victory a chanoe shot dashed it from his lips. 

Late in the night, on learning beyond all doubt that JahBndBr had 
oonquered, Rafl’u-sh-shftn sent him a message by a eunuoh. The 
emperor and Zu-l fiq&r Khan were asleep. The eunuoh was, therefore, 
foroed to deliver his message to the king’s foster brother. In reply he 
brutally showed the messenger the dead bodies of the two prinoes and 
threatened Rafl’u-sh-shBn with the same fate. That unhappy prince 
could have no doubts left as to his elder brother’s intentions. He 
called his chief men round him for a oounoil of war; but they would 
decide on nothing except to wait for the dawn. When the day broke 
Rafl’u-sh'shan found that all men were deserting him. After a few 
weak efforts to resist the enemy's attacks, he jumped from his elephant 
and rushing sword in hand on the foe met death fighting bravely. 

Tidings of these events made their way. to Bengal during the 
months of March and April. At Murshidabad Ja’far Khan, as soon 
as he heard of the death of B&h&dur Shah, had proclaimed ’Aglmu-sh- 
shin emperor and had ordered ooin to be struck in his name. Soon 
uncertain rumours were circulated that a battle had taken place 
between him and JahBndBr, who was reported to have the greatest 
army and best troops. On the night of the 23rd March 1 it was 
known at Patna that ’Aflmu-sh-Shan had fallen, but it was still 
thought likely that JahBn Shah might be able to seoure the 
throne. "People are superstitious,” says the record, “that Farrukh- 
slyar, if put to flight, will take this way, if his father be out off as *tis 
believed. It’s reported that there is an arm^gone against him com¬ 
manded by gn-l-fiqBr KhBn and that Zabbardast Kh&n is appointed 
governor of Bengal.” 1 At Murahidabad, however, this news was 
officially oontradioted, and Ja'far KhBn threatened death to any person 
who should presume to say that he did not believe that ’Aflmu-ah-ihln 
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waa king. On the 27th Maroh 1 Mr. Hedges sat with Ja’far Kh&n from 
8 to 10 o'olook at night, when he talked about wars and battles. The 
inscription ordered by King ’Aglm-sh-sb&n to be stamped on the new 
coinage was produced and read to the English merchant before he left. 
" Be satisfied”; said Ja’far Khsn, “all will be well. Take care of your 
faotory, and go in peace.” 1 

.Meanwhile a new pretender to the throne had arisen. Farrukhal- 
yar, who had been summoned from Rfijmahal to the North-West at the 
very beginning of the struggle was at Patna, when, on the 26th March,* 
he received the news of his father’s overthrow. Without resources cr 
influence, he almost gave up hope. At one time he thought of 
suicide, at another time of flying to Calcutta and escaping by sea. But 
his mother, §ahebu-n-nissa, a native of Ka$mir, was one of those lion- 
hearted women of whom Indian history may be proud. If her son 
must needs try the sea, let it be the sea, not of water, but of battle. 
« Launch your bark upon the stormy water; ” Bhe said, “ and if God bo 
gracious to you, my son, you will reach the bank. After all what is life 
but a matter of a few days. Then, why not run the risk?” So 
Farrukhoiyar plucked up courage, proclaimed himself king, and set 
about finding friends to help him to the throne. 

Among the many who bad received benefits from the unfortunate 
’Ajlmu-eh slah were ’Abdu-lluh and Husain ’All, two brothers of tho 
great B&hrah family. Besides the prestige of their lineage, which they 
traced to Fatima the daughter of the Prophet, and the renown of their 
n l,n for vulour and chivalry, they were sons of a man who, in the feign 
of Aurangzeb, bad filled the highest offices, and was a distinguished 
adherent of Bahadur Shah. When that prince was contending for the 
throne, they had fonght with oonspiouous bravery on his Bide, but their 
high spirit gave offence, and neither the emperor, nor his vizier, nor 
Johandar showed them that consideration which their services merited. 
It was *A«Imu-sh shin who oame forward as their friend and patron. 
As early as 1708, he nominated HuBain ’All to he his representative in 
Patna, and, at the beginning of 1711, he appointed ’Abdu-llah JvhSn 
governor of Allahabad. Suoh kindness made a deep impression on the 
generous nature of the two brothers. It was natural, then, that §ahebu- 
n-nissa when casting about for friends to support her cause should have 
applied to Husain ’All for help. Even before she had received the 
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gen of her husband’* death she had herself gone to 5Main ’All to 
make him her friend and placing her own Qur’an in his hands had 
sworn by it that he should never repent of helping her and had pro* 
mised to place at his disposal all the affiirs of the empire. When 
therefore the news came that ’Agltnu-sh-ahftn was dead and Jahindlr 
ShSh on the throne Qosain 'All no longer hesitated what to do. lie 
ordered publio prayers to be made for ’Agfmu-sh-ahSn’s son, ooined 
money in the name of Farrukhsiyar, and displayed the standard of 
open war against Jahindir Shah. 

At first no one seemed inolined to take the movement seriously. 
Ja’far Khan refused it his support, and men said that even Qusain 
’All would desert at the first opportunity. But it soon appeared that 
the new pretendor and his general were in earnest. Forces were sent 
to Mnrshid&b&d to demand the treasure due to the Mogul. Vigorous 
measures were taken to fill every outpost with guards favourable to the 
new role. In April it was resolved to put the eity of Pgfcga under 
contribution, and a list of rioh men was drawn up at the head of whibh 
stood the English. They were also subjected to extensive demands on 
aooount of oustoms, said to be owing from the late reign, and a watch 
was set over the factory. It was only through the interposition of 
Husain ’All that they succeeded in escaping farther molestation. 
In May, they withdrew to Sioghiya for greater safety. In June, on the 
death of Mr. Vanhome, the Dutch ohief in Bihar, the pretender 
seised all his goods on the pretext that, as Vanhome died without heirs, 
his property lapsed to the state. In the some month Bobert Hedges 
with his assistants left Gsssimbasar and came down to Calcutta. At 
this time the pretender was bent on sending a large foroe against the 
nabob, Ja’far Khan to reduce him to obedience, and wrote to the English 
at Oalontta, asking them to secure him with the treasure, should he take 
flight to them for protection, 1 a request whibh put' them into no «w*W 
difficulty. If they refused, or gave no reply, they would- offend the 
pretender; if they consented, and their letter were intercepted, they 
would offend the nabob. So they diplomatically wrote hack to Mr. Pattle 
at Singhiya, directing him to answer the pretender, acknowledging the 
honour of His Highness’s letter, and expressing obedienoe to his com¬ 
mands. 1 Meanwhile at Delhi the whole government was in disorder. 
The new emperor was a cruel debauchee, without dignity, taste, or

eomraonsense, who rapidly disgusted all his follower!. The chief 
minuter was at open strife with the emperor’s foster brother. The 
young, inexperkaoed, prinoe A'ssa-d-dln who had been sent a gainst the 
pretender in Bengal had been plaeed under the guidance of two utterly 
incompetent men, who were certain to fail against the mighty Bfthrah 
brothers. 

At Patna things were growing critioal. 1 By September, it was 
known that the Emperor was at Delhi, and that a force under his son 
had advanced beyond Agra. In October, the pretender, straining every 
nerve to get money to. pay lus troops, extorted large sums of money 
from ail the merchants. He forced the Dutch to pay him two lace of 
rupees and demanded a similar sum of the English.* Husain 'All, 
however, who bad steadily opposed him in hie attempts to plunder the 
town averted himself ones again in favour of the English who ware 
allowed to get off with a payment of 22,000 rupees.* 

It was, in fact, high time for the pretender to think of more martial 
f«pUwfa» than the harrying of merchants. For two months ’Abdu-llah, 
the governor of Allahabad had been eagerly expecting his brother 
Husain 'All to come to lus aid with Farrukiulyar, and had with 
difficulty driven off the attacks of the imperial army under A’zsu-d- 
dm. The rains were now over, and the country was open for the 
movements of troops. Husain 'All, therefore, decided to march at 
once to join his brother. At the same time Jah&ndir Shah, alarmed 
at the repulse of his son, left the capital to march in person against 
the pretender to his throne. At Christmas, 1712, the two armies met 
near Agra. Jahftndlr Sh&h was defeated, and fled in disguise to 
Delhi. On the 27th January, 1713, his downfall was known in 
Calcutta.* A few days later both ho and his general Zu-l-flq&r ware 
strangled by order of the oonquerors. On the some day that the new 
emperor entered in triumph into the palace of the Moguls, the head 
of Jahindir fixed on a spear, and his body thrown across an elephant, 
with the oorps of jgu-l-flqlr tied to the tail, were earned round the 
city, and oast out before the main gate of the fort to rot. 
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THE ADMINISTRATION OF JOHN RUSSELL. 


Bussell’s attitude towards the contending powers was one of sheer 
opportunism. It mattered nothing to him whether Tweedledum, or 
Tweedledee, sat on the throne as long aa he could purchase pieoe goods 
at reasonable rates and convey ealpetre from Patna to Calcutta in 
safety. Unfortunately aa we have seen, this was just what the local 
authorities would not allow. They took advantage of the unsettled 
state of the oountxy to demand various aids and benevolenoea which 
the English- merchants were most unwilling to give. Something had 
to bn paid to seoure the good will of the greedy Murshid Quli, some¬ 
thing too to supply the neoeasitiea of the aspiring Farrukhalyar; 
hut on the whole the English under Bussell did far better than the 
Dutch, who lost all their property in Bihar on the death of their agent 
Jacob Van Hoorn. 

At one time, towaxds the end of the year, 1712 the action of Zeyin- 
d-dln KhSn made an opportunist attitude a little difficult. The nephew 
of one of Aurangseb’a viziers and sole surviving representative of a great 
family, 1 was not likely to quietly aooept his dismissal from his office of 
High Admiral. Instead of withdrawing from Bengal he remained 
at Hugli and raised a large foroe of armed men. He avowed himself 
a strong partisan of ’Afimn-eh-sh&n and FairnkhaXyar, and in July, 
1712, was “ ready to oome to brittle” with H unhid Quli’a representa¬ 
tive, Wall Beg, who besought the English to oome to ha sssistsnm. 
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The English, however, declared that they were merchants and could 
not oonoem themselves with snoh matters. 1 Yet later on in the year, 
Bussell twice attempted to mediate between the two parlies, 1 though 
without suooess, and the quarrel was not ended till April, 1713, when 
Zeytu-d-dln informed the English that he had been appointed treasurer 
of the western country near the coast of Coromandel. So the English 
made him present to the value of Be. 1200, and lent him two small 
barges, and in June he took his departure to Patna. 1 

In tiie latter half of the year 1712, Calcutta was honoured by the 
presence of two embassies which halted there on there way to the 
Mogul's oourt. The King of Pegu’s ambassador arrived on the 23rd 
August under a salute of thirty-one guns. 4 A week later, news was 
brought that the Persian ambassador had arrived in the river on a 
Dutch ship. The Company’s Persian writer was sent to wait on him 
with a letter of congratulation and the junior member of the Counoil 
met him at a distanoe of twelve miles from Caloutta.* When he reached 
Goviudpur, Governor Bussell himself went off and attended him from 
thenoB up the river to the fort, where he was entertained with great, 
respect. He was afterwards oondnoted to a house prepared for him in 
the town and provisions were ordered for him and his attendants.* On 
the momiug of the 3rd September “ the Persian ambassador sent for 
the Governor and Council to dine with him and acquainted them that he 
kindly accepted of the provision which was made for him yesterday 
bat would no longer be at the Company’s charge. 1 The next day the 
ambassador dined with Governor Bussell and the Council at Fort 
William. He asked Bussell’s advice about proceeding to Hugli 
while it was disturbed by the dispute between Zeyftu-d-dln and Wall 
Beg, and was advised to wait in Calcutta for the present for nearly 
three months in Calcutta.* He did not leave for Hugli till the 
18th November. On this ocoasion the English merchants made him a 
pr e s e nt “in doth and vantics ” to the amount of Bs. 1,500,* whioh he 
evidently appreciated, for, in April 1713, when to leave Hngli for 
Delhi; he asked the English to send him “ one pieoe of blaok doth, 10 
eovids of fine laoe, 3 fine hats, one blaok and the other two white, and 
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a black periwig." 1 In return for these oourtesies the ambassador 
promised to do bis utmost at Delhi for his Calcutta friends, and he 
oarried with him a letter from Bussell to the emperor setting forth 
the English grievances. 3 

The relations thus established by Bussell with the oountry powers 
gave entire satisfaction to the Court of Directors, who held that it 
oould never be amiss “ to cany it fair to both parties ” and ** when it 
can be done so as not be discovered, to make them apprehend that you 
are always ready to do them service when in your power.”* "• And suoh 
they declared was the polioy of Sir Charles Eyre, Bussell’s brother-in- 
law, who “ did his business by good words and good correspondence and 
rarely paid a penny for it.” 4 

But a policy of fair words and opportunism was hardly worthy of 
a grandson of the great Oliver. The dealings of the English with the 
Maidive Islands at the beginning of Bussell’s administration seem more 
in aooordanoe with the spirit of his grandfather. The story is obscure, 
as all mention of the matter was deliberately suppressed, but it appears 
that, about the boginning of the year 1711, the oommon fate of 
Oriental dynasties overtook Sultan Ibrahim Mulhiru-d-dln, the king of 
the Maidive Islands.* . He had gone on a pilgrimage to Meoca. On 
his return he found that a subject Muhammad Imldu-d-dJn had usurped 
the throne and would not even let him set his foot on the jessamine- 
scented island of Mahe, where the Maidive sultans resided. Coming 
to Bengal, Sultan Ibrahim applied first to the Dutch, and afterwards 
to the English, to help him to recover his throne. The Dutoh refused 
to meddle with the business. But the English firat of all sent a 
Mr. March with ships and soldiers to restore him, and when these failed, 
in December 1711, they sent, three other ships with Captain Gordon 
and a hundred and ten men. John Calvert, the fifth in. the Council, went 
as general with the seoond expedition. He was to reoeive Bs. 10,000 
if he succeeded and the English were promised the sole trade of the 
islands. But Calvert died, and the second expedition Bulled like the 
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first Inapiteof the seveoy with which thaseexpeditions ware oonduo- 
ted( accounts wan brought home to the Ooturt of Directors by some of 
the ships’ oaptains, end the matter became • serious ground of oom- 
plaint against BuaselL 1 

Bat although the Court of Directors were in no oase pleased with 
Bussell’s few efforts after a spirited foreign policy, it was his internal 
administration of the Company's affairs in Bengal which met with 
their strongest condemnation. They complained bitterly that he 
mismanaged the Company's shipping, that he took no trouble to 
provide freight voyages for the Company’s vessels which were detained 
in Indie, that the goods purchased for the annual investment were badly 
•elected and badly packed, that he left everything to his Indian broker, 
who wpa a villain, and that he allowed expenses to grow prodigously 
while the revenues of the settlement remained stationary.* 

A good deal oould he said in defenoe of Bussell under eaoh and 
all of these heads. Thus sa regards the revenues of Calcutta, it may 
he pointed out that though Bussell did not see his way to take the 
particular steps recommended by the Court of Directors, yet he brought 
about a moat substantial improvement by placing the management of 
the office of the Collect or of Calcutta in the of Henry Moore,* 
whoee long jeers of faithful jgrvioe justified the wisdom of the choice. 
An immediate effect wee perceived in the increase of the town revenues 
which rose at once ham Be. 1,600 to about Be. 2,600 a month.* Yet the 
Court perversely ascribed this improvement to Weltden,* and gave no 
credit for it to Bussell or Henry Moore. As regards the muoh abased 
Indian broker, it may be pointed ont that the subsequent experience 
showed that the accusations of the Court wan unfounded, and that no 
better men oould be found for the poet. 

On the other hand if there wee some slackness in Bussell’s genmal 
management of the Company's affairs, 4hi» can hardly be wondered 
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at when we remember the unbroken length of hie eerrioe in Indie 
end hie flagging energies. To this undoubtedly must be ascribed the 
feet that John Bussell did v#ry little for the health or safety of 
Calcutta. Something he did to suppress the burglaries whioh had of 
late become common in Calcutta by ordering the guards to patrol the 
streets at night and by making the felons so caught work in chains at 
the fortifications. 1 The Consultations Book also tells us that he rebuilt 
the house in the Company’s gardens, 1 and the naval store plaoes in the 
henksall yard.* He made an enclosure for provisions for the general 
table, 4 and purchased a large house and gardens* for the Company which 
was to be used for the reoeption of distinguished visitors but which 
afterwards, it would seem, became the residence of the governor. In the 
fort he completed a range of buildings begun by Weltden whioh served 
both for warehouses and fora curtain between the two river side 
bastions.* A letter from Bengal dated the 10th December, 1713, 
mentions a number of other small improvements. 1 Aooording to it the 
works at Fort William are in great forwardness, hut not perfectly 
completed. The wharf is finished but not the breastwork on it. The 
strong landing stage, and the crane at the end of it, whioh will work 
at all times of the tide, are nearly done. Within the fort all that 
remains is a little work on one of the ourtains, with the oonstmotion 
of a broad walk round the walls, and the reconstruction of the central 
range of lodgings running from the east to the west curtain whioh are 
now decayed and ready to fall. 1 In short, Bussell did little more than 
fini s h what his predecessors began, and made no effort to enclose the 
factory with a properly constructed moat and earthworks. 

The Court of Directors frequently suggested large schemes for the 
improvement of the settlement, such as the digging of a great ditch 
*11 around the town, the building of a new dock and a large warehouse 
for general use.* But Bussell had no mind for such schemes. Thns 
Calcutta was left for the next fifty years with a fort which was really 
no fort, which made 44 a very pompons show to the water side by high 
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turrets of loft; buildings,” but bad "no real strength or power at 
defenoe.” 1 

For three yean the Court of Director* remonstrated with Bussell, 
sod oomplained of his mismanagement. At last, in January, 1-714, 
they wrote to Bengal to say that'they had dismissed him from his 
offloe of President and had appointed Robert Hedges to suooeed him. 

. As it happened these orders were unnecessary. During the whole of 
his government, Bussell had been in failing health, and during the 
last two year* 1712,1718, he had been frequently absent from Coloutta, 
whioh probably aooounts for the opportunist dealings of his government 
with the oountry powers. In March, 1712, he went down the river 
on the Mary Buoyer in the hope of recovering strength,* but the benefit 
if any oould only have been temporary, for at the beginning of 1713, 
it is reoorded that Bussell had then been for several months very muoh 
indisposed and that the doctors declared that his only ohanoe of reoovery 
was to go up the river.* Bussell accordingly made over the oharge of bis 
duties to Robert Hedges and went up to Nadia accompanied by Riohard 
Harvey, the surgeon of the Recovery, and by Captain Woodville with 
a guard of fifty soldiers. 4 In February Bussell returned* and was 
apparently so satisfied with the treatment that he had'Harvey appoint¬ 
ed doctor to the settlement to replaoe James who had gone to England.* 
But in a few days he had a relapse, and was again ordered away out 
of the bad air of Calcutta. 7 On the 14th April, his wife, Bebeooa, to 
whom he had been married for more than fifteen years, died at 
Ohandannagar, and was the next day buried in Oaloutta.* Bussell 
it would seem was too unwell to attend the funeral for he did not 
himself return from Ohandannagar till the 29th May.* Left thus 
a widower with three ohildren to oare for and educate, Bussell- strug¬ 
gled on in great mental and bodily aCQiotio* through the steamy months 
of the hot season of Lower Bengal till, at the end of the year, the 
departure of the Company’s shipping brought him his release. In the 
antnmn he seems to have spent a good deal of time on the river going 
abCat from ship to ship. In the log of the Cardigan, we oateh glimp¬ 
ses of him as he passes by under a salute of twenty-one guns to dine 
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on the Somers or sap on the Marlbonfugh t on whioh he was to take his 
passage home. 1 At length on Thursday the 3rd Deoember, 1713, 
“ having already committed the Company's cash and all under his 
charge to the care of Bobert Hedges Esq r . and not being charged with 
any debt in the Company’s books," he resigned ** his station leaving 
Ur. Hedges to suooeed President possessed of that station agreeable to 
the Company's orders."* As the Cardigan lay at anchor opposite the 
Fort, her captain, who seems to have been ready to burn powder on every 
possible occasion, manned the yards of his ship, and fired twenty-one guns 
when Bussell delivered up his commission and twenty-one more when he 
went into his boat.* On Wednesday, the 9th, the Marlborough sailed 
from the Ssndheads 4 and Bussell saw the last of the flat shores of 
Bengal. On the 22nd the ship reached Madras where they stayed a 
month. Early in April they touohed at the Cape and Governor Bussell 
went ashore and returned after a week’s stay each time under a salute of 
eleven guns. In August, 1714, Bussell with his three ohildren reached 
England.* 

A year later on the ^th September, 1715, John Bussell of Duke 
Street, St James, Westminster, maried Joanna, sole daughter and heiress 
of JohnThurban of Chequers Court and Alsborough, Buckinghamshire. 8 
1 hough only forty-five years old, the olimate of India had left no 
strength for active work, and so after a life of twenty years spent in 
retirement, he died at Bath on the 5th Deoember, 1735. 7 

By his seoond wife John Bussell bad only one child, Anne, who died 
an infant.' Of his ohildren by his first wife, Mary and Elizabeth, the 
two younger girls returned to India in 1728, when they were married, 
Mary to Jonah Holmes, and Elizabeth to Samuel GreenhilL The eldest 
daughter Franoes remained in England and became bed-chamber 
woman to the Princess Amelia. Of her the following aneodote is told. 
Once on the 80th January when she was adjusting the Princess’ dress, 
the Prinoe'of Wales, ooming into the room, foolishly said, “ Ah, Mias 
Bussell, axe you not at Churoh to endeavour to avert the judgment 
of Heaven from falling upon the nation for the sins of your anoestor 
Oliver ?” To which she replied with spirit, “ Is it not humiliation 
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snffloient for It deeoendant of the great Cromwell to be pinning op your 
slater’s tail P” 1 

Charles, his only son and heir entered the army and greatly dis¬ 
tinguished himself in command of the battalion at Dettingen and Fon- 
tenoy, while at Uinoroa aa Colonel of the 34th foot, he fell ill and 
retiming home died in London on the 20th November, 1764. He 
liea boned at Kew in the tomb of his unole Sir Charles Eyre.* 
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CHAPTER VI. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF ROBERT HEDGES. 

Robert Hedges 1 was an older and in some ways a more experienoed 
«»«i than John Russell, whom he succeeded. He was the nephew 
of Sir William Hedges, first governor in the Bay of Bengal, and 
was probably horn in Ireland about the year 1G60, being the son 
of Sir William’s only brother, Robert Hedges, of Burras in Queen’s 
county. He was appointed faotor in the Company’s servioe on the 5th 
October 1681; and in the next year oame to Bengal with his uncle, who 
placed him at Malda, and in a short time put him in oharge of the 
mint business at Bajmahal. At the end of the year 1684, when his 
unde left Bengal and embarked for Persia, his nephew Robert went 
with bbn, and accompanied hi™ in his long overland journey to 
Scanderoou whence they sailed in a Frenoh “Provincial” ship to 
Marseilles, and, travelling across France, reaohed England in April, 
1687. This hasty leaving of his post in Bengal was resented by the Old 
Company as a desertion of duty, and when Robert Hedges returned to 
India, in 1669, he was in the servioe of the New or English Company, 
first as of the factory at Masulipatan, and afterwards as seoond of 
the oonnoil in Bengal. In this capacity he had to undertake the 
n« pl«—mf. duties of winding up the affairs of the New Company, and 
calling Sir Edward Littleton to aooount for his mismanagement of 
them.* In 1704, he became one of the two Chairmen who presided in 
rotation over the United Trade Council,' but was forced to give up his 
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place at the end of 1706, on beooming titular president of the Oounoil 
of the New Company. He seems to hare taken his fair share in the 
disputes and quarrels of the 4 Rotation Government,' and returned home, 
early in 1707, dissatisfied with the management of affairs in Calcutta, 1 
and determined to urge his views upon the Court. His representations 
were not without their effect. As we have seen, in 1709 the Directors 
abolished (he 4 Rotation Government * and appointed Anthony Weltdeu, 
a stranger and outsider, president of the oounoil and governor of Fort 
William, while Hedges was appointed second of the oounoil and ohief at 
Cassimbasar.* On the deposition of Anthony Weltden, the tide of 
the Company’s good opinion having now turned in favour of thier old 
servants, Hedges was superseded by John Russell.' So from Maroh 
1711 to June 1712 Hedges remained at Cassimbazar carrying on long 
and tedious negotiations with the astute Muzshid Quli Shin in the 
interests of the Company’s trade. 4 On beooming president, eighteen 
later,' negotiations with the Indian Government were resumed. 
The year 1714 opened auspiciously. On the 4th January an order 
arrived from the Court at Delhi forbidding Murshid Quli Khan to 
interfere with the English, trade, which was to pass with the same 
freedom and previlege as in former days. It was in oonsequenoe 
thought politic to make great publio rejoicings in Calcutta. The troops 
of the garrison fired a ftu de joye and the Company’s servants drank the 
of Queen Anne and of King Farrukhslyar with fifty-one guns to 
each health. 44 After which we drank prosperity to the Hon u * Oom- 
pa m y with thirty-one guns and suooess to their Trade with twenty-one 
guns more aud all the ships in the Road fired at every health, after 
this at night we order’d a Large Bonfire to be made and gave our- 
Soldiers a tub of Punoh to Ohear their harts, we also ordered our 
Merchants to write to their correspondents everywhere of this HosBull 
Hookum and how greatly we Honour and Esteem the Kings Gracious 
favour and what Rejoyoings we made at it.”* Enoouraged by the 
favour thus shown them by the new king the Oounoil at Calcutta at last 
mf rt« U p their minds to send the long deferred embassy with their 
present to the Moguls' Court. 1 

» Xarly AnnaU, VoL I, p. 187, ■too BaiMaariae, 1178. 
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In April, 1714, after three months 1 of further disounions and final 
arrangement! 1 the boats with the present started for Patna,* whenoe a 
year later the whole embassy prooeeded by road to Delhi.* The adven¬ 
tures of the Eng lish negotiators, their anxieties, their quarrels, their 
mistakes, their final sueoess form an interesting episode in the history 
of British India which will be related elsewhere. For Hedges and his 
Council in Oaloutta nothing was left but to reoord the aooounts sent 
from Delhi from time to time, and to await in patienoe the end, whioh did 
not oome till 1717. Their immediate ooncern was with the govern¬ 
ments at Hugli and Murshidabad. 

. The relations of Hedges with the authorities at*Hugli were suffi¬ 
ciently friendly, thanks to a judicious mixture of force and bribery. 
During the last months of Bussell's government the Hugli officials by 
their vexatious proceedings had constrained the English to have re¬ 
course to strong measures. In September, 1713, Hedges and Williamson 
with sixty soldiers were sent up to Hugli to protest against the 
stoppage of their business and to threaten reprisals.* At the same time 
they took advantage of the opportunity to seise certain runaway sailors 
from the King William and the Cardigan, and send them back to Oaloutta 
for punishment.* Their determined attitude had the usual result. The 
officials removed all the stoppages,* and for some time to come the most 
amicable relations prevailed. The English every now and then gratified 
the officials with presents 7 and were ready to hand over to them anyone 
who might seek to escape the long aim of the Nabob Hnrshid Quli by 
hiding in Calcutta.* 

Late in the afternoon of Thursday the 28th April 1710, a packet 
was reoeived in Calcutta from the Directors with the newt “of the 
Sat of onr late gracious sovereign Queen Anne of blessed memory, 
who died in August last, and of the Elector of Hanover’s happy 
aooession to the crown of Great Britain who arrived England is 
safety in September following.” That same evening, fifty guns were 
fixed for the death of the Queen, and the next day tha most high 
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and mighty prinoe Georgs, Elector of Brunswick Lonenborg, vu 
proclaimed at Caloutta, King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 
defender of the faith, with dne solemnity suitable to the great 
oooaaion. 1 

About this time Hedges determined to ones again oome to oloae 
quarters with the Nabob Murahid Quli, Ja'far Khan, and resettle the 
factory at Oaseimbaasr. He would have done so, it appears, a yew 
sooner, on receipt of the royal order for free trade, but was prevented 
for want of money. This 1 year the way seemed dear. There was 
money enough in the Company’s oash j a new broker had been appointed 
at Calcutta, whom Hedges fondly expected to put an end to all local 
abuses, and the embassy was on its way to Delhi to procure an imperial 
rescript in favour of the Englisht 1 

The position was briefly this. Hedges wanted that the Company's 
trade at Cassimbasar should pass free of all restrictions and duties, and 
that he should have a free use of the mint on oertain days in the 
week. Murshid Qull altogether refused the free use of the mint, 
as' oentrazy to the sovereignty of the Mogul, and from time to 
Hmn stopped or threatened to stop the EngHsh trade on the ground 
that the Gdmpany's servants abused the right of issuing p a ss es . 
From home *the Directors urged that strict measures should be taken 
to see that the passes were not abused and that no handle for oppression 
should he aven to the Nabob; but at the same time they reiterated 
t hyf belief that, the Nabob was merely corrupt and avaricious. He 
wanted to be seoretly bribed, bat no considerable sum was to be 
given him as he was sure to yield if the English representatives were 
sufficiently peremptory. 1 

At the begining of May, 1718, the Conned at Calcutta recorded- 
long protest on the subject In the newsbook at Hugli in the following 
terms. 4 “Messrs. Browne and Spenoer who are Members in the Govern* 
msut of Csloutta whom the Govemonr Mr. Hedges hath sent hither 
They on the Day of Adanlntt (or justioe) declared that by the Order of 
Me Imperial! Majeetde whatever they bought or sold was exempted from 
QmHmi 'that the Nabob conformable to that older had given his 
Ferwaana for our free trade since whioh the Droga of the Customs 
house ett Muxsooaavad took from their Ftotors (who had bought Bilk 
and ff" g»» on their Account) Customs by foroe upon this they writ a 
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Letter o! request to the Nabob but hb Offloers throwing Obatiolea in 
the way their Vaokeil had not an oppertunity to present itt lor whioh 
reason all fKeir Factors refnse to receive Impress money (or goods (or 
their expected Ships whose arrival! approaches that they were in hope 
this affaire being entered in the news Book, a Bequest will be made 
to the Nabob to exempt us (aooording to ancient usage) from Customs 
and that an Order will be issued forth for the restoreiug what hath 
been taken from their Factors by foroe. 

“ Upon this the Waokanagur entered in the news Book aooording to 
Information given, that if for the future the Droga of the Guttehurray 
did not refrains from exacting Oostome from the English (conformable 
to the Imperiall order, and the Duans Perwanna) and restore what he 
hath hitherto violently exacted by obstructing the English affaires, 
great numbers uf Merchants will suffer for in stopping the English 
trade, ail the Bengal bade is stopt.” 

On the 23rd May the Oounoil resolved on resettling the Oassimbasar 
factory whioh seemed to them necessary for the following consider¬ 
ations. 1 “ If the full quantity of Silk We are Ordered to provide 
ooud be bought here that woud not be a valid argument 
nettling Cosaimbusar Factory, for very good Silk is seldom to be mett 
with here the refuse rejected att Oossimbuaar being mostly what b 
brought hither for Sale. 

“If Oossmbusar Factory had been settled last year (whioh our help g 
in debt and want of money prevented) the Farmer of the Customs 
woud scarce have presumed to use our Merchants Gomastahs ill on a 
forged pretence that part of the goods provided by them and sent us 
on our Dustuoks was for their own not our account. The Presence and 
good Conduct of an Experienced Chief might easily have prevented or 
found a remedy for such Pretenoes. 

“The Duans Sunnod conforming with the Bongs command in bb 
Huabullhookum putts us on better terms with the Government then 
We have been for many past yean, or than any other Nation Yett b; 
but if We do not settle Ooasimbuar Factory We may almost be said 
to give up the advantage We have been long singling for. 

“For whioh reasons itt b Unanimously Agreed that We send a 
Oheif and Oounoil! to Oossimbuaar. 

“Mr. Addams Seoond in OounoiU whose right itt b to be Ohsif at 
Ooarimbuaar bang proposed Dedans He b fully resolved to return 
for England by one of the next Ships dispatched hence And requests 
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that Mr. 8«ratifcU Peake, now third in Oounoiil hem (to whom he gives 
op his right to that Station), may in his stead be appointed Ohtif of 
Cosaimbaaar, which Mr. Peaks accepting of itt is Unianimonslj 
Agreed that Mr. Saamell Fe&ke he appointed Oheii of Coasimbusar 
Factory.” 

“Mr. Waterworth Collett who after Mr. Addams his Departure 
will swSoeed to he of Oounoill here, dedreing on that aoooont another 
may instead of him he eent eaoond to CoarimboSsr Mr. Edward Crisp 
Is Unianiwoudy chosen to be Second there itts also agreed that 
Mr. Edward Ange now att Ooammbuasr Who hy his standing will 
oorameaoe Factor in July next be continued Third in Conncill at that 
Factory.” 

In July the EngKA agents arrived at Caseimhasar, 1 and on the 
9th August, Psake visited the Nabob,* who received him civilly enough 
and told him that ho might ooin sicca rupees, and that he would enquire 
into the alleged grievances. At the same time he refused to take 
any presents and oomplained that the English coloured other people’s 
good hy their abuse of their passes. These polite words did not mean 
tiie Nabob would in any way abandon his position. On the 
oontrary, during the months of August and September, the English 
experienced so many hinderanoes that they sent an attorney to 
Murthidabad to protest and threaten ;* but in November a modus 
vioendt seems to have been found, for Feake writes to say 4 that he 
“hopes for the free use of the Mint, and that the Nabob has given 
oidsn for our business to go on without Molestation that the Peons ho 
had put upon our Merchants were taken o&. These proceedings had 
so good effect with our Merchants that severall had brought Silk into 
the Factory and more daily was coming in. They the English at 
Csssimhusar] desire we woud send them some treasure and the Pucka 
) y i that is the silver lead and two of our young men to be assisting 
in their business; They also desire to have liberty that a house may 
be bought or built near the Mint without which they oannot go on 
with their business in the Mint.” The Oounoil accordingly agreed 
“That Boates be got ready and two Chests of French Crowns Nine 
Ch eet e of Syon Dollars, three Chests of German Dollars, That 
Hampton and Phillip Miohell get ready to go up with the 
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■■id T te —m to OMBobowr, that we write to lfr. F«tk« «to. to hire 
• House if possible boot the Mint lor thii 8—ion , so that In one oar 
businsm should not go on. Wo may nott hare a Home lye on our 
hands.” 

In Februaiy, 1716, we find that the Nabob waa not prepared, after 
all, to grant the free nee of the Mint, but "had started front hie 
Bargain and oonld not giro them ao firm a Sunnud as he Ant Offered 
Alledging that it is not in hie power to Bpeoifie the free nse of the 
Mint, nor he dare not aaleae the/ oonld Produce the Kings order.” 
The Nabob promised "to give them a Verball order for the use of the 
Mint till his Majesty* Phinnannd came to Confirm the same, and in 
ease the Phirmaund did not order it, he gave them to understand the/ 
most then pa/ custom for the use of the Mint.” 1 

In A£ril, 1716, Feake wrote to the Counoil and practically pro- 
posed to concede the Nabob's demands. Ja’far Khfin was to be given 
Bs. 15,000, his treasurer 5,000, and Bs. 5000 more was to be given to 
the under>offloers. 1 "For this Sum or a mull matter under or over 
the/ hope to Adjust matters with the Government, and have a Sunnqd 
to Carry on their business in Bengali unmolested, and a Verbal order 
for the use of the Mint.” 

"This Letter we takeing into serious Consideration,” says the 
Council, “and Considering the interest Jaffer Oeun has at Court, 
which by the answers given to our Generali Petition, wee find Seversll 
important articles are refend to his determination, and his Council! 
to be asked to other articles, wee are of a Unanimous Opinion that 
since Jaffer Oawn and wee are at present in Enmity it will be of great 
benefitt to our Negotiation at the Mogulls Court as well as haveing 
our Merchants go on with the Comp&nys affairs unmoslested to make 
him our Friend and Aooomodate matters with Him and his offioers at 
Muxoodavad. Ordered therefore that a Letter be instantly wrote to 
Mr. Feake eto. at Oassimhaaar giveing them leave to make up the 
hnsinem with the Nabob and his Offioers as Cheap and as Speedily 
m they Conveniently can, but that they must not far Exceed the flu™. 
of 25,000 Siooaes mentioned in their Letter.” 

The letter may have been written “instantly,” bat the Council 
were a good while paying the money, for, on the 10th Deoember 1716 
we find that ja’far Khla is still asking for payment and hamming the 
English trade. “ Our Boats with the Hon 111 * Company* Goods from 
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Daooa and Malda being atopt at Didergunge by Baggoomundun the 
Farmer of the Cuatomea and finding no Bedreaa from the Duan 
Jafferoaune We were under the Necessity of sending a Party of 
Soldiers, which we dispatoht hence the 7th Cant, to clear them by 
Force and having the Same Day received a Letter from Mr. Feake, 
eto. at Cossimbazar dated 4th Deoember in which they write the Duan 
had directly told them that he cannot or will not allow us the Friviledge 
of the Mint at Muxoodavhd except the King Orders it in our Phir- 
maund and that he nevertheless expects and will have the Sume Agreed 
to be given him and his Officers for the liberty he'has allowed us of 
carrying on Our Traffiok the two past Years and to make them Senoible 
he is in earnest has already Suffered Raggoonundun to put Peones 
on our merchants at Cossimbuzar and Harrass them which obstructs our 
Investment there We have Maturely considered of these untoward 
Circumstances and considering further that Jafferoauns writing in our 
disfavour may very greatly injure our Negotiations at the Mogulls 
Oohrt It is Unanimously Agreed That it appears to us the Wisest 
Course to gratifie him this once and therefore Resolved That Mr. Feake 
eto. bo allowed to give the Duan the Sume Agreed to be presented to 
him but that they save what they can of tho Sume to be distributed 
amongst his Officers because the Terms we agreed to give those 
Presents on are not fully complyod with.” 1 

In Maroh, 1717, the English received tidings from Delhi whioh 
they regarded as deciding the diplomatic controversy in their favour. 1 
The embassy had proved most successful. The Emperor had conceded 
all the English requests. The Calcutta Government was to be allowed 
to take up the neighbouring villages; their trade was to pass free; and 
they were to have the froo use of the Mint. In May the Council learnt 
that the imperial rescripts were actually in their ambassador’s hands and 
resolved upon great rejoycings.* On Wednesday the 13th May a publio 
dinner was given to all the Company’s servants with a ’loud noise of 
cannon, end the day concluded with “ bonfires and other demonstra¬ 
tions of joy which we know will he taken notioe of in the Wag A and 
other publio newspapers.” But the cannon and the benfires did not move 
Ja’far Khan. In July he granted the English his promised order for 
free trade without any oharge, but no permission to use the mint. 4 In 
vain the English showed him the copy of the Bang’s royal reeaript and 
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the orders about the mint and for the purchase of the tovna or neigh¬ 
bouring villages. He positively said that the Engliah should not have 
the use of tbe mint nor liberty to purchaso more tome though both 
might have been granted by the king, and he kept his word. 1 

The diplomatic proceedings of Hedges and Feako were on the whole 
satisfactory to their Honourable Mastors in England, though they 
considered that a greater display of firmness would have made it 
unnecessary to pay the nabob so large a sum as 16000 Rupees. 1 The 
Court of Direotors also at first approved of various ohonges introduced 
by Hedges by way of reform though they afterwards modified their 
view and declared that “ in the last stage of his life he seemed to flag. 1 ’ 1 
These disputed points will be reserved for another chapter, the remainder 
of the present chapter being dovoted to non-contentious matters. 

The English were at this time on good torms with their European 
neighbours, and in December 1714 we find them attempting unsuccess¬ 
fully to mediate between the Danes and the “Moors.” 4 In 1715, 
however, a curious incident happened in connection with the Portuguese. 
In 1713, the Jesus Maria Joseph , 5 captured during the war by Monsoiur 
Boynot, had been condemned as lawful prize nt Manilla and sold to 
Alexo Pessoa and Mamel Ramos. On returning in her to Madras, to 
which plaoe she originally belonged, ono of her former owners Alexo 
Pereira brought an aotion against Pessoa on the ground that he had 
been appointed attorney to redeem the ship for the original owners and 
not to buy her for himself. Tho Court at Macao, however, decided in 
•favour of Pessoa, and so did the Court at Madras where tho ease was 
again heard. Before the second decision was given, a Portuguese frigate 
the Anna and Joseph anived at Fort St. George, and it was said that 
phe had been sent by the Viceroy of Goa to seize tho Jesus Maria Joseph 
and carry her to Goa for a fresh trial. But tho Commandor, Francisoo 
de Aruja, hod given Pessoa, now tho solo owner of tho ship, a certificate 
signed by himself and Pereira that the report was frivolous, and on the 
strength of this declaration, and the decisions of three different courts, 
the ship had been bought by Governor llarrison and other Englishmen 
at and renamed the Collouay Chilttj. It might have been sup¬ 

posed th*.* the matter was now settled. Yet in Ootobor, 1715, while 
the ship was lying below Calcutta in tbe Sankral Reach, with the 
Honourable Company’s pass and pilot on board hor, Francisoo de Aruja 
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Mol forty man to seise her wad refused to restore her. Hie professed to 
ho nitfaif under orders from One and would not listen to any friendly 
overtone. Under these droumstenoes the Council at CalontU had no 
alternative hot to resort to force. 1 On the 11th October they declared 
the »uianre of the CoUoteay Ghitty to be an act of piracy, and the Beath- 
ate and the Mary were ordered to retake her on their way up the river. 
The Beatheote had on board of her Captain George Borlaae with fifty 
soldiers. But the Portuguese declared that there were a hundred men 
on the CoUoteay Ghitty , and were loud and furious in their threats. On 
Tuesday, the 18th October, the Beatheote came up to her, when the 
Portuguese struck their colours and surrendered at the first summons. 
Instead of a hundred men the whole crew amounted to twenty-seven 
only. The prisoners were put half on board the Beatkeote, and half on 
board the Mary, and were subsequently handed over by the Council to 
the Portuguese authorities to be tried at Goa for their crime.* And the 
Ifaglish heard no more of the matter. From England the Court wrote 
entirely approving of the judicious line of action adopted by Hedges 
and his Council.' 

To judge from the incident of the CoUoteay Ghitty the Portuguese in 
Eastern India were still addioted to violence and lawlessness as they had 
been a century or two earlier. Unfortunately they did not in this 
reepeot stand alone. Yiolenoe at night in the streets is a feature of Cal¬ 
cutta life for which our knowledge of English manners at the beginiug 
of the eighteenth oentury might have prepared ns, but whioh nevertheless 
is not pleasant to read about. In August, 1713, the Consultations book 
teoords a disgraceful affray between Jean Sinn and William^. Hall. 4 
At 9 o’clock in the night of Saturday the 26th July William Hall with 
Ensign John Browne and Thomas Stacey, a doctor’s nwintnwt, went to 
the house where Jean Suin was living with two other foreigners, and 
demanded admittance. The inmates, no doubt fearing violence, refused 
to admit oallen so late at night, upon which Hell got over the wall of 
the yard with a drawn sword hidden under his cloak, and let in his 
companions. Jean Suin ran into the house and brought out his sword, 
whiah he held oonoealed behiud his back, till Hall, rushing at him, drove 
him into a ooraer of the yard, and faroed him to fight in aelf-defenoe, 
while the others looked oa. A thrust from Hall’s sword wounded Sain 
in the hand and tore hie sword arm from the wrist to the elbow. A 
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count erstroke by Suin, passing obliquely through Hall's right side, and 
entering the lower part of the belly, resulted four days later In death. 1 . 
No reason for the quarrel is alleged in the Consultation! book, and the 
decision given altogether acquitted Suin as having noted in aelf-defenoe. 1 

Four months later we read of another quarrel of a similar 
nature. On Saturday, the 5th December, 1713, the CkarltUm 
arrived at Calcutta from Madras,* and her m a t e Alexander Maekdowle 
went off on shore to enjoy himself after his fashion. By eight 
o’olook at night, after drum-beat, he was quite drunk and bad 
got into a quarrel with Captain Gordon, who struck him several 
times with his oane. Maokdowle however said, “What benefit is it 
to strike a drunken man P Strike me no more. If I was sober I 
would fight you, but I am so drunk I cannot fight." This exouse 
seems to have further incensed Gordon. He pressed home upon 
Maokdowle, who thereupon half drew his sword but returned it to its 
scabbard, and was going off, when Gordon seised his coat and tore it 
and then “shoved him from him with his hand, and run him with 
award into the side, on whioh Maokdowle fell, and, when down, gave 
fcim another wound in the thigh." The wretched man only managed 
to reach home and die, and that very night Gordon’s sword was 
brought before the Council “ Moody full a foot from the point up* 
wards." In this ease the prisoner was dearly the aggressor; and on 
the 21st December the Council “unanimously agreed and ordered 
that Captain Gordon be sent prisoner to England in the Recoanrg to - 
be dealt with there as the Honourable Court of Direqton shall order.*? 
If the report of the oase is true we cannot feel Vnuoh pity for Gordon 
himself, 9 bt& we cannot hdp pitying poor Mary Gordon, who had oome 
oat on the Cardigan to join her husband,* and had arrived at Calcutta 
only last August. 7 After this we hear no more for some time to oome 
of deeds of violence and bloodshed. It may be that the oases were, no 
longer tried by the Council, or, more probably, Robert Hedges took 
measures to pot stop to such quarrels, a good deed for which he never 
received any credit or thanks. 

In the matter of buildings Hedges did not do much. He waf 
quite satisfied with the fort as Bussell left it, sad oonflned hlmy») f to 
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absolutely necessary repairs 1 moh as the rebuilding of the long row, 
which contained the lodgings of the Company's writers, and divided the 
fort into two sections.* His principal works were on the river side. In 
Jnne, 1714, a drain and a bridge were built to protect the bank of the 
river at Perrins Gardens,* and in January, 1717, “ the small thatohed 
huts standing on the river’s edge before the town, being observed not to 
preserve but prejudice the banks,” were ordered to be all pulled down 
and removed before the rains set in, and the Collector of Calouttawas 
directed to see “all ss far up as Pmnns house a little short of Captain 
Seaton’s compound formerly called the Fakir’s ground pulled down and 
removed.” 4 Besides this Hedges constructed a dock largo enough to 
hold two ships of four hundred tons, with store-houses adjoining it* and 
purchased an octagon building on the point of land near Sutanuti to 
oentrol the trade of the river * The dock, we are afterwards told, 
proved useless, and the octagon, a nuisance. 

As regards the outward observances of religion the condition of 
Calcutta during the rule of Governor Hedges seems to have been fairly 
satisfactory. The Company's charter enjoined that a chaplain should 
be maintained in every garrison and superior faotoiy, and that all 
ministers sent to reside in India should he obliged to learn Portuguese* 
and apply themselves to learn the native language of the country where 
they resided, “ the better to instroot the Gentiles that shall servants or 
slaves of the Company and of their agents in the Protestant religion.” 
Itscase of the death of any minister his place was to ho supplied by one 
of the chaplains of the next ship arriving at or near his station; and 
besides a minister the Company was also directed to supply school masters 
in all their garrisons and superior factories when found neoessaiy. 7 

The Court of Directors does not seem to have found it neoessaiy to 
supply Calcutta with a school master till many years after *!»*■, they 
even left the place without a chaplain for considerable intervals. In 
August, 1711, William Anderson fell desperately ill and died,* and for 
the next taro yean the settlement had to content itself with the raim- 
tmtions of Mr James Williamson, a member of the Council, who put 
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on a customary suit of block, and nod prayors and s sermon every 
Sunday. 1 It woe not till the 12th August, 1718, that Samuel Brieroliffe 
arrived in Oalontta as the Company’s chaplain.* Ho was then twenty- 
seven years of age having been educated at Westminster School and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, whence he graduated bachelor of arts in 
1708. He was ordained Deacon by the Bishop of London on Tuesday 
the 19th July, 1709, and Priest on Sunday the 24th September, 1710, 
and was elected, chaplain in 1712, after assisting Dr. Thomas Fuller, 
the rector of Hatfield, for two years as ourate. 

He appears to have been well received by his flock in Calcutta, and 
in the matter of church buildings he was well off. The ohurch of 
St Anne was in good repair. The hell which arrived in 1712 had been 
hung in a convenient handsome place over the ohurch porob, 3 and in 
1713 the Council added a large olook. 4 In this respect Calcutta com¬ 
pared favourably with Bombay where the churoh was still building 
towards whioh, as appoars from correspondence between Brieroliffe and 
his brother chaplain Richard Cobbe in 1716, Calcutta contributed some 
eight?hundred rupees, Hedges himself giving five hundred. 3 Brieroliffe, 
therefore, finding nothing to do in the way of the building or restoring of 
ehnrohes, turned his superfluous energies in other direotions, and strove 
to promote the projects of the Society for promoting Christian Know¬ 
ledge, and especially the establishment of a charity school in Oalontta. 
On this subject he wrote to the Sooiety on tho 25th November, 1713, 
and on the 2nd September, 1714, he was elected a corresponding ► 
member, and at toe end of the year a parcel of books was sent to hi™, 
toe nucleus of a vostry library. In a second letter to the Sooiety on 
the 31st Deoemher, 1715, Brieroliffe had to admit that his efforts after 
a charity school had oome to nothing. In Calcutta he said “ we are 
not one two thousand, we have few Protestants in this plaoe besides 
those of our own nation.” Elsewhere he remarks that 41 a man cannot 
lodge and board here tolerably well under forty rupees a month, that 
is £ 6,”* from whioh we may infer that his salary of a hundred pounds 
a year, with forty rupees a month for diet, must have amply suffloed 
far his bachelor wants. "Yet, if we ars to believe the Court of Directors, 
he tried to increase his inoome by engaging in private trade, or, as they 
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pinned it, he understood and practised other matters betides those that 
directly or in consequence respected his function, which though they 
might be thought excusable in others were not so well in him, and 
wherein the following of his example was not praiseworthy in any.* 
He took pains to master Portuguese and perhaps would have learnt 
Persian, 1 but on the 14th August, 1717, his labours both religious and 
secular were cut short by death,* and Calcutta was onoe more left 
without a pastor. For the next two years Mr. Biohaxd Harvey, the 
Doctor, “ officiated in the churoh service.”* 
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CHAPTER VII 


DIFFICULT P0WT9. 


There wore owtun difficult questions oonnootod with the manage¬ 
ment of the English affairs in Bengal, questions whioh Russell tried 
to avoid, but whioh Hedges tried to settle, which remain for discus¬ 
sion in this last chapter. 

Among these we may give the first place to the much vexed ques¬ 
tion of the ourrenoy. Tho difficulties here arose from the laot that the 
coins struck at the different Indian mints, or coins of different yean 
struck at the same mint, were not reckoned to be of the same value. 
A «vwding to the trade usage of each different market they were liable 
to different rates of disoount, and in order to make exchanges possible 
the values of actual rupees of every kind were expressible in terms of an 
ideal rupee known as the current or no minal rupee. 1 Thus in Bengal 
at the beginning of the eighteenth century the siooa rupee was reckoned 
as 124 per oent. better than the current rupee, that is to say, 100 siooa 
rupees were equivalent to 1124 current rupees.* 

At Madras, where the Company had a mint of its own, the varia¬ 
tions in the value of the rupee did not cause so much trouble. Eighty- 
nine a half ounoes of dollar silver were there always convertible 
into a little mare than 218 rupees, allowing two {*sr oent. for the oost of 
coining .* And these Madras rupees wore aooepted without difficulty, 
not only in Madras and Southern India, but also in Calcutta and Bengal 
as long as the Mogul Court was in the south. But in 1709 when that 
Court was transferred to North India, the Government treasury being 
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no longer able to use Madras rupees inremiftanoes to tho South, refused 
to aocept them and their value fell. A hundred Madras rupees were 
now reckoned as worth 107 ourrent rupees instead o! 109. 1 For this loss 
on the Madras rupees two remedies offered themselves to the English 
in Calcutta. They might; sell the Company's bullion in which case 
80| ounoes of dollar silver would ordinarily return 209 sicoa, or 23d 
ourrent rupees; or better »till they might get it coined at a local mint, 
where the same amount of bullion produced 212 siooa or 238J ourrent 
rupees. Either of these courses was more advantageous than converting 
the 894 ounoes into 218 Madras rupees whioh at a premium of 7 per 
oent. were equivalent to no more than 233J ourrent rupees. 1 

So the Rotation Government wrote home and asked that bullion 
might bo sent direct to Bengal to be converted thero into siooa rupees.* 
But t)io Court of Directors were, after their kind, dissatisfied with the 
proposals of the looal authorities. They refused to recognise tho work¬ 
ing of economic laws, and declared that the depredation of the Madras 
rupee was the work of treachery. 4 They oould not see why their 
bullion should sell at so low a price as 209 siooa rupees for 89J ounoes, 
anil argued that this quantity if sent to the mint ought to produce 219 
or 820 sicoa rupees.* A wordy war followed, and intricate calculations 
were brought forward on both sides. In the end matters wore left thus. 
'While in Calcutta the value of the Madras rupee was forced up so that 
the merchants took them at a premium of ten per cent., everywhere 
else they would pass at not more than the value of ourrent rupees. 
Thus the Court of Directors was after all driven to admit that ' it was 
better to buy sicca rupees or get bullion ooined looally. For this reason 
they desired most of all to be allowed to establish a mint at Fort 
William;® and, when the Mogul refused to grant Buoh an infringement 
of his sovereign rights, they asked and obtained the privilege of using 
his mint* ouatom free for three days in the week, a privilege whioh 
proved of little use, for, as we have seen, the local Government refused 
to reoognise it. 1 The Calcutta Council moreover was not at all sure of 
the benefit of tho concessions. They argned that as their investment 
was oontraoted In current rupees, the depreciation of ourrent rupees, 
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. and therefore the appreciation of eieoa rupees, was an advantage. Now 
the appreciation of the siooa rupees would be stopped if the Company 
caused them to be ooined in large quantities. But the Court of 
Directors could not or would not understand these arguments. 1 To the 
last they maintained that their good honest rupees ought to pass current 
for their full value in Bengal, and that if they did not treachery must 
be at the bottom of it. 

Another question which presented itself for solution, first to Bussell, 
and then to Hedges, was the business of letting out ships on freight 
voyages. For the right understanding of this matter it must be remem¬ 
bered that the Company, having refused to properly pay its servants, allow- 
ed them to * 4 improve their fortunes ” by private trade. They oould 
not of course engage in the oommeroe with Europe exoept in oertain 
articles such as preoious stones; that would have been infringing the 
Company’s monopoly. But they might traffic in looal wares and hire 
out ships for load voyages in India and in Indian waters. Thus the 
Company took up huge ships of three hundred or four hundred tons 
burden and sent them tolndiaatthe beginning of every year laden with 
cloth, hardware and bullion.. The ships, arriving atthe Bay about July 
or August, discharged their oargoes into the Calcutta warehouses, and, 
taking on board instead the year’s investment in pieoe goods, silk and 
saltpetre, sailed for home at the beginning of the next year. This was 
the recognised business of the East India Company; but the trade 
along the ooast was the • perquisite of the' Company’s servants, who 
were part or sole owners of a number of smaller ships of a hundred 
tons or so which traded from the Bay to Surat and Persia. But 
although it was desirable that the Company’s shipping of any one year 
should return in the following year, it was not always possible. For 
various rosnoni a ship might be detained a whole year or more in the 
Bay of Bengal, and it became ne c ess ar y to find out some profitable 
employment for her to settagainst the oharge of demurrage. In ouoh 
com the Directors claimed a share in the benefit of the freight voyages 
and so interfered with the ooasting trade upon which the lives and 
fortunes of the Company’s servants so greatly depended. 1 At first the 
experiment was tried of letting out the whole of a ship to a single 
merchant, or body of merchants, and contracting for payment on the 
ship’s return. But in 1710, when the Directors heard from Sir George 
Matthew how muoh more profitable it was to carry goods for every one 
that offered, paying ready money, w hether the quantity were great or 
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■mall, they ordered their wnoiv In Calcutta to adopt this plan, and 
were even indignant that they had not already done so. 1 And that they 
might ensure obedience the Directors farther ordered that when any 
proposals wore made for letting one of their ships to freight, the captain 
should be called into the council, to hear, vote upon, end report the 
proceedings. 

Now, whatever the company might order, it was dear that, when its 
large diips were thus let out to freight, the quantity of tonnage 
engaged in the coasting trade was suddenly and largely increased, and 
that the rates most be reduced. Hence at Calcutta men were a]pw to. 
employ the ships from Europe on freight voyages, and at last when 
they did, the proceeds were disappointing. 

The letters from the Court to Bengal ore full of oomplaints about 
Bussell’s action in this matter. Thus, in 1711, he promised to employ 
the Derby on a freight voyage, but in the end sent her to Madras with 
a few bales of goods and stores.* Again, in 1712, he mado a show of 
employing the London, but took no trouble to see that she got hor 
freight. At the beginning of September, the broker was ordered to 
give publio notice at Hugli that the London was to proceed on a voyage 
to Surat in November, and would be up at Fort William to reoeive any 
hales that should offer. But the London was not actually ordered up 
till the begining of October, aud not dispatched till the 16th Deoember.* 
“ In our letter from Bombay,” write the Directors, "we are advised 
die did arrive there without any freight,- though Captain Upton 
affirmed several days before he had his despatches there were upwards of 
right hundred bales and from other hands we have an aooount of several 
hundred ready for Surat which the General and Council believed were 
detained for your own private ships. We have private information that 
the ship Shatc A Hum belonging to some of yon was what yon had an 
eye to, and by a little longer stay more bales would present, and there¬ 
fore you would rather put the Recovery on the voyage, she is upon to 
Persia than send her on the freight. Bat, when the twelve hundred 
hales you expected sank to a lesser quantity, one of you oould not forbear 
venting himself with oaths that if he oould have forseen it the Show 
Ailum should have had the voyage the Reootery had. What oan be 
aaid in excuse for this sort, of management and especially when yon 
had our thoughts oonoerning freight voyages express and plain before 
you P ” 4 __ ■ 
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The Directors vpra math better pleased with Hedges, 1 who under 
preeeue of reiterated orden seeored good freight voyages for several 
of their ships such ae the ffinsecvr, Omdigam and AraMta;* but he dad 
•o by arbitrarily limiting the amount of shipping to be employed 
locally. In 1719, just before bis death he proposed to legalise this 
system by passing rules to the following e&ed. Every year, before 
any ship wss set up for Suet and Persia, and aa often after as might 
<be necessary, the eompany’s servants oonoerned in such ehms warn to 
meet, together and ascertain what ships would be required for the 
quantity of freight goods which were likely to offer for these ports. 
The nnmher of chips for Surat and Persia having been thus determined, 
no more were to he set up that year except by the general oonsent of 
the dipping junto, and ships from other ports consigned to Calcutta, 
coming afterwards and ezpeoting freight, were to be oontent with the 
gleanings left The company’s ships were to be always filled first, 
and in every private ship a third share was to be reserved for the 
M gentlemen of Madras," and a fourth share for those of Bombay, 
Ships were not to lade at any point on the river between Hogli and 
Calcutta out of the Company’s bounds, nor without the knowledge of 
the Governor, nor without showing passes for the goods to the ware¬ 
house-keeper.* The reason of these rules as Hedges professed, was 
that the rate of freight might not he beaten down by. underhand 
praotioee aa it must of necessity be if separate interests were set up. 
The measure was opposed by the majority of the Calcutta Counoil who 
deduced that the governor was trying to engross the freight for himself 
and his friends, and was disallowed by the Court. The good genius of 
the company prevailed at the expense of logio. 4 The Dizeotors wished 
to share in the benefits of freight voyages, and they wished the benefits 
to be as great as ever; but they would not allow Hedges “ to break in 
upon Gw liberty allowed over servants in a fair way to improve their 
fortunes." In other words they asked that the cake should be divided 
into ton and they asked that their portions should be as big.as when 
it was divided into five. 

The expediency of maintaining subordinate establishments at the 
principal markets in Bengal, was a subject of frequent debate between

the Oonrt of Directors and the Calcutta Council. At tho beginning of 
this period, the Company hnd factories only at Balasor and Patna. 
During the period they withdrew tlioir factory at Patna; and settled, 
withdrew, and again settled a factory at Cossimbazar. In the end, 
they seem to have becomo convinced that on tho whole subordinate 
faotorios wore advautngeous. But there wore many donbts. While 
the Calcutta Council was in. favour of extending their out-agencies, the 
Directors at homo believed them to be moved rather by considerations 
of their own advantage than that of the company. Truo, it waa that 
an Indian agent was not always to bo trusted and was always more 
exposed to official extortion. But a faotory was more expensive to 
keep up, and English merchants upon occasions had been forced to 
pay large sums to avarioious governors. 

A Bingle instance will suffioe to illustrate these difficulties. For 
many years, the oompany complained that their faotory at Patna was 
a costly establishment which yielded no adequate returns. It might 
have been supposed that Englishmen would bo unwilling to leave 
Oaloutta with its English sooiety and oommoroial opportunities, and 
go far away to live iu the midst of an Indian town under the immediate 
oontrol of the Indian Tulers. Yet, according to the Court of Directors, 
Patna was the most desirable station in Bengal, the place where the 
Calcutta Council sent their prime favourites, because there at a safe 
distance from all observation and oontrol, they oould study their own 
interest and neglect their maston. 1 At any rate there does not seem to 
have been any great eagerness' to go there. After Lloyd left, in 
1710,-.the post of ohief at Patna seems to have gone begging till 
Edward Pattle, one of the oltJesf servants of the Company, offered, 
to take it.* Daring the whole of Bussell’s government he remained 
head of the Patna factory, a difficult and dangerous post; and I 
believe he honestly tried to do his duty. let the Court of Directors, 
baaing their complaints ohiefly on the transactions of previous y ea rs, 
condemned his management and at last ordered him to be recalled. 

Pattle left Caloutta in February, 1711,* taking with him Browne 
as seoond. Crisp and Pratt were sent up at the same time “ to learn 
the oountry language and to qualify themselves for the Company’s 
service.’' 4 The speoial feature of the trade at Patna was the nnllast ing 
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and refining of saltpetre of which large quantities were required bjr 
the Tfo»gK«h during the war with France. The piece-goods and salt¬ 
petre had to be sent down to Caloutta every year about the beginning ol 
October in a small fleet of river-boats and the safety of theoonvoy wsee 
matter of much anxiety. 1 A sudden storm might drive the boats aahers 
and sink them with their rioh freight, 1 or tho bands of lawless men 
that wandered about the land might seize them for plunder,* or,U 
still more oommon ooourrenoe, the looal authorities might stop the 
fleet and demand tribute for letting it pass. 4 In the year lYl2 dnvftng 
the revolutions whioh took plaoe in the Mogul government, the Fngl«h 
merchants at Patna went in daily fear of being seized and plundered, 
and were in the end glad to escape with the payment of twenty two 
thousand rupees to the Prinoe and six thousand five hundred rupees in 
presents to the Nabob and his offioers.* It was the complaint of the 
Company that these charges were all borne by them, while their 
servants, who used the establishment in Patna, and the yearly flotilla of 
boats, to cany on a lucrative trade in opium and other looal prddaoe, 
paid nothing. 

At the beginning of the year 1713, before the news of these lost 
misfortunes reached England, the Court of Directors resolved on 
abolishing the factory. In their letter of the 2nd of February they 
declared that as their just complaints were not attended to, they were 
oompelled to take this extreme step. Now that the French war was 
at an end there was no pressing demand for s&lt-petre, and the Patna 
investment might be made through native contractors. " We are sure,” 
said they, “if you manage it honestly and discretely our Patna goods 
will cost us by this way muoh cheaper than they have been charged to 
us of late years. We caution you that this our order may not be 
turned to our disadvantage by protending that goods are so dear at 
Hugli that it would be more advantageous to return to Patna, for we 
shall suspect, and have given you hints to show you it is more 
bare suspicion, that, you want it for your own and your creature's 
private interest. We give you this further reason why we recall 
Patna. The government have got into our pockets.”* Two years 
later the Directors went farther and asked why Bussell’s government 
had not of itself abolished the factory without awaiting' far orders, 
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when it was found to be expensive. “ We should be glad to hear a 
good reason why it was not done sooner, sinoe you own nothing leas 
would serve to retrench the chargee there. Were none among yon 
tree enough to our interest to have made this proposal in Council and 
if it had been rejected by the -majority for the sake of their private 
interest why-had not the rest entered the reasons for their proposal that 
jra might have judged of their validity P' n 

So on the 23rd July 1713, Bussell passed orders that Fattle was to 
withdraw speedily, but it took more than a year to wind np matters 
daring whioh the establishment was strictly limited.* In November, 
1714, Fattle made a final but unsuooessful attempt to recover some of 
the bad debts of the Company' and of his predecessor Lloyd.* In 
January, 1715, he left Patna with Barker. 4 On the 1st March he died 
in Calcutta. 5 

The result of the withdrawal did not justify the Directors. Expe¬ 
rience showed that without a proper establishment it was impossible to 
procure the supplies of saltpetre mid the piece-goods whioh the Com¬ 
pany required from Patna and in July, 1718, the factory there was 

resettled. 8 

There was, however, one part of their polioy to whioh the Directors 
resolutely adhered. Under the Botation Government the English 
free merchant had been practically driven out of Bengal. Upon the 
pretext of avoiding the political complications whioh might arise from 
the ac ts of irresponsible persons, English free merchants were not 
allowed to go into the interior and were forced to make all their 
purchases at Calcutta at prices fixed by the Council and its agents. 
Traders from Madras oomplained that they had to pay the Governor 
of Fort William a commission of ten per oent. on all freight from the 
Bay t and that it was consequently impossible for them to compete with 
Aa Armenian and Mussulman merchants. In 1713, the Court of 
Directors resolved to reinstate the free merchant and peremptorily 
ordered that those at Madras should forthwith set about it and be given 
leave to trade in Bengal. 7 These orders were repeated two yearn 
later, end the Calcutta Council was forced to obey.* Thenoeforward 
the number of free merchants at Calcutta inc reased and multiplied. 
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Farther complaints were brought against Russell in connection with 
the year investment which at this time was valued at about £200,000.*, 
The Court repeatedly wrote to say that the bales sent home were badly 
packed,* that the saltpetre wqa coarse,* and that the pieoe goods were 
too dear. 4 The President hod received orders to study the price lists 
for the years before 1699, when the competition between the two 
companies began, “whereby tho natives, or our own people, or both, took 
advantage to raise our goods prodigiously."* To these earlier prices' 
the Court wished to revert; and for this purpose all sorts of persons 
were to be s ioooraged to sell their wares to the Company, and the 
Company’s servants were io be Bent out quietly to the various markets 
to make advantageous bargain*' But Governor Russell, aooording to 
the Court, paid no attention to throe matters. He left everything to 
his Indian broker, and the broker was a villain. Through the negli> 
genoe of the Governor the brokor monopolised all the trade. He took 
commission on all that was bought; 7 by threats and violence he 
prevented any merohants from offering their wares at rates lower than 
what ho had fixed ; 8 he engrossed provisions of all sorts and sold, .them 
to the ships captains at exorbitant rates, for his private ends he 
instigated the local officers and rulers to extort presents of money from 
the Company and secretly spread a prejudice against the Company’s 
rupees ooined in Madras owing to which they were unduly depreciated 
in Bengal. 9 In this way Janorddan Sett, beginning with but little, had 
made a large fortune through his English connection, and Varanasi 
Sett, whom Russell appointed broker after him, was following in his 
brother’s footsteps. 

Vehement denunciations of the broker and bis understrappers 
fill many a paragraph of the letters from the Court of Directors to 
Bengal. “ We have in our last letters,” 10 say they in 1716, “ especially 
told you the true Source of many of our Complaints of the badness and 
dearness of our Investments If that will awaken you to do better, well 
If not we will not rest with bare comphrining as we have before herein 
intimated. The exorbitant power of' Your Broker is what wo will 
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neper again bear with nor with those who are his advocates and 
supports nor will we suffer any Broker to rival much less to overtop 
our President If our President is so tame to suffer it he doth not 
deserve nor ought he to continue in the station we must try to And 
suoh as will not II our Council secretly or openly ‘contribute longer to 
the upholding suoh an unwarrantable authority we will take care to 
remove those Prona and shall expeot from our President an impartial 
account from time to time who they are and wherein reperuse your 
Letter per Hanover and see which part of it gives Us anything ol an 
answer Unless it be the promise That You will endeavour to remove 
the causes of our Complaints what is possible shall be immediately 
and the rest by degrees as times and oircumatonoes will admit of whioh 
shews to Us that the Penman was sensible where the obstacles lay 
and yet unwilling to deolare it and that the Enemys Were those of 
his own house, otherwise why Buoh a cautious manner of expression 
why were not We told who or what were the Causes and what part 
was possible to be immediately amended and whioh by degrees why so 
profound a silence touohing the Broker’s prising the Goods and his 
Belations and Favourites providing them Is it not beoause you oou’d 
not disown that he was bo or give any reason why he should and 
therefore seeing you oould not agree in a Clause whioh either deny’d 
or affirm’d You chose the third way to mention neither but be Bilent 
as you also are concerning what We wrote relating to the giving 
Dsdne and to those who provided the Goods .... 

“We told you last year of the Black servants influence and among 
them Bambudder being supported by the Broker and he by some of the 
Council We hear moro of it sinoe, Put an effectual remedy to this Evil 
as you expect our favour and if a majority shall yet outvote the rest 
We expect the persons so outvoted do aoquaint Us with the whole of 
the Case fairly stated in consultation and if they don’t they must 
bltme themselves for the consequence When Gotemour Weltder 
made use of Jaokourdass against Jonardann's Interest there were 
eno’ fdund to oonsent to punish him on the Complaints a gainst Mm 
tho’ these against Bambudder are as well attested if there was but the 
same inclination When the directions in that paragraph are honestly 
mid thoroughly oomply’d with We may with reason hope Merchants 
will not be intimidated from bringing in Goods or secretly oomplain’d 
of to the Moors Govemours and pnnisht far so doing Your Godowns 
will be in reality and to some good effect open all the year round 
to receive the proper Goods when offer’d to sale Yon will be bettor 
able to know the true value of every speoiesaadbowoheap they 
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can be afforded and will thereby break the Confederacy of the present 
Merchants those especially of the Broker’s Delations and Creatures 
therefore make a thorough reform among those Plaok Fellows We don’t 
say turn them out absolutely but if you don’t let the People all 
experimentally know you will as often as there is occasion be ready 
to hear and redress the just complaints against ’em. 

M What we hare here said with relation to our InTeBtments and 
what influence the Broker and his Understrappers have had thereon 
we might say the same as to ye Revenues and the Government of 
our Towns and to the procuring of Freights for our Ships and all other 
Branches of our Affairs wherein directly or in consequence they have 
or may have any part of the Management for we don’t suppose you can 
be altogether without then.” 

Bodges did bis best to satisfy his Honourable Masters in these 
points. He adopted thoir suggestions for improving the investment; 
he oalled R&mbadr to account ;* he turned out Varanasi Sett* and 
made R&inkrishna Ehftn broker instead. 1 For this he received im¬ 
mediate praise from the Court. “ We see in your Letters before us,” 4 
they said, “ several Instances of the Effect of change of hands and 
We expect'by the hopes you give us to find yet more in this one thing 
necessary of our uffairs without whioh all other our oonoems under 
your Care will be of little advantage in the end tho* they ought not 
to be overlookt or disregarded. 

“ We are not ignorant of the diffioultys our President M r Hedges 
has encounter’d even from some of our own Servants in the late 
dispatch of the ships last year occasion’d by his narrow Borutiny into 
the behaviour and management of the late Broker and resolute en- 
dearours to reduce the Prices wherein our said servants were not 
sufficiently assisting but as We hear took that opportunity to embarrass 
him more we see the difference already not only in the Investments 
but likewise in the quicker returns brought Us since Ramkissen dawn 
hath been Your established Broker whioh there was great difficulty to 
bring about The Counoil therin concern’d would do well to let Us 
know why they would not enter their reasons for continuing Bara arse 
nor consent to the entering the reasons for his dismission or rather 
would do well to take care we have no oocasion in future to 
such remarks It will be incumbent on all of you to prevent this 
Brokers getting the ascendant the last had Enoonrage and support 
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him in his plaoe while he diligently performs his Duty but don’t let 
him overtop yon or be in effeot Your Master, In whatever oonoems 
the Native Inhabitant a let Us have no more Bamhudders to oppress 
the Poor People and be too big to bo oomplain’d of or his rcguerys 
fully discover’d Take care likewise that his Broker or whoever succeeds 
be no way concern’d in Interest directly or in oonsequenoe in the 
Goods ho prizes as the former was of whom we are told that bis 
Family and Relatives sold two thirds or at least half the Goods yearly 
provided and they might have their own rates for their Goods wou’d 
not suffer any New Merchants to reside in Your Territorys (wherein 
some of our Servants also oonourr’d with them and too plainly shew’d 
it in their actions) Or if they did would find out methods to make 
them uneasy and take occasions to quarrel with them as We are told 
even one of our Council attempted by proposing to banish Ramkusen 
Dut a considerable Merchant and pull down his house because he 
' would not oontraet for Raw Silk tho’ it was known he did not use to 
deal in that Commodity no wonder then that the Merchants were 
really afraid to resort to you It will be Your Interest to give no 
future handle for such remarks as these and then you will hear no 
more of them for We had rather fill our Letters with Commendations 
than Complaints.” 

Yet, in spite of the Court’s oommendations, further experience 
would seem to have vindicated Russell and Varanasi Sett. R&mkrishna, 
dying in a few months, was suooeeded by Harinath. 1 On the 14th 
April, 1719, the Oaiontta Council in a long minute declared that 
Harinath was altogether unsuitable and that the only possible man to 
be broker was the much-abased Varanasi. 1 In fact the Setts were 
at this time the only merchants who oould properly manage the 
investment at Calcutta. As specially qualified agents, then, the Setts 
deserved to he paid highly; as employers of labour they were right to 
fix fair prices for the goods they sold to the Company. And their prioes 
were fair. It is on record that goods bought at Galoutta, in 1711, for 
£43,000, oonld be sold in Franoe for more than £160,000 ;* and it 
cannot be denied that the Company made enormous profits in oonae- 
quenoe of its monopoly. The broker and his friends made profits too, 
bat what of that? No one but the Court of Directors would maintain 
that the whole duty of man should consist in driving good bargains 
for the Hon’ble East India Company. 

1 Bamrariw, 1989. 
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It is not, of oonae, pretended that there were no corrupt servants 
in Oaloatta of whom the Court might justly oomplain. Both the ooi- 
lector’s and the paymaster’s offioe furnished flagrant examples of corrup¬ 
tion. During his government Weltden appears to have employed the 
Indian Assistant Collector of Caloutta in levying blackmail and for 
several months briheiy and oppression must have flourished nnoheoked. 1 * * 
The crooked dealings of Gonesh Ram, the paymasters’ assistant, were 
leas open and more diffioult to detect. The various naval and military 
stores in his charge were not kept, it would seem, with any great care, 
and pilfering was easy. Still easier was it to quietly pooket the pro¬ 
perty of intestates whose relatives were too far off to make inconvenient 
enquiries. Thus in November, 1704, a certain Nicholas Audney of the 
Biting Sun smack died leaving no will,* and his goods were sold at 
public auction and the proceeds appropriated by “ Gunesham." It was 
not till after seven years Of enquiries, that the fraud was discovered and 
Audney’s relatives were able to reoover the money ; s and it was not till 
the year 1716 that “ Gunesham ” was removed from the paymaster’s 
offioe. 4 In 1711, gross irregularities were discovered in the oonduot of 
the paymaster himself. Josiah Ohitty. who had held the post during the 
previous year was proved to be heavily in debt and to have misappro¬ 
priated the Company's cash. Ho was at onoe dismissed from the servioe 
and strioter rules were introduced into the office. 5 * 

If the Company’s servants went astray it was oertainly not for want 
of good instruction. Directions as to the maintenance* of discipline 
abound in the letters from the Court. “ Send us annually an account 
how many factors and how many writers are necessary to be employed 
under the several persons that are of Council or others that have the 
management of the respective branches of our mercantile affairs under 
their care.’* 8 “ Enquire from time to time of all factors and writers 
how the Captains use them in the voyage; enquire also of the Several 
Captains how the factors and writers behave themselves in the voyage 
■“d give us a. particular aooount by the next letters." 7 "At certain 
■toted seasons aet apart a time to enquire into the behaviour of all our 
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faction and writer*, and calling them before yon let them know the 
aoooont you have of them and as they deserve either admonish or oom- 
mend them.*’ 1 If through pride or idleneas they are neglectful of their 
duties or immoral in their life, give them fair warning; if they do not 
mind, dismiss them from the service. 1 “We require that all our 
unmarried young men do lodge in our own factory if there be aooom- 
odations—if not, make them—and not lie np and down in the town.’ 1 * 

The Court of Directors believed that the allowances made for diet 
apart put temptation in. the way of their servants and exposed them to 
drunkenness and lasciviousness.* Therefore in order to take away “ all 
oooasions of debauohery and being tainted by ill example which is very 
infectious to young people and also to keep them under a regular and 
virtuous ooarse of living,’’ the Directors ordered a general table to be 
kept. 1 Accordingly by the 6 th August, 1711, Kussell gave orders that 
a general table should be provided for ; 8 but the change involved increas¬ 
ed expenditure. The Directors, 7 however, declared that they did not 
mind spending more, as their main design was to keep all their servants 
in Calcutta, under the eye of the Council, “ and in a regular method of 
living, that Our affairs may be better attended than when every one 
went after his own inventions.’’ “ But as we have been told,’’ they 
added, “ that the inorease of the charge arises from other causes, the 
keeping two tables one above stairs and the other below, which we dis¬ 
like and will have but one for the future, and the great number of slaves 
and servants being fed at our oharge, though we have no obligation to 
give them victuals.’’ The general table was not kept up long. In 
May, 1713, the Council unanimously resolved to abolish it on the 
ground of its great expense, and the impossibility of finding a good 
steward, and it does not seem to hate been revived by Hedges. 1 

It was the repeatedly expressed wish of the Company that its 
servants should apply themselves to the study of the country languages, 
Hindustani and Persian. In Oaloutta, accordingly, the Council hired 
a Persian teacher at five rupees a month and those who oould learn to 
speak and write that language were offered a gratuity of two hundred 
rupees with the promise of promotion. 9 “ If the young men will not 
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learn the languages of the country on the enoonragement we have pro¬ 
posed,” said the Directors, “ we shall have a very mean esteem of them 
as to their abilities either to serve us or themselves. If any of those 
who are ranked in any one year's list do learn it, let them know that 
you will put them above others in the same list that don’t, if their 
usefulness in our servioe otherwise is pretty near equal to the others. 
Though the Persian language is most useful on application to the 
great men yet the Moor's language has its advantage too. Encourage 
the learning of either; and we can see no reason why it should he 
more difficult than to' learn French or other European languages in 
London, where the common discourse is only in English.” 1 But these 
appeals met with hardly any response. At the time when the English 
were conducting their most important negotiations with the Oourt at 
Delhi there was no one in Calcutta who oould even decipher the titles 
of Persian documents. 1 * In 171G, it was stated that there was no one 
to translate the imperial rescripts except Mr Ravenhill who was too ill 
to do muoh. It was hoped that, when Mr Barker returned from Delhi, 
he would be able to make translations. Several of the Company’s 
servants were learning Hindustani and found it useful. Persian was 
difficult and was less useful, and, with the exception of Barker and 
Coales, no one cared to study it. s 

With the development of Calcutta the cost of the Company’s estab¬ 
lishment grew at a rapid rate. During the early years of the rotation 
government the (< charges general ” were estimated at from Rs. 62,000 
to Rs. 93,000. In the year 1709-10 they were Rs. 109,700. In the 
year 1710-11, the firstyear of Russell’s government they rose at a bound 
to Rs. 196,800. This “amazing increase” was iu“no way to be 
approved of” by the Court of Directors. They protested against the 
extravagant praotice of advancing unnecessarily large sums of money 
to the paymaster whioh he might be tempted to misappropriate, as had 
been the case with the unfortunate Chitty, end they ordered Russell to 
consider how the expenses of the settlement oould be retrenched 4 

At the same time they saw that there must be some inoVease, but 
they pointed out that this Bhould be counterbalanced by a corre¬ 
sponding increase in the town revenues. This is a topio to whioh the 
letter from the Oourt hark back with tedious iteration. 44 We bave often 
told you,” say they, “ nothing but revenues has mode the Dutch interest 
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ib India formidable. The like reason holds for our nation too; we must 
of necessity be at a constant charge, when our severall servants manage 
all with the utmost fidelity and frugality, not only in the oharge attend¬ 
ing oar trade, but in what is requisite for our defenoe to preserve 
our estate from sudden irruption and surprise of the natives, who will 
never want some pretenoe or other, if they see us unguarded and seoure. 
Therefore for the sake of posterity we must have such a pUnt. ftt.i> n of 
revenues as will by good and constant cultivation produce a oertain 
supply towards defraying this oertain expense having a regard not to 
make the inhabitants uneasy by oppressing them. Tou write you 
can’t suddenly lay any particular duty that will be sufficient to defray 
the present oharge. But, granting that, should not the inference then 
be, though you can’t do all, you will do what you can towards it and if 
yon did so muoh as you oould we should not find fault. But we have 
evident proof that instead of this there are some even amongst your¬ 
selves who secretly and rather than not obtain their point have openly 
opposed the increase of our revenues.” 1 

Thus aooording to the Court the revenues suffered greatly through 
abuses in levying tonnage and pass money allowed by Russell’s govern¬ 
ment. Ships in whioh the Company’s servants were interested were 
rated far too low, while other ships owned by private persons were 
not allowed to lade at Oaloutta* because their owners had not suffi¬ 
ciently “gratified” the President though they had paid all that was 
properly due* 

So too with the imposing of a duty on grain, a favourable projeot 
with the Court of Direotors, whioh did not commend itself to the 
Council at Calcutta. The reasons urged against a grain duty were 
that it was opposed to local feeling and would provoke the interference 
of the Indian rulers. But the Directors declared the real reason to 
be that their own servants were concerned with the grain trade as so 
wished to escape the tax.* The controversy on the subjeot lasted on 
well into the days of the Hedges administration, and was only settled 
by the peremptory orders sent from home in 171B. 4 On the 4th Sep¬ 
tember an order was passed imposing a duty of three and three 
quarters per cent, on all grain imported to or exported from Caleutta; 
but the revenues do not seem to have benefited to any great extent.* 
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Happily the Directors had better idea e s to how their fin ancial 
position at Calcutta might be improved. They saw that the revenues 
would increase with the population and that the population would 
increase if the Government was just and the town safe and healthy. 
The Court deolared again and again that righteousness at the 
root of prosperity. “ Let your ears be open to complaints and let no 
voice of oppression be heard in your streets. Take care that neither 
the broker, nor those under him, nor your own servants use their 
patron’s authority to hurt and injure the people. 60 into the differ¬ 
ent quarters of the town and do and see justioe done without charge 
or delay to all the inhabitants. This is the best method to enlarge 
our towns and increase our revenues .” 1 

At the end of the year 1717, we reached the closing soeno of the 
life, and life’s work, of Robert Hedges. Full of days and honours, with 
the approval of the Court of Directors, he was on the point of resign¬ 
ing his office after four years prosperous government. His embassy 
to the Mogul Court had returned crowned with suooess. In November 
the ambassadors, and the imperial rescripts they brought with them, 
were reoeived in Btate by president and four of the Council at Triveni 
above Hugli,* and oostly presents were made to the accompanying 
Mogul officials.* On the 19th December Hedges was granted bills of 
exobange for Rs. 40,065, which at the rate of 2s. 9d. to the rupee, 
amounted to £6,607-11*3. 4 On Saturday the 28th Deoember the 
Consultations book reoords the President’s death. 

“The Honourable Robert Hedges Esq. late President having after 
a Siokness of nine, days departed this Life at between six and seven a 
Clock this Evening, And the worshipful Samuell Feake, Esq. being 
next in Succession Who is now at Oossimbazar. It is Unanimously 
Agreed That wee Dispatch two Oossids to advise him thereof thut if 
possible He may arrive before the dispatch of the Duke of Cambridge 
and that during his absence that Mr. James Williamson take the 
Charge of the Government.”* 

The will of the late president, dated the 26th Deoember, 1717, was 
proved in the Counoil on the following 12th January, 1718. “ Enow 
all Men by These Presents that I Robert Hedges President in Bongall 
in the servioe of the Honourable United Company of Merchants

of England Trading to the Eaat Indies finding myself tedneed to 
a loir State in body by theSeverity of a few days Sioknees, whioh God 
bepsaised has not yet any way prejndioed my Memory or Understand¬ 
ing, Considering all Men ate Mortall and that a Man in my weak state 
of Health onghtraot to neglect the neoeesary care of appointing 
Trustees for the management of his Affairs in oase of his Death I the 
said Robert Hedges do for these and other good Considerations appoint 
Mr. John Staokhoase Merchant and Mr. Thomas Ooales Writer in 
the Honourable Oompanys Service and Who have both been very 
assisting to me in my private Affaira to be my Trustees and I give 
them full Authority to be and appoint them to not aa my Trustees in 
Bengali in oase of my death I confirm to them the usuall Reward of 
Five per Cent. Commission for collecting Debts and adjusting my 
Amounts with all Penons in India And I direct that they remitt 
in Bills of Exchange on the Honourable Court of Direotoro, what shall 
remain of mine in their hands, after they have paid all my debta 
in India, the Charge of my Funerall whioh I would have deoent, But 
will not have any Monument built over my Grave in Calcutta and the 
Legacys whioh I shall appoint them to give by directions in writing 
whioh I designs to give them Seperate from this.”

His wishes as to his burial were no doubt observed and no trace 
of any memorial to this governor remains in Calcutta, i^is only 
epitaph is found in a brief paragraph of a letter from the Directors to 
the Counoil at Calcutta. 1 

“ We are oonoemed for Mr. Hedges death, 

And were in hopes he would have lived to return to England, 

That We might have told him how well We aooepted his services 
In retrieving many of the evils whioh befel our affairs, 

During the indolent and supine administration of his Predecessors. ”

INTRODUCTION. 


CHAPTER I. 

ANTHONY WELTDEN, GOVERNOR OF FORT WILLIAM IN BENGAL. 

The present volume deale with the Bengal records for the years 
1711 to 1717, and is oonoerned with the alministration of three 
governors of Fort William, Anthony Weltden, John Bussell, and 
Bobert Hedges. Of these, the first held office for nearly seven and a 
half months, during which time he could effect nothing of any 
importance, though he left behind him an evil name for corruption; 
the seoond was an old servant of the Company who, during his rule 
of two years and nine months, either could not, or would not, introduoe 
any great ohanges; while the third, the nephew of a reforming undo, 
used his four years of power to introduoe many ohanges. With his 
death the period oloses. 

Anthony Weltden, the fourth son of Henry Weltden of Thomby, 
was of good birtb, his family being able to traoe their descent in 
unbroken line from Bertram de Waltden in Northumberland about the 
time of the Conqueror.. As the youngest son of the youngest branoh of the 
family, Anthony, of course, had no expectations. Hence it is not 
improbable that he was at an early age sent off to sea to make his 
fortune or drown. 1 

Of his childhood nothing is known ; but a* a young man he came 
into painful prominence in connection with the massacre of the English 
at Mergui in 1687.' In the previous year, the English, already at war 
with the Itogul government, had determined to demand compensa¬ 
tion of the ln'ng of Siam for damages alleged to have been none to 
the East India Company and its servants, and to make reprisals upon 
that king’s vessels and those of his subjects. On the 24th March, 1687,

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the Curtana frigate, commanded by Captain Anthony Weltden, whisk 
had left Portsmouth in June 1680, reached Mediae, and on the 6th May 
the Royal James arrived from the weet coast of Sumatra. The Council 
of Fort St. George had private grievances to settle- with the Siamese, 
and were eager to begin hostilities. Without waiting for further 
instructions from Bombay, they resolved to send the Cprfot* and the 
James to Mergui to dear the port of the S i sm s— me n of-war and to 
bring away all the English there. 

The expedition under Weltden’s oommsnd eat, —21 on the 2nd 
June; and on the afternoon of the 23rd June the yw^H el the Curtana 
was seen pulling into the harbour of Mergui. The keel governor 
end the port officer, both Englishmen, reoeived the men in the boat with 
every civility; and on the following morning the Curtana herself 
was piloted over the bar into the harbour, and iiAdWil two miles from 
the town. Later on Weltden went ashore in state, aadreed a proc¬ 
lamation by James II of England, commanding eA his subjects to 
quit the foreign servioe of the oountry within twenty days and repair 
oh board the Curtana. 

On the 26th war was proclaimed with Siam, W on the 28th a 
trace w— concluded for sixty days to allow mensng—l to tarry a letter 
with the English demands to the capital and bring hack the king's 
answer. The next day the Jamet entered the harbour and was 
anchored dose up to the house of Samuel White, the port offioer. 
Meanwhile the Siamese were constructing defences. They staked the 
river, laid down great cables, and built a platform to oarry fifteen guns. 
Weltden not liking these preparations, in spite of the trap#, polled up 
the and on the 9th July seised the EsseMgen, a great ship 

belonging to White, the Siamese port officer. 

These rash and treacherous proceedings were keenly resented by the 
people of Mergui, and they determined to take revenge. On the 
evening of the 14th July, 1637, Captain Anthony Weltden had been 
(Tipping with White ashore, and, accompanied by his host, was. 
standing on the wharf, about to eater his barge, mad return to his 
•hip. Suddenly an infuriated mob sprang out of the night; a 
blow on the head felled Weltden to the ground; and his assailants 
leaving him for dead at the water’s edge turned to massacre every 
in Mergui. At the same time the great guns from the 
forts opened fire, and the James was farced to surrender. Only two 
escaped ont of the fire and bloodshed to the ships lying 
oat in the harbour, White, who had jumped into the boat and poshed

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off •* the beginning of the fray, and Weltdsn, who was strangely 
preserved by hi* drem Hia beaver hat had broken, the foroe of the 
blow, and hi* black dothes rendered him invisible in the dark- 


nem. Beoovmng oonaciouumoss, he ran to the port officer's house, 
where he met a If oasalmin, who pointed him to the boat still driving 
along the shore. He homed towards it, plunged into the mod, was 
seen by the crew and dragged on board. The boat after hiding for 
two or three hoars behind the bashes of a mangrove swamp at last 
wrier cover of the wind and the min reached the Reaohrtion. 

Oaptai^ Welidan on the Ourtana and Samnel White on the .Rase- 
Mion left the month of the river’on the 18th July and made for the 
iriands of the Mergui arohipelago. ^hence Weltden sailed to Cape 
Negrais, where he surveyed the island and hoisted the English flag, 
setting up an inscription on a plate of tin and burning several huts 
and a carved piece of timber, which (he Siamese had left in token of 
poeseaabn. After this hespent some time at the Nicobar Islands, “and 
brought a Spanish priest ttyenoe with his observations upon the people 
and plaoe, leaving another behind/ to oonvert the ignorant inhabitants.” 


AJtAehin he rejoined White, and sailed with him to Madspolan. 
Here, on the 24th December White, pretending to have busineas at 
Pnlioat, took hie leave and made off to England. Weltden arrived the 
next day at Madras, and on the 26th was told that the Company 
had no farther occasion for his ship and that he was free to trade in 
the country. 

The oonsequenoes of his expedition to Siam were not so eerily dis¬ 
missed. A long' and acrimonious discussion w» raised at home, which 
lasted many years. Samnel White and his brother Thomas denounoed 
the whole proceedings to Parliament aa unjustifiable and treacherous, 
while the Company accused Weltden of remissness and neglect, and 
declared that he had been ooxrupted by Mr. White's arts. 

For two yean after his adventure in Siam, Captain Weltden con¬ 
tinued to trade in the Eastern Seas. 1 The Ourtana is mentioned more 
then cnee by Dumpier, who set out for Tonquin with Captain Weltden 
In July, 1688) and returned with him in the following April to A chin. 
But in 1690 Dampier learnt that the Curiam had been sold to tho 
Mogul's subjects, and with this Captain Weltden for many yean panes 
out of the pages of history. 

We can hardly doubt that Weltden at this time abandoned the sea 
and retained to l&iglml, where his presence was necessary to proteot

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his oonduot End interests involved in the unfortunate proceedings at 
Mergui. Besides Anthony Weltden had not after all done ao hadly. 
In some way or other he had acquired enough to marry and settle down 
upon a small estate of his own at Well in Lincolnshire. 1 In 1703, the 
business of the Ourtana was at last settled, and the result oommuni- 
oated to Weltden. 1 In 1700, his general position is sufficiently indi¬ 
cated by a will which he made on the 23th May, in whioh he provides 
for his wife, daughter, and three sons. He leaves £ 2,000 to his 
daughter Mary on her attaining the age of 24 years; £ 1,600oabh to 
his sons, George and Henry, on their attaining the ago of 24 years; 
and his landed estate in the oonnty of Lincoln to his eldest son 
Anthony. He leaves £ 260 per annum to his wife, Mary Weltden, 
while she remains a widow, also one-third of his estate, and the 
mansion at Wellen for her residence. Hie wife, Mary Weltden, is left 
executrix, and George Townsend of Linooln’s Inn and his Unaman, 
Henry Weltden of Thornby, Northamptonshire, are trustees. 1 

It is clear that soon after this Anthony Weltden must have become 
dissatisfied with his position and anxious to make still better pro¬ 
vision for his growing family by once more going abroad and seeking 
a fortune in the East. He therefore applied to the Company to be 
appointed chief of their affairs in the Bay of Bengal The oocasion 
was favourable. The Directors were thoroughly dissatisfied with the 
rotation government in Bengal, and were resolved to replaoe the 
management of their affairs in the hands of a single president. 

On the 11th November 1709, the Court proceeded to the selection 
of a fit person to fill the restored offioe. Their ohoioe lay between four 
candidates. Of these three, Ralph Sheldon, Jonathan Winder and 
Robert Hedges were old and approved servants of the Company. The 
fourth was Captain Anthony Weltden, a man of doubtful antecedents, 
with no experience of Bengal; yet, through private infiuenoe, or per¬ 
haps by reason of his very inexperience, as one who was quite free 
from all connection with the recent disputes between the officers of tlw 
Old and the New Companies, he secured the majority of votes in the 
ballot, whioh took plaoe and was declared the Company’s president in 
Bengal.* He was ordered to take bis passage in the King William 
galley, and began without delay his preparations for the voyage. 
These seem to have been semewhat extensive, as, besides bis wife, he

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earned with hire to India hie sister, his daughter, and son, with two 
maids and a man servant. The lnggage of the family of 

nine tons of clothes, one ton of books, another of linen, a barrel of 
pewter, a handle of bedding, six oases or small'tnbs of provisions, four 
hampers of cider, ten dhests of beer, about the same quantity of wine, 
an escritoire, a harpsichord in a case, and4,000 pounds of bullion. 1 The 
King William galley left Portsmouth on Tuesday, the 7th February, 
1710, and arrived at the Oape of Good Hope on Wednesday, the 10th 
May, whence Weltden Bent to his masters in London a letter full of 
professions of duty. 1 “We might have been here sooner,” he wrote, 
M had we not met with great calms .and snail win^s near the equinoctial, 
whioh continued with' us four or five weeks. Tour servants aboard the 
King William are ail in health afl& good order, your soldiers likewise. 
When we came near this plaoe we had strong winds and thick weather 
with a great sea whereby we lost our main add mixen top masts. 
At that time we concluded to go by the Oape and proceed directly for 
Bengal but our course in a few hours was ^topped by great rains and a 
south-east wind, whioh '.caused'’ us to put for the port; and here we 
arrived the next evening. Tour ship. King William proves very strong, 
tight, and a great sailer. We hope to go from bere on Tuesday next, 
the 16th, and aooording to orders shall make, the best of our way for 
the Bay, where I hope to act for you fait&fully and diligently.” 

Towards the middle of July, 1710, the King William galley 
reached Bengal. On the 18th of the l^onth a letter was reoeived in 
Calcutta from Weltden announcing his arrival at Balasor. Samuel 
Blount, a member of the Council, was at onoe sent down the river with a 
letter of congratulation and various conveniences for the president and 
his family, and many others besides hastened, of their own aooord, to 
meet their new chief. On the 19th Weltden with his family embarked 
on the Mary buoyer under a salute of 31 guns, and on the evening of the 
30th July he reached Calcutta. He was “ met at his landing by most 
of the Europeans in the town and the natives in such crowds that it was 
difficult to pass to the fort, where he was conducted by the Worshipful 
John Bussell and Abraham Adams, Esquires, and the Council. The 
packet was opened and the commission read, after which the usual 
oeremony given on such occasions by firing guns, and the keys of the 
fort ddivered.”* _

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The reapQa an provokingly retioent with regard to the doings of 
the Weitden family in Osloutta. I should have liked to know whether 
tiie harpsichord arrived aafely, how they managed to tone it, what the 
ladiea thought of Miss Weltden'a new frooks, and how the English 
servants liked their life in a steamy Bengal factory. But of all 
this .there is nothing. We can hardly doubt that Weitden as a 
stranger and interloper was not popular, and henoe what little 
we do hear of him is not in Ms favour. His' administration seems 
to have left only three traoes behind it of any permanent nature. 
He began the oonstmotion of some buildings 90 the river front 
by wMoh the fourth side of the fort was completed ; 1 he appointed 
his son Edward an ensign' in the garrison f and he gained for 
Mmulf a reputation for corruption, wMoh was long afterwards remem¬ 
bered in Calcutta.

Bobert Hedges as third. Sheldon being dead the suooessiou fall to 
Bussell to whoni on the 7th Maroh the late governor gave the 
Company’s oash, the balance being Bs. 01,200-7-9. The Oousuril made 
Mm a sufficient allowance for hoard and lodging, while he remained 
at ryimtt* to complete the business transactions by which he hoped to 
make a new fortune in the East. At the end of the year, the Weitden 
fcmOy returned to England on the Bhtrbon*.*

“Mr. Josiah‘Ohitty having been Buxie and Storekeeper for most 
part of Anno 1710 did soli severall of the Company’s Stores, for whioh 
he was paid and also did at severall times make use of the Company’s 
Cash whioh lay in his hands for the Company’s Expen oes by paying the 
f»U»«caq of aooounts due to severall Persons from himself he having 
made up his Year’s aooounts of the Stares and deliver’d them to the 
board for examination lb. Samuel! Blount who suooeeding him in that 
Post Ending severall Stores to oome short of Mr. Chitty’s ballanoes made 
and delivered to him and also finding no money in the Baimian’s hands 
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notwithstanding there remains due to the Company Rupees 7,027-14-8 
on the boltanoe of Mr. Gutty's Acoount Current lor the Month of 
February last Mr. Blount did some time ago aoquaint tbia board of 
said Stores and Cash wanting of which in Consultation of the 6th inst. 
demands were made on Mr. Chitty for the amount of said Stores and 
the ballanoe of his Cash to whioh he answered that he would pay it 
and again in Consultation of the 10th inst. it wad demanded by us 
and he then promised to pay it to us this day which he having not 
oomply’d with and finding that in the little time he had the chaxge of 
the Import Warehouse that he made use of rupees 1,878-11 whioh he 
had received for Broad Goth, eto. goods sold out, Our Honourable 
Masters instructions were sent for to see what they order in suoh Cases 
which we now having before us do find that by their Qenerall Letter, 
received per Ship DtUcheu dated 26 February 1702 in their 20th and 
26th paragraphs they positively enjoin us that none of their Servants 
should trade with or make use of their goods or Cash and if any are 
found unfaithfnll that they be dismist or Suspended Agreed there¬ 
fore these matters being proved against him both by his own 
acknowledgement and by accounts signed by him that he be dismissed 
from the Hon Ua Company’s Service Mr. Chitty being absent while 
we were Perusing our Masters orders and Consulting what to do 
in this affairs was sent’for in and this Consultation read over to Mm 
We then asked him when he designed to pay the money he told us 
in a Month’s time he would doit Ordered that the Aooountant do 
Debtor him for the said Sum and that the Secretary do draw out a Bill 
of Debt for him to sign, wherein he is to allow Interest 12 Per Cent, per 
Annum for the amount above said whioh Bill he has signed Payable in 
a Month's time from the Date thereof with Interest thereon from Primo 
March lost.”

They write the 19th of A prill Bay Kirpemaut [Bai KripinBth] Sent 
them word that the King had laid a design of Extorting large Sums of 
money from all the rich men in the Citty, whose Names were written 
down, in a Last, the English Standing at the Head, and then the 
Dutch, as Esteemed the riohest Factorys in town, after whioh the 
Shroffs and Merchants, So they were advised to Act the best for their 
Safetys, besides whioh Bamjee, Pishoar to Oarpuxdass Oawne [B$mji, 
Peahk&r to K&rpard&z Khan], the Kings Duan [DiwBn], had an 
Account given him by Colsing [K&lisinha], a Kinsman of Durgamulls 
[Durgamal,] of about four Lack of Bupees, whioh might be demanded

He had also a vessel of his own 
at Calcutta laden with merchandise bought of the Company, but not 
paid for.

44 Tim Stewards have been Ignorant, negligent or <wH off of their 
basin ess ’tis equall which, for either gives Blaok Servants opportunity* 
whioh they seldom (if ever) Slip of oheating and of stealing all they can 
oonvey away. If a Steward be a perfectly honest man ean signify 
little, except he understands his bunnem and is aerofoil in the maanege* 
meat of it, for ’tis equall to the Company whether he fo them or 
lets others do it. 

44 It is to no purpose to shift our Stewards, for we have hitherto found 
no bsnefitt by them.

The butiasas of a Steward r e quir e s the eon e t a nt fp 1 *—•g'-r of n 
pmsoa who should understand all parts of that batiaass* sad H smh a 
p a r s on could be found he ought to be vsry eanfaU and Diligent and 
not employed in any other athur to divot him from hiaeasa of that. 
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But *tiv next to impoarible to find a pnon oapeble of being a good 
Steward who will be content to oonfine himself to that business whioh 
if he gives the neoesetry application to will deprive him of every 
opportunity of (honestly) getting anything for himself and of improving 
his knowledge in other Parts of the Oompanys affairs. 

If once we had the fortune to get a good steward he oannot oontrane 
always, and ’Us a million to one if another be found to Snooeed him. 

These considerations taken together make it seem fitt and necessary 
to break oS the Generali Table and give the Companys Servants board 
Wages, which by a moderate computation will save at least 8,000 Bap* 
per month, and that sum will be a good help towards defraying the 
Military Charge, and charge of the Garrison, ’tis therefore unanimously 
agreed and Ordered

board Wages be allowed to all the Comp** Servants from that day

to aooept the Executorship this the Will Sign'd by Paul Graton 
explains, which Will was fram’d by Mr. John Watts himself, and the 
Copy from which Mr. William Spinks writ it fair was all of Mr. Watts 
his own hand-writing these oircumstanoes being considered, we dan no 
longer pen wade the Widdow Graton to put hor Child into Mr. Watts 
his oare who will not aooept of the charge except on such terms as may 
make the Childs death become his Interest. 

There is another oiroumstanoe worth notioe, and that is

817.—OBJECTIONS TO THESE ARRANGEMENTS. 

To this arrangement, two of the Council, Mr. Addemsnnd Mr. Feaie, 
made objections, especially opposing tbe appoint* 
January 6th. ment of Mr. Suiman aa chief in tbe negotiations. 
Urey wished Mr. Franklaad, (the last in the Connoil) to go ae 
ohief. and Mr. Burman to he aeoond. Their objections were three in 
number: first, that to send one of .the Connoil as ohief would shew 
the Emperor more respect, and that a member of tbe Connoil wonld be 
better reached than aa ordinary writer. Beoondly, that at least tiro 
capable Englidimen ought to go, in order that, if one died, the other 
oould take his place; both should have a good knowledge of Persian, so 
that, should the head of the expedition die, the negotiations would not 
be left entirely to Khoja Barbad, who would most likely enrich biimwl* 
at the Company’s expense if cot well looked after. Thirdly, that the 
Court of Directem in England had ordetbd them to take “advise with” 
the Madras Council before they sent np people with the present; tW 
the Gentlemen at Madras had proposed that Mr. Franklaad should be 
with Mr. .Borman; further, Mr. Piatt is “ not any ways 
aooompHsht to succeed in case of mortality in the mannagement of aa 
affair of this nature.” 

818.—THE OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 


To-thase objections the rest of the Council answered: First, that the 

. . great Mogull pot such a high “ Value on his own 

Graadure that he can regard nothing in other 
men, but their qualifications and would not esteem any man masrly 
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far qnallity tho* ha were Peer of the greatest Monarchy in Europe,” and 
the reoeptian he would giro Ambassadors would be suoh that he would 
never know nor care to know the rank of tho man to be received. “ The 
hint concerning the reception at the Mogull Court seems to require some 

account of the reception to be expeoted there which [we] take as follows:_ 

* Whoever the Great Mogull is pleased to Honour with leave to appear in 
his presence will after he it disarmed be admited into a Court Yard 
where he must stand exposed to the weather, (whatever it happens to be) 
at the appointed distanoe which will be out of hearing a word the King 
shall speak, who looking out at a window a Story high in his Pallaoe 
every man in sight of him must stand with his Arms a little crossing on 
his Stomaok and his Toes dose together without presuming to look up, 
when the King goes from his Window a Curtain is lett fall and every 
man in the Court Yard Shuffles away Without observing any order this 
is a Short aooount of the reoeption the King will give, but his Ministers 
generally admit Firreigners to sett Cross Legged in their Presenoe and 
talk to them but scarcely of their business for that must be treatod by 
means of their under officers.’ ” 

To the second objection, the Counoil answered that two capable 
Englishmen should oertainly be sent to Court, and that was why they 
had associated Mr. John Pratt and Mr. Edward- Stephenson with 
Mr. Surraan. There were thus three Englishmen to look after Uojah 
Surhaud, all quite capable of seeing that he played no trioka. 

To the third objection, they answered that they had several times 
written to the Governor and Counoil of Madras, who had told them in 
reply that there was no person in Madras so suitable to be sent to 
negotiate at the Court, as the men in Bengal, Mr. Bur man and the 
others. The Counoil of Madras had only reoommended Mr. Frankland 
of whom they had a good character for ability and knowledge of the 
“ Indostan Language” if there were any doubt of the other men being 
fit for the-post

“Letters and messengers from Meir Nassir Gov r - of Hugly 
accquaint us that the Duan Jaffuroaun has 
February litb. received information and believes that the Family 
of Seeteram late Jemeendaree of Boosna ly oonoealed in our Town and 
pretends to suppose they have Thirty Laock of Rupees with them whioh 
he will demand of us for the Kings use if we conoeal and Protect them 
Meir Naasur therefore porswados us as a friend to make diligent search 
and deliver them up with all that belongs to them if they are found 
for Soettarnm beiug executed by the Duans order for Murder and 
Rebellion all his Effects belong to the King and where any small part 
be found, the Duan Will be glad of that pretext to make great 
demands especially from us, who he has had no late opportunity of 
Floecing tin* he has often Bought for means and oooasion to do it.* 

“ This was a surprising message for we heard nothing of it before 
and being apprehensive of the danger of giving oooasion for such 
pretenoes to be made and the necessity of timely preventing any that 
are oontrived against Us we sent for all the Putwarrs Shekdars Oatwalls 
eto. block olfloers under our Jurisdiction and examined them in 
presence of Meir Nassirs messengers concerning the matter and

The CoUoway Chitty was originally a Portuguese Ship and Anno 
1718 taken from them by Monsieur Boynot in the China Seas and 
oarried to Manilla where she was oondemned as lawful Priso and by 
authority of the Government there sold publiokly. Alexo Peesoa, an 
Inhabitant of Madrass and Manuel Pereire Samoa an Inhabitant of 
bought her in in partnership between them and they both 
proceeded in her to Macao the pleoe she originally belonged to there 
one of her primitive owners Alexa Leite Pereira by name attached the 
Ship and commenced a Law Suit against Alexa Pesaoa on pretenoe that 
He bad appointed Alexa Peasoa his Attorney to redeem her for hie 
Aooount but ttt appeared to the Court there who heard and determined 
the cause that Francisco Lrite Pereira did not qnalifle Alexa P easo a to 
aot is Attorney for him for he did not furnish him with either money 
or Omditt to redeem her The Court therefore decreed the Sldp (att 
hat time her name was the Jmm Mafia Jompk) to be the lawfluQ 
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property of tlio persons who bought hn at MmiII* namely 
Psmoi and Manuel Pereira Samoa and that Franoisoo Leita Pereira 
had no right to claim any interest in her, The Ship being thus restated 
to the Defendants they proceeded on her to Batavia where Alexo Pessoa 
bought Manuell Pereira Samos his part and so the Ship became the Sola 
property of Alexo Pessoa Who prooeeded on her from Batavia to Suratt 
and thenoe to Madraas where being arrived Franoisoo Leite Pereira 
renewed his Olaim but Alexo Pessoa bringing all the foregoing 
Oiroumatanoea the Judgment of the Portuguese Court att Maoao was 
esteemed just and right and Alexo Pessoas Title to the ship oonfirmed 
before this matter was dafertnined at Fort St. George the Portuguese 
Frig att Anna and Joseph arrived from Goa and a report was spread 
by Francisco Leite Pereire that Bhe was ordered by the Yioe Boy to 
seise Alexa Pessoa and his Ship, and carry her to Goa to try who she 
belonged to butt Senh r - Franoisoo freire de Aruja and the Commander 
in Oheif gave Alesa Pessoa a Certificate signed by them both that the 
report was frivilous and false which removed all apprehentions of future 
Imbroils about the ship and encouraged the sale of her att Fort St.

“ Being mett to consider how We ought to dispose of the Portuguese 
0rtubtr Mth< Prisoners taken in the attempt to carry awaythe 
CoUoway Ohitty It is the unanimous opinion of 
us that they be delivered into the Custody of Benhor Bartholomew de 
Albuguerque and Captain Demare Gone aboard the Portuguese Frigatt 
and he desired to deliver them in Goa that their Crime may be tryed 
and judged of as the Yioe Roy shall direct Our reasons for so doing 
are, because We would give him no cause to suspect wee bad any design 
prejudiciall to his Majesty The King of Portugall or that we had

Hon 11 * Marion Affaires in the Article of Freight, when we have Ships 
* v “’“ on oar hands to be imployed on Freight Voyages as well as to 
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all of ua who are or ahall he oonoerned in Ships designed for 8mt or 
Partis. It is Highlj ne oo aa a ry, we declare and Order how ojir Freight 
holiness is to be managed, for else some or other of ns may through 
inadvertency and want of due Consideration in fobh Oases, Happen to 
be biassed by a Seeming Prospect of a little immediate Gain, to aim at 
a Clandestine Management in opposition to the Generali Interest which 
wood be of worse consequence to that trade in Generali then perhaps 
Some men may be aware of. Tis therefore Agreed and Orderd that— 

“ Those among us who are or shall be Concerned in Ships for Surat 
or Persia, do meet Yearly before any Ship is sett up for those Ports,

of what freight goods are likely to offer or be procurable that Season. 

“After we have determined what Ships are to be sett up for Surat 
br Persia, no other Ship is to be sett up that Season upon a Freight 
Voyage for those Forts by any Person of us, or under the Compenys 
Protection in Bengal except it be first Agreed on by a Generali Consent 
of those among us concerned in Shipping. Butt all are at Liberty to 
send Ships or other Veesells with their Cargoes of what they think 
proper, exoept Freight Goods, to either of those Ports or where else 
they please.

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“Beoaose the Leddng of Ships belonging to ns or any others onder 
oar protection at the Danes Factory or anywhere else np the River 
beyond our Bounds^ may besides other evill Consequences (either 
designedly or through inadvertency) give oppertunitys for misapplying

“And to prevent Just Complaints and remove the unjust, too fre¬ 
quently made by the Hugly Government of oar abasing the favour we 
have long enjoyed and is Confirmed to us by Ring Furruokseer, of 
trading Custome free. 

“Ordered that no goods whatsoever be landed out of the TWt s, of 
Laden aboard any Ship at this Plaoe, before the President for the time 
being, or in oaae he be siok,'or absent upon any oooasion, the next after 
him in Councill who happens to be present knows what Aooount they 
are for, And the Export warehouse keeper, whose proper business it is, 
has examined the Dustioks and Rowannas, who after Examination if 
he finis no fallacy in the case is to permitt and order their being 
Landed or disposed of without delay aooording to the Intent of the 
Dustiok or Rowanna.

ICee.— DETAILED OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED REGULATIONS TOR 
PRIVATE TRADE. 

"The President having in Consultation of the 14th November last 

Ttrand*?, ™_ i — delivered into Oounoill some Regulations proposed 

l2th * for the Management of Private Trade which We 

not thinking agreeable to the Companys Orders do make the following 
Reply:— 

To the let Par .—The Honourable Company our Masters are 
pleased to Indulge their Covenant Servants and snoh Persons as are 
Licensed by them to reside in India with a liberty to Trade without 
Restraint, provided it does not in any wise interfere or prejudice their 
Affairs and We cannot see that haring the Trade free and open to Surat 
or Persia can be of any penurious Consequenoes to them or their Affairs 
in the Article of Freight, rinoe it is a Standing Order not to be broke 
through that when one of their Ships is set np for any Freight Voyage, 
She must have the Preference in all Respeota before any other Shipi can 
agree for a Bale, and in ease any Clandestine proceedings are made 
contrary thereto the Company have given fall Instructions how they are 
to be dealt with who are the Agreamm therefore we c a n not see any 
reason for each fear, seeing no one is ignorant of the Penalty; hot after 
She is fall freighted Wee cannot see any Damage can accrue to our 
Honourable Maatera by noting up a Ship, or that it can he termed 
Glandeatine or in opposition to the Generali Interest without the Interest 
of one or two among us be termed so; end that most of ns are and still 
are designed earindeii ia aridaaii by the Second Article whana in the 
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Governour proposes the Agreeing on what Ships of all Ports shall he 
sont on Freight Voyages without providing that Weo who are not 
already concerned shall be interested in them, which some of us on 
Bequest hare been alrondy denied. 

To the 2nd Pur. —Wee cannot but think what tho Honourable 
Company have at severall times written about Private Trade and the 
Limitations thereof must have slipt the Honourable Presidents Memory 
or else he would not pretend to ConSne Madrass or the Ooropinys other 
Settlements to any Regulations Wee shall make seeing they order (to 
use their own words) they shall trade with All Freedom nt Fort William 
equal with our Selves, and shall be allowed to Trade at Ilugly with the 
same Freedom as Any of us do and that wee (meaning the President and 
Gouncill) give them Dustioks. 

Tu the 3rd, kth Sf 5th Pare. —And seeing the Honourable Com¬ 
pany has granted a free Liberty to Trade to Bengali and Orderd 
our Assistance thereto, wee oannot think but if a Ship should come 
consigned to any one among us, Wee have the Friviledge td provide for 
her equally one with the other whioh Wee deolare for our Selvos shall 
never be done so aB to prejudice the Company for wee will not agree 
for one Frieght bale tiU the Companys Ship (if any bo sot up for that 
Placo) be full Laden and Wee furthor deolare it as our Opinion that no 
Ship be set up for suoh Voyage till a full Freight for that Ship be 
seourod which will Assuredly prevent the Lowering of Freight This will 
give every one of us his 8hare in the Companys Indulgence whioh is 
now in grossed by a few. 

To the 6th Par.—The Honourable Companys giving Lib arty to 
Trade at Hugly is enough to authorise the Lading a Ship at the Danes 
Town and no one is ignorant of the ill Oanseqneuoe of misapplying the 
Companys Dustioks and since no Instance of snoh Villony has beeh wee 
cannot see any Season of Snspioion; bat this Article and Some others 
are only specious Pretences, since our Governour declared this Dispute 
had not Happened 11 Freight enough had offered for all the Ships whioh 
must be for Surat, for none Wee have, are designed for Persia where the 
Bow&rit is Bound so that it is not any Concern foir our Honourable 
Masters but private Interest is the Oooasion of this Dispute. 

To the 7th Par.—Wee Agree that all Dustioks and Rowannaa 
for Goods Landed at this Plsoe or Laden on* board any Ship be 
examined aeoording to Cnstome and must urge another Custome which 
has never been denied vis.- That any one among Us may have 
Goods directly brought to bis Gaul and after showing his Dnstiok as 
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usual landed at hie own House or Warehouse without Molestation or 
being stopped at Chuttanutteo Point, wliero tho Governour without the 
Advice or Consent of his Council lms planted Soldiers to Stop nil Boats 
Laden with bales, Ophium, or Sugar which weo declare is contmry to 
our Opinions and what wee think may bo prejudicial to the Honourable 
Compnnyfl Alfaires. For As h's Imperial Majesty King Fumuksoer has 
been pleased to grant us severnl Favours besides his Hoy all Phinnaun 
which putts thoHouourabloCompany on n better foundation of carrying 
on their Trade than ever so woo ought to take particular Caro that 
nothing may be transacted that may give Occasion to the (iovernment 
to complain of his misusing his Favours, especially since wee find by a 
Lottor received from Cojah Surhaud that JufTor eaun has written to 
Court against us. Now the soling up this choukoe 1 at Chuttanutteo 
Point to Stop all Boats going up or down tho Hirer being an unusual 
thing, and what his Imperinll Majesty has strictly forbidden to bo dono, 
AVee aro of opinion and do Agreo that no Chowkce bo suffered in the 
Companys Bounds to impede or hinder tho free Passage of bents up or 
down the River. Woo cannot see any Advantage this Chowkec enn bo, 
but are suro it may be attended with evill Consequences, as lat. ly if any 
Accident had happened to tho two boats laden for a Moors Ship on tho 
other side of the water which was stopt a Considerable Time by them.

1WJ.-T11E ANSWER TO THESE OBJECTIONS. 

“The Proposalls delivered by the President in Consultation tho lPh 
of last November for Prevention of irregular 

Decembor i,th. Proceeding in the Management of that Part of our 

Private Trade which relates to Freight, clashing with Some of 
Mr. Fronklands Projects his Dissent is not to be wondred at And wlmt 
the Powurfull Motive is, which influences some Others to Unite with 
Mm, will appear in n Clearer Light than the party he Leads would 
Probably have it. 

The Freedom of Trade indulged by our Honourable Masters to their 
Servants as well as other Persons who they indulge to reside in India 
is neither disputed nor designod to be. But can any Man supposo tho 
Honourable Company de.«ign their Indulgence shall be extended to their 
own Prejudice. If not, it follows of Course that as many of ui as see 
bow it may be so extended and do not endeavour to prevent the Evill, 
may justly be esteemed unworthy Servants which surely none of us are 

~™ i Cbanki, ■ tat Urn of jK-lica nr cartuuu, ■ guard. 
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willing to be thought, ’tis therefore to be hoped every mat) 
forsake his Error as he becomes convinced of his being in one. Any 
Man May be mistaken in his Judgement, and ’tis no Shame to reoant an 
Error a man iB convinced off, but there must be a great defect of one 
kind or other where an Error is stood stiff in after Conviction. 

We are glad to find ’tie become Unanimously Agreed to make it 
a Standing Order never to be broken through that when any of the 
CompanyB Ships are Sett up for Freight Voyages, they are to be fully 
provided for before other Ships bound to the same Ports with are to 

have one Freight bale. This is a good Point gained for the Honourable 
Oomponys Service. Next after them woe think it reasonable 
believe our Honourable Masters will judge it so, that wee provide for 
our Selves and fellow Servants by securing what Freight bales shall 
remain as a Perquisite for them, and us. Does not Our Toil and Labour 
to serve the Honourable Company deserve some Encouragement superiour 
to what They allow Persons not in their Service. Wee hope it does, 
And believe that one article, the Caro taken to secure Good Freights for 
their Ships when any remain on our hands to be imployod on Freight 
Voyages, desorvos something, And (supposing this Article agreed on) 
what can be more reasonable than the division wee propoBod; of one 
Third for Madrass Presidency one fourth part for Bombay Presidency 
and the rest for Bengali of all our Ships imployed on Freight Voyages 
for Surat or Persia which supposing each divided into twelve equoll 
Shares is three for Bombay four for Madrass and five for Bengali, Wee 
Bee no reason to objeot against those proportions except it be disputod in 
favour o! Bombay that each Presidency should have one third part 
which does not seem reasonable because both Madrass and Bombay 
have several other benifioiall Trades, whioh wee are not and cannot 
well be concerned in. 

Wee are sorry if any man is in earnest so blind as not to perceive 
the Damage that may accrue to our Honourable Masters in the Artiole 
of Freight by private Ships when more are known to be designed for 
Freight Voyages than sufficient to Cany all tho Freight Goods, whose 
is the fault if any of ns do not know that the plonty or Scarcity of 
Shippipg does, and no other aooident can raise or lower the rate of 
Freight. 

If when a Ship of the Companys is sett up for a Freight Voyage 
There are more others designed on the same Voyage than Sufficient to 
carry all the Freight Goods expected that Season The rate for Freight 
will fall .of Course if private Interest prompts any man to promise they 
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shall be earned cheaper on another Ship, whioh is likely to happen 
notwithstanding Agreements and Promises to the Contrary: for 
Promises are just as binding when the Companys Interest is apparently 
at Stake as when ’tia disputed whithor it ho or not, wee therefore still 
believe it to be the Generali Interest both of the Honourable Company 
and of our Selves, that a sufficient number of private Ships and no more, 
be appointed for tho Surat and Persia Trade, of whioh two may be 
otherwise imployod and many cannot with a reasonable Prospect of 
moderato gain when a Ship or two of tho Companys remain on our 
hands to ho imployod on Freight Voyagos. 

Tho Objectors are plcasod to write they cannot sec any Damage oan 
accrue to our Honourable Masters by setting up a Ship or that it can be 
termed Clandestine in opposition to tho gcnerall Interest without tho 
Intorost of ono or two among us bo termod so. It may be Bupposod 
they moan ono or both of ub by that Reflection bocauso it may bo 
thought improbable that any of them designed to reflect on themselves. 
Nevertheless because ’tis unjust on us who divido our llisquo and dont. 
adventure great Sums in ono bottom, ’tis possible Mr. Frankland may 
(tho* ho did not suspect it) bo the Porson aimed at. But whether 
he be or not is no concern to us, we do not reflect or find fault with his 
adventuring boldly ho and any man may adventure his own money 
how he ploases without opposition from us, we are not for limitting him 
or any man who has money in a fair trade. But Clandestine manage¬ 
ment such as will prejudice the Companys Affairs and the generall 
Interest of all their Servants wo must be against. If tho buying a Ship 
privately at Hugly, and setting her up for a Surat freight Voyage after 
an Engagement and Promise whioh the Doing 60 cannot (without tho 
help of quibling) be reconciled with And tho part Loading hor at the 
Frenoh Factory in Hugly and pretending Sho was not thcro but (somo 
Roaches down the River) at the Danes Faotoiy, be not Clandestine 
management weo know not what is. ’Tis so apparently such, that tho 
reasons for the Care wee propose to prevent tho liko when a Ship of the 
Companys is sett up for Surat ore greatly Strengthened by it. Tho Sha 
Alhun is an Instance of our Sincerity, She was put by tho Persia Voy¬ 
age that the Bouverie may havo a full Freight and woe did not deolare 
her for Surat because wee did not think it fair to break through tho 
agreement made before her arrivall for other Ships. But it happened 
that Scruple did not stiok with the Objectors. 

The Assertion is not true that any Person was excluded or designed 
to be excluded by us from a Share in every Ship imployod in the Surat 
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or Persia freight trades who had money or Creditt to advance for a 
Share. But want of both may possibly have excluded Some till they 
found the art of forcing a Creditt from the Merchants whioh a late 
Order of the Court of Directors expressly forbids under the penalty of 
discharging those who continue in the Practice of it, And ore of 
Councill, from the Companys Service. The Court of Directors remarks 
on this Occasion that tho borrower will ever be Servant to the Lender is 
very just Consequently if the Report be true that Mr. Frankland has 
rivittod u party to his Interest by becoming Security for the Debts a 
Majority of thorn owe, to Screen them from tho dangerous Clamours of 
their Creditors hia easily Leading them right or wrong any way he 
inclines is not to be wondred at. 

The Article quoted of the Presidents Proposalls cannot bear the 
wrested Constniotion the Objectors putt on it They nor any of them are 
designed by it to be excluded and none of them that wee know of has 
been denied who desired to Subscribe before the Subscriptions were full, 
and had money to pay for their Parts. But Wee confess wee do not 
understand the Trade of lending our mouey to he adventured by Sea for 
the Profitt of otlior People, at our risque, interest free and without 
Security, or a Prospect that- it Will be repaid in oase of a Loss. 

Littlo need bo said, in reply to the Objectors Second Paragraph, 
beoause the Limitation proposed by the President or something very 
like it was aimed at. And supposed to be for the Generali Interest by the 
Govemour and Councill of Fort St. George when they sent Mr. Boone 
(the same Gentleman who is now President of Bombay) with authority 
to agree and settle that affair with the then Govemour and Councill of 
Bengali. And ’tis probable they may mw as they did then believe it 
for the General Interest. Let all this Dispute os it Stands in writing he 
fairly sent them, and leave those Gentlemen to judge for themselves. 

So much has been already said on the Subject of the Objectors third 
Paragraph that a great deal particularly in Reply to it need not be 
added more than siuco they affirm tho Companys Indulgenco is In* 
grossed by a few, Lott allthe Subscription Papers for some p*st Tears as 
well as the present bo Coppied and sent to the Court of Directors, that 
they may Judge how for ’tis Truth and who are the Ingxossers. And to 
pat the whole matter in a Clear light, let every man distinguish what 
part of Mb Subscriptions have been for other People when the whole was 
not for his own Aocount. This is proposed that no man who holds a 
part in anothars Name may pretend he is excluded. 
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The Objectors endeavouring to Justi&e their Lading a Ship at the 
Donee Factory, argues they are not yot willing to confess the Truth. It 
was not there but at the Frenoh Factory where four of themselves b»w 
her the 19th November as they past by in the Presidents Company 
upon Ooc&sion of receiving the Phirmaun etc. st Tribnuuy. The 
Presidents Reply when They started the question (what if more Freight 
bales had offered than all the Ships in the river could carry) was, there 
could in that oasd have been no room for hisputes, And does uot argue 
that any single Artixlo in his Proposals is grounded on Specious Pre¬ 
tences, we are not willing to under value the Objectors Judgement so 
much as to believe they in enruest think it does. 

The Octogon on Chuttanuttee Point is the most proper placo of any 
within our hounds above us, to' keep an out Guard at, for thence all 
bo&tes passing up and down may be seen a great way. The President 
hae therefore placed a Guard there, Honestly designing it to he a fence 
against the Abuse of our Dustucks, The porticolar ltogarS the Court of 
Directors injoyn him to havo of their Interest Authorizes his doing it 
And none h&ve just cause tc find fault with its beiug done who bare 
not some indirect cud or other to serve. The pretence that ’tie forbid 
by King Furruekseer is frivilous, for the design of it is not to abuse 
boats, or extort a Duty, or put them to Charges, or Delay -thorn a 
Moment, But to inquire what they are and whether bound the doing 
which may sometimes happen to Prevent the Kings being defrauded of 
his Oustomes, And this Account will not only silenoe hut abundantly 
please the Hugly Government if they ask questions concerning it, 
whioh hitherto they have not done. 

It has been a Rule from the beginning at this Plsoc that Dusticks 
or Rowanna’s for Goods brought hither shoud be first brought to the 
Preeident who always did or should send them to the Export Ware¬ 
house keeper for he is the proper Officer to enquire what Account they 
are for, and prevent Goods designed for the Company a Warehouse 
being sold to private Tenons. And if be diseuvois no fallacy he passes 
them without delay to he disposed of as the Dustuek or Rowanna directs. 
Nothing is proposed contrary to this. Consequently no Innovation is 
designed."

L—THE FAMILY AMD HISTORY OF ANTHONY WELTDEN. 

Tub Weltden family claims to be descended from Bertram do 
Waltden or Weltden in Northumberland who flourished A. D. 1027 
in the time of William the Conqueror. In a manuscript “C. pio of 
the visitation of Kent, May, 1619,” by Hosted (British Museum Add. 
MtS. 16279) tho genealogy of the family is given without break up 
to 1685. From this it appears that in tho sixteenth ooufury the 
family split into five branches. Simon Weltden, of Welton, Northum- 
berland, by his marriage with Elisabeth Benton, hod two sons; 
Christopher Weltden, of Welton, from whom descends the North man , 
berland branch of the family, and Hugh Weltden, who was Sewer 
to Henry V1L This Hugh Weltden had four sons; first Hugh, 
from whom desoends the Shottesbrook (Berkshire) branch of the 
family; aeoondly Edward, from whom desoends the Swansoombe 
(Kentish) branch; thirdly Thomas, from whom descends the Cookham 
(Berkshire) branch; and fourthly William, from whom desoends 
the Thornby, or Thurnby (Northamptonshire), branch of the Weltden 
family. Of these the Swansoombe and the Thornby branches are 
connected with India. 

The family name is often written Welton and Weldon, the 
latter being the form always used by the Swansoombe branch; but the 
original form seems to have been Weltden. Wallis hi his Natural 
History and Antiquities of Northumberland tells us that “Welton 
Tower (a corruption of Wall-Town) is the seat of the ancient family of 
Weltons;” and Lewis, in bis Topographical Dictionary of England^ 
under the heeding “ Welton in the parish of Ovingham, Northumber¬ 
land,” says “the Tower, the manorial seat of the ancient famiiy of 
Welton, is fast going to decay. ” 

The armorial hearings of the Wolldens according to Burke and 
Hasted are as follows:—

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An interesting aooonnt of some of the Swansoombe Weldon* is 
found in the preface to a book by Benedict Belpb Weldon celled 
English Benedictine Congregation, Chronological Notes, by Bom Bonnet 
Weldon. 

Benedict Belpb Weldon became a professed monk in January, 1692, 
and wrote his book in Paris, the date ot the prefaoe being May, 1709. 

The monk was grandson of Sir Anthony Weldon of 8wansoom.be, 
clerk of the kitchen to King James I. Sir Anthony had right eons 
and four daughters. 

The eldest son, Ralph, was a Colonel and Governor of Plymouth. 
He was a roundhead and relieved Taunton. 

The seooud son, Edward, was shot as he entered a plaoe he had taken 
fet the Grand Duke of Tuscany. 

The third son, Anthony, was famous in the war of the Low Countries, 
spent three fair estates, and perished at sea in a great expedition for 
the Grand Duke of Tuscany. 

The sixth son, Goorge, was a Colonel, and father of the author. He 
remained, loyal to the king, was banished for seven years, had a great 
hvnA in the Restoration, but died unrewarded in March 1679. His 
wife’s name was Lucy Neoton of Norfolk. He lost his fortune in 
trying to retrieve his position. Of his seventeen children, only three sons 
lived to grow up, and there were seven years hot ween, each of them. 
The eldest son was Col. Georgo Weldon, Deputy Governor of Bombay. 
The seoond was Charles, a monk. The third, Ralph, the author, also a 
monk. One daughter Susannah, married Mr. Chamoek. 1 

The mother died April 26,1702, and was buried in Aldgate Church. 
Rumours of foul play with regard to his eldest brother made the 
author oome to London to try to recover Col. George Wddon’s fortune 
for his mother and sisters. Mrs. George Weldon was poisoned, 
and died on her way home from Bombay 25th April, 1697. Her 
husband, CoL George Weldon, wee induoed to go on shore at 
Mauritius to sokoe his grief, ate ‘ the best part of two pullets * and 
salad, waa soiled with violent puns, died on 2nd July 1697 in great 
torment, and was boned on the island. Some say, the author adds, 
that the-poison did not work quickly enough, and that the murderers 
their victim in order not to lose a favourable wind. Dorn 
Boanet’a efforts to bring the murderers to justice warn $Bilaas. He 
toa»a*1f died Nov. 23rd, 1713, in his fortieth year. ^

Of William Wdtte of Thornby, who dkd on the 36th Deoember, 
1681, tii* 'will is sxtant in ths probata registry of Northampton. 

His son Henry died on the 3rd July, 1639, end was buried on the 
following day, as appears by an entry in the pariah registers of 
Thornby. But he does not seem to havo left any will. 

His son, William, matriculated at Wadhem College, Oxford, 10th 
March, 1666-57, and was admitted as a student of the Inner Temple on 
the 28th November, 1660. He died on the 28th March, 1689, but 
apparently left no will. Hu youngest brother ei this William Weltden, 
and fourth son of Henry Weltden, was Anthony, who, as appears from 
his will, is to be identified with the Governor of Calcutta in 1710-11. 

William Weltden area succeeded by his son and heir, Henry, who 
died intestate on the 16th April, 1718, aged 41, His son William 
matriculated at Pembroke College, Oxford, on the 26th Marsh, 1739, 
being then aged 10 

In Thornby Ohuroh, within the rails of the altar, on a stone raised 
against the wall, is the following inscription:—

Anthony Weltden, Governor of Fort William in Bengal, 1710-11, 
as appears from his will, belonged to the Thornby branch of the family, 
and was, almost certainly, the fourth eon of that Henry Weltden of 
Thornby who died in* 1659. 1 As the youngest son he had to seek his 
fortune abroad and most have gone to sea at an early age. 

He first appears in the reoorda of the East India Company, when 
still a young man, as the captain of the Ourtona at Madras in 1687. 
At this time the English already at war with ths Mogul govern¬ 
ment had determined to break with tbs King of Stem and demand

abb b Mum my 
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oompenaation for alleged damages. The Madras government being . 
eager to commence hostilities sent the Curtana and the James to 
Mergm to settle their differences with the Siamese government. The 
oommand of the expedition was given to Captain Anthony Weltden, 
who was entrusted with the following documents to he delivered hy 
him on his arrival at Mergui. 

1. A letter recalling the English in Siam. 

1 A letter to Constant Fhaulkon, tho Visier, demanding satisfaction for 
damages done to the Company and its Servants, amounting to £06,000. 

8* A letter to the King of Siam threatening to take ahipa and gooda * by .way 
of repriaall ’ if compensation be not made in 00 days. 

4. A letter to the Baja, Governor of Tenasaerim, repeating what wai written 
to the king. 

The proceedings of Anthony Weltden at Mergui seem to have 
been highly injudioious, and provoked a sudden insurrection of the 
natives who massacred all the English in the place and seized the 
James. Weltden, however, on his ship the Curtana, and White, the 
Siameso port offiaer, on his ship the Resolution, managed to eeoape. 
From Mergui Weltden sailed to Cape Negrais, where he hoisted the 
English flag, and thence to the Nicobar Islands. At Aoheen he 
rejoined White, and sailed with him Madapallao, where he left White 
and arrived at Madras on Christmas day, 1687. 

The story of the Mergui expedition is given in detail in Ander¬ 
son’s English Intercount with-Siam. The polemics of the subjeot are

see if he can meet with them, or any other Enemies ships, A that orders be given 
him accordingly, & att her return to bee sent into the Bay, she being Consigned 
thether from the R‘ Hon M « Comp* which should not have been diverted, bnt upon 
this extraordinary occasion. 

In regard itt would take np a considerable time to bring the Lead out of tho 
Curtana aahoar, A ballast her againe, Itt is order'd that itt be continued on board 
till her return from the Southward." 

On the 18th April the Madras Publio Oorhultatione. (Vol XII p.68) 
reoord “ the despatoh of the Curtana to Mergen to. £stoh book All the 
Englishmen recalled from the service of the King of Sy&m.” The 
Jamea is ordered to acoompahy the Curtana on her voyago. 

On ' Monday’ the 25th April 

•' To encourage Cap* Weltden in this present design of the Siam business, 
Itt is order'd that 8 yards of Scarlet, be given him to make a Coate." 

In May it appears from the Consultations Book that the Curtana 
was sent to recall the George whioh sailed for England against orders. 
The Curtana returned on the 16th May.

without orders. They have taken several! Siam Prises. 

Having thus been discharged from tho service of the Company 
Weltden oontinued to trade in the Best on his own aooount for the

Weldon tonohed at the Niodbar Islands, and in Yd I, ohap. XVIII, p. 
605, be says that he set out to Tonqneen with Captain Weldon about 
July, 1688, and returned to Aohin in the .April following. In Yd I, 
chapter XVIII, p. 607, Dampier says that sometime after Christmas, 
1689, he learnt that the Curttma had been “ sold to the Mogul’* 
subjects,” who " employed M r Morgan a* Captain- tp trade in her 
for them."* 

In a letter from Fort 8L George to the Court dated January, 1689, 
(O.O. No. 5668) 

“ No news yet from Tonqneen, bnt daily expect it by* he Saphir and 
Cortina." 

In another letter from Fort St. George to the Court dated 21st 
September, 1689, (O.C. No. 6679) 

“ Our Sevemll Letters' bis largely advised Your Honours of the Merge 
Negotiation commenc't by President Gyfford Ac* who sent thither Ca ptain 
Weltden on the Curt ana Frygot, and the Janies 81oop with the 50 Soldiers Your 
Honours ordered in your letter of the 22 nd October 86 : to which upon the 
irrivtll of the Williamson Wee adventured to send 85 more upon the Pearle 
Friggot with M r Hodges and M r Hill to assist Captain Weltden in that designs 
who before their am rail mett that cruel misfortune, whioh Your Honours have 
long since been advised of . . . 

For the next twenty years the history of Captain Weltden is 
practically blank. At sometime during this period he - must have 
married hia wife Mary, and during a part of this period he was 
probably busily engaged in defending his oonduot in the Mergui 
expedition. By 1708 the various claims in connection with the Our- 
tees seem to have been at last nettled by the Directors of the East 
India Company in England, for on the 19th October of that year the 
Const of Committees,'

Petition of Jonathan Winder was read praying to be President or Covemour 
of the Oompanyes Affairs at Bengal. 

Petition of Bobert Hedges was read praying to be President or Chief of 
Cooncill in Bengali. 

A Motion being made and the Question being put 

Besolred that the mid four Persons be balloted to be President of 
Bengal .... 

Cap* Weltden having the Majority of Balls was declared to be the 
Oompanyes President in Bengal.” 

On the 89th November, 1709, President Weltden wee allowed to 
oarry oat five tons of goods free. 1 ' 

On the 16th December he writes to the Diieotors as follow* 1

The King William galley with Freeident Weltden end family on 
board left Plymouth Tuesday 7th February, 1710, sighted the Canaries 
on Wednesday, 1st March, and arrived at tho Cape on Wednesday, 
the 10th May. 4 

On the 18th May, Weltden wrote as follows to the Coart of 
Directors 8 :—

The details of the proceedings of President Weltden in Oaloatta 
having been given in extracts from the Consultations Books. 

Alexander Hamilton in his Saat Indie a 1 aoonses Weltden of oorruptly 
taking bribes through his wife, and the oharge of corruption u sereral 
times brought against .him in the reoords. Before however the 
Court of Directors at home oould have known of these chargee, they, 
apparently tor no reason at all, dismissed Weltden from his high offW . 

The Court Book iVol. "XLIV) reoords the following prooeedings 
in this connection. 

Fry day 9 th June [1710]. Beaolved That thia Court will immediately proceed 
in the Cosaidemtion of the State of the Company* Allures in Indie, And Several! 
matters being offer'd in die debate with relation to the Affaire* in the Bey and e 
Motion being made That Captain Anthony Weltden be removed tom the 
Presidentship of Fort William in the Bay of Bengali And the Qneetion being put 
by the Ballott was earryed in the Affirmative. 

Beaolved That Captain Anthony Weltden be removed from the- Presidentship 
of Fort William in the Bay of Bengali. 

This order was oonflrmed on the 14th June, and the Coart proceeded

The Court being informed. That sererallsununs of Money hare been demanded 
by M r Weltdsn, the late President in the Bay, of the Black Merchants, and ethers 
than, and particularly 8% Thousand Bupees of Jonardaun Seat, Ordered 2hat 
the Committee of Correspondence be desired to prepare a Clause to be put into the 
Generali Letter to the Bay, to make enquire whether any, and what sums of money 
have been denuded, and taken by the said M r Weltdsn of Jonardaun. or any 
others, and on proof thereof if Mr. Weltdsn be then in the Bay, That they aaaee 
him to the bus, and if La begone from thence, That they send the Company 

an Account of tha Effect of their Enquiryea. 

This order wsi confirmed on the 28th December. 

Weltden and his family left Calcutta by the Bherbomt on 7th 
January 1712. Ibis ship was taken by tha French off the Cape of 

T 
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Good Hope on the 17th April 1712 and oarried ofl to the Isle de 
Bourbon. Here all the prisoners end the whole cargo of the Ship were 
transferred to the Adelaide in which they sailed for France. In 
February 1713 they arrived at Fort Louis and the Sherborne was 
declared a lawful prise and her cargo confiscated to the French. 
Weltden declared his own effects on hoard the Sherborne to be worth 
15,000 jB, but this estimate must have been greatly exaggerated. 
Weltden arrived in Fans at the end of March, or the begining of 
April, 1713.’ 

On reaohiug England later in the year he made a representation 
of his losses to the company and demanded compensation os appears 
from the following entries in the Court Book XLY1. 

On Wednesday 2nd June 1714, we have.* 

“ Letter from Anthony Weltden Esq' dated May 1714 being mad together 
with Copy of hie. Letter of (he 28 th December last, thereto annexed, And the whole 
being considered off. Ordered That it be referred to the Committee of Correspon¬ 
dence, to consider of both the said letters ; and report the matter of fact, with 
their opinion thereupon/* 

On Wednesday the 27th October Weltden agreed to submit his 
demands to arbitration. 

" M r Nightingale acquainting the Court, That M r Weltden who was President 
of Fort William, is desirous to submit all his Demands on The Company to 
Arbitration s And That The Committee of Correspondence to bo Arbitrators, The 
Court Consented thereunto, and Ordered That Covenants of Arbitration be drawn 
out aooordingly, And That ail the said M r Weltden’a Demands be submitted to 
The mid Committee of Correspondence, which are the Chairman, Deputy, Sir 
Jnstua Beck, M r Elwick, M r Gould, M' Gouph, and M r Nightingale, or any 
four of them, to bo determined in a Months time/' 

The Covenants of Arbitration were agreed to on the 5th November 
and on the 26th November Anthony Weltden was awarded £1200 in 
satisfaction of all bis claims.

Letter from Ant 0 - Weltden Eaq r - to the S ecret a ry, dated this day, being 
read, relating to the £1800 awarded him; and that he ean’t deliver the eouater* 
part of the Covenants he enter'd into with The Comp v it being taken by 
the French. 

Ordered That he give a Koto uflffer Ms hand, lh|i U eror the laid Counter¬ 
part can be recovered, he will deliver it up to be ecaeoDed (and that oat signing 
thereof, and of the Beceipt for the Money, and the general Belea s e, he be paid 
the aaid £1100. 

On the 19th January, 1715, Weltden signed the relsase and was 
jaid the money awarded to him.

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From the pariah regular of Well in Lineolnahire it appears that 

" Anthony Weltden Esq'- Governor tad President of Fort William in Bengal 
dy*d in London March IS 1 * 1 [171# and was] Burned at Well March 84 th -" 

The name register records the burial of Mrs. Mary Weltden, widow, 

in 1717. 1 

The will of Anthony Weltden ie preserved in the probate registry 
at Somerset House, London. 

Anthony Weltden of Well, Lincoln, makes a will dated 28th May 
1706, leaving £ 2000 to his daughter, Mary, on her attaining the age 
of 24 years, £ 1500 each to his sons, George and Henry, on their 
attaining the age of 24 years; he leaves his landed estate in the 
County of Linooln to his eldest son, Anthony; he leaves £ 250 per 
anum to bis wife, Mary Weltden, while she remains a widow, also one 
third of hie estate, and the mansion at Wellen for her residence. His 
wife, Mary Weltden, is left exeoutrix, and George Townsend of Lincoln’s 
Inn, and hia kinsman, Henry Weltden of Thornby, Northamptonshire, 
an trustees. 

Anthony Woltdon makes a codicil to his will on ths 4th January 
1709. He states, as hia reason for so doing, that he is about to 
undertake a voyage to the East indies and that he intends to take hia 
wife with him. He now leaves aa executors his wife, Mary Weltden, 
George Langton of Weltden, linooln, and Henry Weltden his kinsman. 
He cancels a small legacy to his sister-in-law, Mrs. Bdwen. There 
an no other material alterations, and the original will is to stand. 

In March, 1715 (date of month left blank) Anthony Weltden makes 
a aeoand oodiod, revoking that of 1709. He is in gnat trouble about 
his daughter Mary who has married a Mr. Griffin. Anthony states 
that he is suffering much distress of mind as it is alleged that Griffin 
has previous wile who is still alive. Until matters an cleared up 
Mary is not to have her legacy, bat ia to he allowed fifty pounds a year 
while ihe keeps apart from Griffin. Should the marriage be proved 
to he legal, the legacy ia to be paid. Should it be illegal and Mary 
ahocild lawfully marry again, she is also to have her money. 

The eons, George and'Henry, an to have £ 1000 instead of £ 1500 
eas}k $hsn ia no mention of the eldest son, Anthony. The executors 
an Ms wife, Mary Weltden, Ms kinsman, Henry Weltden, and hia 
friends, George Langton of Linooln and Samuel Taylor of Warwiok.

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The Will and Codicil were proved on the 6th Deoember 171ft. 

No mention is made in this Will of hie eon Edward who wee left in 
Calcutta aa ah ensign in the garrison. On the 9th June, 1713, ensign' 
Weltden was appointed lieutenant. 1 And he was also gentleman at 
arms.* He died in April, 1715* 

This Edward Weltden is twice referred to in the Court Bool XLYIT. 
On the 14th August, 1717, Henry Weltden petitions to be paid the 
effects of his brother Captain Edward Weltden, late of Bengali, deceased. 
And on the 4th September, 1717, £ 90*10 6, due on aooonnt of 
Lieutenant Edward Weltden, late of Bengali, deceased, is ordered to bo 
paid to such as have legal power to receive the same. 

II.—THE FAMILY AND PERSONAL HISTORY OP JOHN RUSSELL. 

The family of John Bussell, “ the Chequers Hassells,” as Carlyle- 
calls them, were of ancient descent. The baronetcy in the family dates 
from the 19th January, 1629, when Sir William BueboII was created 
a baronet by Charles I. From him the title descended to his son Sir 
Francis and his grandson Sir John Bussell. In 1664, Sir John Bussell 
third baronet married Frances, youngest daughter of the Lord Protector 
Cromwell, and reKot of Bobert Bich, son of Lord Bioh, and grandson 
of Bobert, Earl of Warwick. The fourth son of Sir John and Franoes 
Bussell was John Bussell, Governor of Fort William, 1711-13, and 
two of their grandchildren also hel'd high office in Calcutta, namely, 
Henry Frankland, Governor, 1726-28, and Sir Franois Bussell, who died 
second member of Ooonoil, in 1743. 

The famil y seat was originally at Yaverlond in the Isle of Wight, and 
afterwards at Chippenham in the county of Cambridge. The Chequers 
estate in Buckinghamshire was acquired through the marriages of 
Governor John Bussell and his ohildren with the Revetts. The

John Bussell, youngest and posthumous son of Sir John Bussell 
Baronet of Chippenham and Frances youngest and favourite daughter 
of Oliver Cromwell, was born in London on the 4 th October 1670.* On 
the recommendation of " Mr. Francklyn and Mr. Marshall” he was on 
22nd Nov. 1693 elected a factor for the East India Company. On the 
1st December 1693 the Court of Directors as securities from him in 
£1000 Thomas Francklyn Esq. and William Brookett Esq. of London. 
On the 22nd January, 1694, he took the oath of a freeman. 1 He 
arrived Factor in Bengal 3rd Deo. 1694.® On the 7 tt December 1697

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lie married his fleet wife Bebeooa sister of Sir Charles Eyre of Kew, 
Surrey, by whom he had one son and three daughters. 1 The details of 
John Bussell’s career in India are given in the extraots from the 
Consultations Books contained in this volume and the previous one. 
He resigned the office of Governor on Thursday 3rd Deoember 1718, 
end took his passage home on the Marlborough. She left the Sand- 
heads on the 9th Deoember 1713, and arrived at the . Cape in April, 
and reaohed England in August 1714.* In the fourth volume of the 
East India Company’s record* for this time known as " Miscellanies,” 
pages 118 to 121, there aro letters referring to a dispute between a 
Mr. John Bussell and the Company regarding the money due to him 
on account of the Old or London Company. Mr. Wooly the Company’s 
Secretary tendered Mr. Bussell £ 620 on behalf of the Company. But 
Mr. Bussell declared that a great deal more was due to him and that 
he had been seven years trying to got his money. This was in 
September, October, 1714. Mr. Bureell is said to be living in his house 
near the Church at Wapping, London. Tins Mr. John Bussell may 
have been the late Governor of Coloutto, but it is Btrange that hie 
title is not mentioned. 

On 7th September, 1715, John Russell of Duke Street, St. Jamee 
Westminster married Joanna sole daughter and heiress of John 
Thurban of Chequers Court and Alsberough, Buckinghamshire. By 
his second wife John Bussell had only one child who died an infant. 

In 1727 his two daughters Mary and Elizabeth with a maid 
servant Judith Weston left England for Bengal in the Stretham. The 
Court Book on the 3rd November 1727 records:— 

** Governor Bussell attending the Court and requesting that his two 
daughters and a maid servant may take passage to Bengal on the Slretkam. 
Ordered that his two daughters have liberty to proceed on the usual terms and 
that the aervant have likewise leave to go without charge to the Companf 

John Bussell died at Bath on 6 th Deoember, 1736. 

Sir Charlee Eyre. 

The early history of Bir Charles Eyre up to the year 1701 when 
he finally left Bengal for England has been given by 8ir Henry Tale 
in hie great edition of the Diary of Sir William Hedges, In working 
out the personal history of John Bussell the following additional foo ts 
have been brought to light.

1 Boo the log of the Martborougk given elsewhere 
s Ptnege dated in the Mlaceliaiuee, 2nd Deoember 1727. 
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Sir Oharles Eyre was the brother-in-law ol Governor John 
HwmmII, his sister Rebeooa being Russell’s first wife. Sir Oharles was 
also in all probability the godfather of Governor Russell’s eldest son, 
flliylAii, as appears from the inscriptions on the monument erected over 
th en * common grave at Kew. 

It appears that Sir Oharles Eyre on his return to England in 1701 
married Elisabeth Carey and settled at Eew Green where he had a 
house and gardens* He took a prominent part in the erection of the 
dhnroh at Kew. 

I can find only one letter from him at this period in the India Offioe 
records whioh runs as follows:— 

To the Hon b,e Court ol Directors of the East India Company 

Gentlemen. 

My indisposition hinders me from coming to sign as one of the 
■eenritya for my Nephew William Bomridge bnt I do hereby promise to do it 
when I am well enough to come to town.

Aprill 86 th 1721. 

Sir Charles Eyre died on the 26th September 1729, in the 69th 
year of his age. TTia will (269 Abbott), dated the 26th September, 
1827, with two oodiolls, dated respectively 2nd Nov., 1727, and 24th 
August, 1729, was proved on the 7th October, 1729. 

The bulk of his property is bequeathed first of all to bis wife 
Elisabeth Eyre who is oonstituted sole executrix. She is given £500 
m year in annuities, also £5000 together with the house and gardens 
at Eew Green, the plate, jewellB, household goods, faroiture, carriages 
and horns, with power to dispose of the same if she likes. Bnt 
if they are sold the money is to be put oqt at interest for the 
b cn«flt of his nephew Oharles Bnasell. At the death of his wife 
Elisabeth, the bulk of his property is tjv go to his nephew Oharles 
• pn-oll, or if he is dead, is to be divided between bis three nieoCs 
Frances, Mary, and Elisabeth Bussell, or the survivors. 

•HHmAHfch, Lady Eyre, died on the 16th January 1736, in the 66th 
year of her age. Her will (8 Derby) dated the 21st Deoember 1735, 
1st Codicil 27th Deo. 1735, 2nd Oodioil 14th Jan. 1736, was proved 
on the 24th January 1736. In it she mentions her sisters, one of them 
being Mary Carey, who ia left £300. 

The common tomb of Sir Charles Eyre and Col. Charles 
Burnell may still be seen on the north-east side of Eew church, to 
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which portion it was moved in 1884, when the east end was enlarged. 
At one end is a shield with the arms of Eyre, and at the other a 
shield party per pale with arms of Eyre and of Carey, the family of 
Sir Charles Kyre’s second wife. The inscription to the memory of 
Sir Charles Eyre and his second wife on the north side of the 
runs as follows :— 

Under this Monument 
Lyeth interred tho Body of 
Sir Charles Eyre Kt; 

Who for several years vu Governor 
of Fort William in Bengal 

Which office of Great Trust He discharged with the utmost 
Skill and fidelity to the Entire Satisfaction of the Eaat India Company

And Died September the 26 th 1729 in the 69 th year of his age 
He waa a Gentleman of truly Virtuous and Jnst eharaoter

At his Death Ho bequeathed considerable Legacies to the Poor> 
towards their Cloathing and Education 
Also Here Lyeth the Body of Lady Eyre, Widow and Beliot 
of the Above Sir Charles Eyre Kt. 

She died the U* January, 173D, in the 50 Year of her age. 

The inscription to Charles Bussell is on the south side of the 
tomb, and runs thus :—

1IL—ROBERT HEDGES. 

The history of the family of Robert Hedges end of Robert Hedges 
himself has already been dealt with at great length by Sir Henry Tule 
in his edition of the Diary of Sir William Hedges for the Hadyt 
Society.

IV.—CAPTAIN HENRY CORNWALL. 

Captain Henry Cornwall is a person about whom a good deal is 
found in the Company’s reoords, though I have not been able to trace 
either bis birth or - death. He apparently was of good family and had 
influential connections. He entered the servioe of the Crown according 
to his own statement under King William about 1689 and joined the 
Company’s Servioe about 1701. From 1704 to 1706 he is entered as • 
sea-faring man in the list of inhabitants at Madras. In 1707 he 
entered into a contract of marriage with Elizabeth Browne whioh he 
never fulfilled and returned to England hoping to improve his position. 
The petition of Elisabeth Browne against Captain Henry Cornwall on 
the subject of his promise to many her and Henry Cornwall’s defence 
are given in full in the Madras Fublio Consultations for the 15th and 
19th February, 1711, and have been printed by Wheeler in hit 
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* Madras in the Olden Time In 1709 Captain Henry Cornwall appears 
in the Company's records as the Captain of the Sherborne, and for the 
next three or four yearn his fortunes are identical with the fortunes 
of his ship. 

When the Sherborne was taken in April, 1712, Cornwall was brought 
back to India on one of the Frenoh Men of war and was detained as a 
prisoner at Pondicherry. In August, 1713, be arrived in England on 
the Heathcote. On the 2nd September he wrote as follows to the 
Company 

To the Honourable Court of Direct " 1 for the affair* of the Hon' ,le East India 
Comp* 

Hon' 1 '® S'* 

Being arriv’d on the Beatkeott And Indispos'd oooationa my Adreiting your 
hon™ to Exouie my abaenoe, and not deem it any omiarion or uegleot of the Duty 
and Orattitnde I owe the Hon'ble Comp*, (whose Misfortune and Loss under my 
oue has partly been the motive of the Illness I Labour under- 

Tour Hon™ receiv’d A Narrative acting forth the measures I took to avoy'd 
(What at Last I was obliged to submit too, I cant offer more on that head, then 
assureing 'twas pend with great reguard to truth and hon'- 

And those Enemyes of mine and my Imployera that Informe the contrary dot 
Partially unjust, and I've sure hearing 'twill prove so 

M r Weltden whoes absence and correspondence w h your hon™ on aubjeota 
Groundless, is my greatest hardship (But am assur'd one day they'l appear on 
the Back of Truth, he having Already fortified the or edit of many Impartial men,

hon™ Service. 

When the Enemy granted me Liberty* at Poudeepherry I adreaa’d the Gov r 
and Gouncill off Fort S' George and I Inclos’d a Copyee of a Letter I wrote and 
Quilted in an officers Court design'd the Better for them to Proceed in their affairs 
for y* Hon™ safely in trade. But that Letter being seis'd I was closely confin’d 
and very III us'd the remainder of my Imprisonment. 

Gov' Harrison promis’d me he'd Inclose it to You hon™ in Behalf of my 
dilliganoe and Integrity w®* was ever swift in y r hon™ Service though Attended 
with all the hasards Imsgiaeable w« h I have by fae (attested) 

Your hon™ have had aeverall forc'd and forg’d scoot? of the Sherborne and her 
Pylott w«b has Been Owning Intirely to Intigeons Tempers, verrye much Ineonr- 
•g d in those ports. Especially in party cauess. 

I served the Crown twelve years in sere" stations in King William’s Reign 
(since that By Brcommondatiou of M' Harby now Earle of Oxford, I have serv’d 
your hon™ (and I thought with [out] name for reflection having acted as Became 
a just and dilligent serv* (co y* your hon™ Goodness in Point of Justice is my

Petition of Captain Henry Cornwall being read praying leave to tako p«-«-yr 
on the Queen for Recovery of hi* Effects in India and to provide for himsel f u <t 
Family and to pay only his passage 

Ordered that he have liberty as he desires to go to India and for the rnoanni 
now given do Pay only hia Passage; Bat that he enter into the Covenants of a 
Free Merchant.

" Dm Committee appointed the 33rd Instant u, prepare a Memorial 
the But India Company's ship Sherborne that was taken and earned into 
Stance did in pnnoanw thereof draw oat a Memorial w’ h was sign'd by the 
S ecre ta ry and present the aune to the Lord Treasurer, and two others of the 
same import one 'to my lend Dartmouth and the other to My Lord Bolingbtoke. 

Their Lordships were pleased severally to assure the Committees who 
° attended them that Letters should be wrote that night to the Duke of Shrewsbury 
Her Msj 41 " Kmbassadrtr at Buis to do what in him lay for recovering the Ship 
and Cargo. 

The Committee haring received a letter from M r Robert Arbuthnet, Merab* 
at Bouen, to this Court sent under Cover of his Brother D* Arbuth net’s Psokett 
advising- of the Ships being earned into Port Louis and other matters relating 
thereunto and Use said M r - Arbuthnet haring rsferr'd in his Letter to S r John 
Lambert for a oharacter of him, the Committee thereupon discours'd S r John 
u to the best methods to be taken in Use present Conjuncture and on ye whole did 
write a Letter to M r Arbuthnet and. unt him a blank Pass which he desired. 

.... Since then the Committee are informed there is a Letter in Town 
w** came from the late President Weltden that advises ye 8herbor» wu ♦• ke n 
the 17th April list off Cape Agullaa* 1 near the Cape of Good Hope. If this be 
true, u ia most likely, the Committee are afraid the French may proceed to 
Condemn her u hoping She will be a liwful Prise. 

The Committee being informed by M r Arbuthnet that Monsieur Crosat ia oon- 
eerned in the ships which tooklthe Sherborne and that he found very honourable 
Usage in being permitted to buy on easy terms another Ship of his called the 
Oriffin some time since taken by Sr Thos. Hardy in her Voyage from Brest towards 
La Vera Gnus They therefore represent it to this Court u their Opinion That 
if it should appear the Sherborne wu taken before ye Cessation of Arms between 
England and France commenced it will be for the Comp" Interest to attempt 
to buy tbe Ship end Cargo if to be got on good terms and that a Committee be 
appointed to negotiate the same under such Limitations as the Court shall «»»* 
proper." 

In a letter to Fort St George, dated the 2nd Feb 1718, the 
Directors speak as follows of the missing ship— 

“The Sherborne as Capt" Goodman says came in his company from the Bey 
but wu asperated in a Storm in about 8 degrees South Latitude on this side Calyon 
ho believes She is safe because he heard or saw no Signals of Distreu. Wee 
have beard nothing of her u yet -Wee are sorry to find by the abstract other 
Invoice her lading in upwards of 413,000 Be considering how weak She 
wu and the distracted Ship's Obmpany on board of which we wrote largely lut 
year to the Bay and hinted our dielike that they ehou’d load any thing consider¬ 
able ca her up to the Fort considering thou cironinstances If She should 
ufe wee can’t approve our People’s management in venturing so groat a Stock 
on so s m a ll a Vessel end the rather when she was taken up for only a Pepper 


I AgttlhMb 
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Voyage and had been ten days a ground on the Molle Valley Sand off Jafnepat- 
n«m tnd with diffioolty got off. It wou'd have been much more to our liking if 
when ahe was at Madrass She had been sent to Bencoolen to fill up as the 
10 th Paragraph of tho letter of the 8 £h February give us kopos and the 
reasons thero mentioned were good that so by her you might liaTe sent those 
Stores and Petro you order'd afterwards by othor Ships because you had no news 
of the Jano in October when you must think hor a late Ship nor any advices of 
the West Coast in twelve months before of whioh you very sadly and justly 
complain Wee shou’d have been glad if you had sent some Persona to Bencoolen 
to sot provisionally till tho Jane arrived.'* 

Mr Arbuthnot writes from Rouen on the 10th Feb. NS. i.e. 
the 30th January OS. asking for the Sherborne ’a invoice and for the 
assistance of some person skilled in East India goods. 

"I wrote to S r John Lambert last week that M r Prior had been at 
Versailes an l had a promise from M. Pontchartrain the French Kings Minister 
that tho goods in the 8kip come to Port Louis ahou’d bo taken into —*e 
Custody and noways open’d till yo r orders shou'd come to some Person to 
treat 

“ I wrote also that your Ship the Sherborne (which they called the Charbon) 
was left at the Isle de Bourbon and that the goods were put into this French 
Ship."* . • • . One fifth of the whole belongs to the King Supposing the Price 

to be Good this the King can’t refuse to remitt to the Comp' (I mean to you gentlb*. 
men) being tho Queen had no Dutys from the French Ship* Griffin which I can 

appear wou'd have been of more value than \ of your goods. 

The Admiral has ^ of the whole this I can get an easy composition of, 
so that the Merchants has (tin) only ,V to sell or compoud for and if they find 
the Court favourable to you they will be glsd to conclude & give .you an 
advantageous Bargain." 

Ou 14th February, ie the 3rd February OS., Mr Arbuthnot wrote 
that the Sherborne was good prize; 

“for 'tis certain that the ship being taken in April is good prise and nn- 
disputsble .... I hear of no Prisoner bnt M r Weltden A bis Lady thit are 
oomc. 1 have written to my Friend at Port Louis to hasten him here being 
he surely can inform me of any considerable Pillaging or plundering and so as 
that I shill know if the whole Cargoo of the Sherborne is not come in this 
French ship." 

On the 27th February, i.e. the 16th February OS. Mr. Arbuthnot 
wrote about the ship's cargo. 

'* He [«.«. the'f riend it Port Loais' tells me that all that was in your Ship 
the Skerborm will be found to be in this ship except 9 Bales roarqued MIIL 

1,9, S. 4, 5, 9,10,11, 19, which he says the Captors sold at L’lsle de Bourbon 
for the behoof of his ships for some provisions they wanted." 
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On the 21th February the Secretary sent instructions to Mr. 
Arbuthnot- 

"The Company never receiv’d the Original invoice that coming only by at 
the chip the gooda are ladon on. The Prime Coat of all was finpees 378,044-10 
at 2$. 3 d. sterling Each fiupee amounts to £43,530-4 Sterling and this is bonajbh 
the true Copy both of the goods and their cost to the Company as received 
from the Bay of Bengali for you are to understand She was but a small ship 
and let to the Company for no more than 350 tons." 

The Company offered to redeem its own goods for £29,771. 

“There were some other goods on board belonging topariicul.tr Persons but 
the Company have no particulars of the number of Parcols or their Coat bnt 
they are informed M r Welt den had forty Parcels a« ho advised a Friend of his 
and it is very likely the Capt n and officers bad some as they always have. 
The Court would be very willing to include theirs also in the general treaty," 

Here probably should come <( M r Simcooks 4 th mate of the 
Sherbornes aooo* given the Committee of the gooda &o* on board," 
whioh 1 have found in Court Miscellanies VI, marked “read in Court 
26 D°,” i.e., I suppose, the 26th February.

On the 17th March *.». 6th March OS. Mr.. Arbothnot writing 
from Paris complained of the slowness of the Compeny’s proceedings. 

"It is now Six weeks sinoe the first memoirs was given in for you, it is a 
month yesterday that I am here waiting this Person A orders yesterday this 
was warmly reproach’d me at Versailles A an offer made for all the 
goods of 8 millions S hundred thousand Litres French which is about 118,000 £ 
sterl. and I durst not so much as open my mouth ... 1 found there [in the 
he saw connected with the caw] a Declaration of M r W&ltden’s wherein he 
esteems : his own Eflhcts 15,000 £ st. he esteems the rest of the loading 
880,000 £st.> 

On the 20th March, i.«. the 8th March OS; Mr. Arbuthnot wrote:— 

I wish I bad known sooner " that even suppose the French wou'd giro the 
same advantages that the QrifRn had in England yet you can bring another lading 

from Bengali cheaper than you can buy this in France.The first thing 

that waa told me by the Captors (and It is solid enough) was that the first 
cost of the Griffin was her true value intrinsick when she was carried into 
England being her Goods were Bought but 8 weeks before but that the first 
cost of your ship in Bengal was quite different and tost the bargain waa to 
ran npon the value of your goods in Fnihee where they now were . . . 
The King would forgive his dutys and the Admiral compound his for 
40,008 Crowns French ready money . . . The first offer that was made for 
these goods was 8,200,000 Livres this is to my certain knowledge and the least 
estimation that has been made of them was 8,000,000 French which is about 
180 thousand pound and I know certainly that they are better here than this Sum 
so that if you can have such a Loading from Bengali for 43,000 £ sterling it 
wou’d be great folly to pay 78000 for these. I siooerely believe the prices ef 
your IuTOiee to be true but I oou’d not possible Jmtgine such a disproportion 
’twist them and the true value here" 

On the 81sfc March we have reoorded a translation of Monsieur 
Orosat'a answer to the memorial of the Bast India Company. 

"That they can’t reclaim her having been taken beyond the Oepe of Good 
Hope at tte begining of April 1718 by three French Men of War that departed.

■hip the Griffin tho' he has been made to pay in England above 1,100,000 Livrea 
for the cargo of the a 1 ship on board of which there waa not above the value 
of 1,068,000 Lrs. of Merchandise. 

On the 22nd April, i.r. 11th April OS., Mr. Arbuthnot wrote from 
Bonen— 

■< when I saw no remedy in thia ’affair bat Patience I left Paris as soon as 
Mr Weltden arrived there being 1 found I could be no ways useful to yon 
longer.” 

In the end the Court refused to redeem the goods on the terms 
offered by the Frenoh.

Bio de Janario, Ootober 15,1711. OS. 

To the Honb to the Coart of Direotore of the United Company of English 
Merchant* trading to the East Indies.

I hoped before this time to have advised your Honn of oar safe arrival at the 
CSpe of good hope, bat am now obliged to give a more unacceptable account of our 
affaire, on the SO of duly wee were in IS degrees south lattitude and by Compu¬ 
tation IS degrees merid : distance West of 8* Jago, when Capt. Austen and his 
.Chief mate told me they fonnd it neoemry on aooount of the lenth of the Voyage 
sad for the refreshment of their men to put into this port: I replyed they were 
beat Judges of the Ships Circumstances sad that if they found it necessary either 
for u supply of provisions or refreshment of their men I should not oppose 
it, on the 18 of August wee arrived in this port, on the 4 th or 6 th day after 
wee were alarmed with a report that a french Squadron was on the coast 
designed tat this place: Capt. Austen proposed to eafle the next dey, and 
I eent my baggage on board that I might be ready at an hours warning,

4 Portuguese men of Wan 8 of which burnt themaelveb the 4 th ran oa ahoar aad 
bilged, in 8 days the french were intire masters of toe town and all toe forts 
which bad been deserted by toe Portuguese toe night before, toe Bnamy eatred 
toe Harbour with so strong a gale and advanced ao fast that I was obliged to pass 
through their fire in order to get on board too Jane, which was by this tone 
under Saile up toe Harbour in hopes to get out of toe reach of thoFrench guns,— 
when I.came on board after a little dieeourse with Gapt. Austen 1 found him 
determined not to land the treasure nor to destroy toe Ship, bat to surrender on 
toe first summons it being impossible to defend her, however he thought fit* to 
send a Cheat of treasure of his Own up into the Oouatroy, Aa for my aalf and 
M r Yarborough wee were unwilling to tell into the Enemy's hands till the tete 
of toe town was decided, haring some hopes that in case toe Preach wen obliged 
to return without being masters of toe town that wee might procure some passage 
to toe Cape of good hope, and eo proooed to India which wee .thought of 
importance for your Hon" Service, wee therefore quitted the Ship and retired 
into the Country expecting that Event, when I heard that the French were in foil 
possession of the town end all the forte, I apprehended a greater probability of 
prooeding by their assistance then by remaining among the Portuguese, M r - 
Yarborough agreeing with me wee took boat and c a m e down the river, designing 
to surrender our selves to the French Generali, in our passage down wee saw the 
Jane riding with her Engliah Colours still flying, wee went on board and ‘found 
they not yet bene summoned, but that Captain Austen had determined to send 
his Mate to surrender toe Ship to Mons r - do Guay in hopes as he asid of ransom* 
ing her upon easio terms, wee stay’d on board 3 nights and then went in the boat 
which brought us out of the Country and surrender’d our Solves to Monsr* de 
Guay, the chief Mate followed emodiately in the Ships boat and surrender'd the 
Ship also, seme days after I proposed to too French to buy a small B ri ga ntin e , or 
other small v os sell, in order to proceed on my Voyage, they told me there waa 
none in the Harbour in which I could safely undertake such a Voyage, but that 
they would sell me the Jane, I poasitively refused to treat about her, because I 
wopld not interfere with toe Captain but went to View several small veosella in 
the Port, which 1 found answered the Character, I then concluded my return to 
Europe unavoidable, till about a Fortnight after, when I received a letter from 
Capt. Austen acquainting me that the French would not sell y® Jana without her 
inking and if I would I might buy both, I went emodiately, to him and asked 
whither he would treat ter both, he reply*d he would not, I then first entred on 
a treaty ter her, the French had taken the treasure out excepting one Chest 
of your Hon"- and a Small Chest of M r - Finks, which Gapt. Austen informed me 
had bene stolen by some of toe ship* Crew and carried sway in toe pinnaee 
besides which they excepted some Oorrall tost was on board, and for the 
Ship and remaining part of the loading wee at lento agreed for three 
g T e hundred pounds, which I esteem the full value in En g land 
reckoning toe goods includ’d in your Hon"- trills of lading at fifteen hundred

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After passing'Bonges river* tie writer came to ‘Tana, a great 
town to the larboard aide of the river, having for its defence a large

‘Having passed this pieoe of defence with a flue euj gale near two league* 
we opened Calcutta our deiired port; it gratifying u» with a most agreeable 
prospect which when we were come ita length we dropt anchor before the fart, 
minting the garriaon with 7 gum, who returned <u the like compliment.* 

The succeeding paragraphs give an account of the writer** short 
stay in Calcutta— 

< i f i»li not here enter into a description of the remarkable* in Calcutta, 
seeing my abode of 4 day* there hath not fomiah’d me with a sufficient supply, 
bat only inform you on my arriral I paid my respect* to the Governor 
(John B u* m1 Esq r - to tender him an offer of my service, which he told me he 
would take into his consideration, upon whieh taking my leave I repaired to my 
brother officer! of the military, who entertained me with abundance of civility, 
yu my good friend Captain Hercules Courtny, a gentleman that had 
been very serviceable to the Company in 'the wan at Port 8* David, bat had 
nn through the mme misfortune as myself, being cashier'd a little before me at 
kCadderass, he hither for-employ, bat meeting with disappointments hud 

hold of the opportunity of going up to Hugley, where the Moon were embroiled 
in a war, he entering into the aervioe of Juda Con 1 managed the faoe of affairs so 
well that it much enlarged his credit, receiving from the Nabob several rich 
presents to his good service, tho* not so much as was before promis’d him, upon 
whieh in a disgust he left them, and was but lately arrived at Calcutta. 

Three days being expired I went to know his honours mind, who ingenuously 
told me he had no vacancy, all his oommislions being foil otherwise he would 
give me service, hat advised me to go home on board one of the Europe ships. I 
answered I had not a hundred Pagodas to pay to my passage and seeing I 
not now go home to my friends handsomely, I wee resolved to stay in India 
till I could, or neoeasity forced me to the oontrary; so would have taken my 
leave of the Governor but he called me back [and] would oblige me seeing he **ad 
not servioe far me to give him my word of honour I would not take up service under 
the Moon i I answered I might as well give him the same that I would receive 
no to a twelvemonth, to seeing as in duty bound I had first made 

proffers of servioe to my country, whioh they not accepting £ held myself no 
longer obliged, bat was at my face liberty to go take servioe where I pleased. so 
that when I served were no enemies to my King and Country. 

He replied all this is reasonable but then these nations among whom we dwell

X return’d his honour was only capable of remedying the ills that riSght

upon that subject and at parting he gave dm letters to Mon sure Attrope, 
goremor of the Dane* factory at Gundulpam who he told me was his friend/ 

The traitor then gives an account of his visit to the governor of the
